[Excerpt] A thoughtful glance at the history of the post-war decades is sufficient 
to convince oneself of how great the role of the Communist Party Congresses of our 
country has been. The results of the path traveled by the party and the Soviet peo- 
ple have been cummed up at each of them; the pluses and minuses of the work done 
have been reviewed critically, the necessary lessons have been drawn and a construc- 
tive program for the future has been advanced. Each of the congresses has analyzed 
the most important trends in world development and has determined, in accordance 
with the specifics of the circumstances, the basic shape of Soviet foreign and do- 
mestic policies, has facilitated growth in opportunities for world socialism and 

the rallying of all reve'tut.onary forces, has made a contribution to the development 
of the tactics and strategy of the communist movement, and has advanced the most 
pressing concrete demands in the struggle to ensure peace and international secur- 
ity. The work of each congress has given an important place to party ideological 
and theoretical activity, to posing and creatively developing new questions and 
problems, which has been and is of top-priority importance both to the further de- 
velopment of Marxism-Leninism and to successful resolution of the practical tasks 
of building communisn. 


As a result, the sositions of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, the party of 
the great Lenin, have been strengthened even further, the unity of its ranks has in- 
creased, and party ties with the masses have become even closer. And, finally, the 
international prestige of the CPSU and the Soviet state has increased with their 
worthy contributions to the cause of peaceful social progress, to the forward devel- 
opment of a world civilization and to ensuring a peaceful future for mankind. 


This also applies in full measure to the last Party Congress, which was held in 
Moscow from 23 February through 3 March 1981, to the “Accountability Report of the 
CPSU Central Committee to the 26th Congress of the Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union and the Next Party Tasks in Domestic and Foreign Policy" given by CPSU Cen- 
tral Committee General Secretary L. I. Brezhnev, to all the work done by the con- 
gress and to the resolutions and documents adopted by it. 


One of the important features of the congress was that its economic analysis con- 
cerned not the five-year period since the 25th Congress, but the results of party 




















economic poitey during the 1970's ae a whole. In equal measure as applicable to the 
future, the cong°ess did not limit iteelf to directives on the next five-year plan, 
but reviewed and defined the "Basic Directions of USSR Economic and Social Develop- 
ment’ both for 1981-1°85 and through °989, In other words, the results of party 
economic atrategy worked out oy the 24th and 25th CPSU Congresses were subjected to 
thorough, comprehensive analysis with consideration o. the features of developed so- 
cialiam. The 26th Congress tuliy con! irmed the correctness and effectiveness of 
that atrategy. Ite highest goal is, as we know, unewerving improvment in the stand- 
ard of living of the Soviet peopie and ite basie is improvement in the effectiveness 
of social production, 


This past congress refined the concrete directions of that strategy and worked out 
CPSU tactics on the most important questions of economic and social development as 
applicable to the growing opportunities and requirements of the country with consi- 
deration of the specifics of the 1980's, The congress clearly demonstrated the con- 
stantiy strengthening social-political and ideological unity of Soviet society, the 
proprietary, interested attitude of millions of laborers towards party plans, and 
the unshakeable confidence of the masses in the correctness of the path chosen by 
the party. 


Another important feature of the congress is associatec with the unique interna- 
tional circumstances in which it was held. Whereas during the bulk of the 1970's 
the world situation was characterized by serious shifts for the better in relations 
between socialist and capitalist states on the basis of practical implementation of 
the principles of peaceful coexistence, successes in the policy of detente and a 
lessening of military danger, as the 1970's gave way to the 1980's, there was -- 
because of the aggressive forces of imperialism -- a serious deterioration in the 
international situation. U.S. ruling cirec’es took up a policy of repudiating a 
number of contracts and agreements concluded with the Soviet Union and began un- 
folding a dangerous new twist in the arms race. Doctrines and concepts increasing 
the threat that a nuclear war will be unleashed prevailed in Washington. The dan- 
ger arose that military equilibrium on the European continent would be upset as a 
result of the decision to deploy new American missiles in Western Europe and ex- 
pand the militarist programs of the NATO military bloc. The subversive activity 

of imperialism against Poland and cther nations of the socialist community inten- 
sified. Tension increased in the Near and Middle East, in the Far East and in 
Southeast Asia. 


The CPSU Central Committee Accountability Report, which received the unanimous sup- 
port of congress delegates, the entire party and all the Soviet people, revealed 
convincingly the reasons for the deterioration in the international situation, de- 
monstrated the increased military threat and, most importantly, defined ways of re- 
sisting it, wavs of struggling to strengthen international security. The 26t CPSU 
Congress confirmed again and again the unshakeability of the Soviec policy of peace 
and friendship among peoples. It demonstrated over and over again the bankruptcy 
of attempts to talk to the Soviet Union in the language of force. And at the same 
time, the congress emphasized most definitely the readiness of the Soviet state to 
move -- on the basis of reciprocity and equal security, naturally -- towards fur- 
ther steps regarding both measures of trust in the military area and measures to 
limit and reduce nuclear and conventional arms. The new Soviet initiatives have 
been intended to defuse international tension, revivify the political climate and 
remove the thieat of nuclear war from people. The program of ctruggle for peace 




















and international cooperation, for the freedom and independence of peoples, which 
was worked out by the 24th and 25th CPSU Congresses has been continued in a worthy 
manner at the 26th Party Congress. 


"We intend to concentrate all our forces along two interconnected lines," said Com- 
rade L. I. Brezhnev in a speech at the conclusion of the congress. “One is the crea- 
tion of communism and the other is to strengthen peace." 


The congress wholly and fully approved the Leninist course and practical activity 
of the CPSU Central Committee, proposing that all party organizations be governed 

in their work by the positions and tasks advanced in the report by Comrade L. I. 
Brezhnev in the area of domestic and foreign policy. The congress decree on pre- 
paring a new edition of the CPSU Program in which the most important changes which 
have occurred in the life of Soviet society ond peaceful social development over the 
20 years which have passed since the Program was adopted must be deeply and scienti- 
fically reflected is of great fundamental importance. The “Basic Directions of USSR 
Economic and Social Development in 1981-1985 and Through 1989" given in the report 
by USSR Council of Ministers Chairman N. A. Tikhonov were approved unanimously. The 
congress elected the party leadership organs in an atmosphere of complete unanimity. 


The 26th CPSU Congress was an event of truely world-historical importance. Both the 
progressive world community and many bourgeois state officials and politicians of 
the most varied countries were enormously interested in and attentive to the program 
of action it advanced in the area of international politics. The congress was a new 
celebration of the ideology and politics of proletarian internationalism. Suffice 
it to say that it was attended by 123 delegations from communist, worker, national 
democratic and other parties and organizations from 109 countries. Their speeches 
were clear testimony to the continued growth in the unity of all anti-im,erialist 
forces, the broadening and strengthening of CPSU ties with all detachments of fight- 
ers for the peace and freedom of peoples, for social progress. 


The resolutions and materials of the 26th Congress, the Party Central Committee Ac- 
countabil ty Report, the theses approved by the congress concerning CPSU interna- 
tionai politics and its evaluations of processes occurring in the world, party eco- 
nomic and social policies, the continued development of both the party itself and 
its activity in the area of ideology, the creative devemopment of a number of most 
important theoretical problems by the congress -- all this advances large, complex 
tasks before Soviet social science and, of course, before the scientific collectives 
studying prevlems of world economy and world politics, international relations and 
the world revolutionary process. 


The most pressing theoretical and practical task of all social science has been and 
remains studying the patterns and features of the economic an’ sociopolitical life 
of Soviet society under conditions of developed, mature socialism, analyzing the 
problems arising at this stage and seeking out ways of solving them most effectively. 
This is of top-priority importance for the entire cause of building communism in our 
country. At the same time, this is a factor of great international importance, both 
because we are not building this new socioeconomic structure alone, in isolation, but 
together with the fraternal countries of socialism, and because the economic, scien- 
tific and technical comp: ‘ition of the two world systems is taking on broader scope 
and greater depth, and it would be difficult to overestimate the level of influence 
of our domestic economic, social and political successes on the world revolutionary 





process. 

















lt was noted at the congress that the party's theoretical arsenal has been rein- 
fereed by a number of important generalizations and conclusions in recent years. 
This applies toremost to the development of the concept of developed socialism. 


Relying on this concept, as the CPSU Contrai Committee Accountability Report stresses, 
the party has refined and concretized the ways o. and schedules tor implementing its 
program goals ana has defined strategy ane Cacti for « long historical period, 

This high evaluation of work which hae revealed various aspects of mature socialism 
has caused e sense of profound satisfaction amone a laree number of economists, 
philosophers, sociologists, lawyers and historians concerned with the indicated 
probiems. But a very great deal still / fe to be done, as was emphasized at the 


Cone+ress. 


Among the very broad range of quest ons associated with developed socialism, I should 
like to touch on several problems tacing economic science and specialists in inter- 
national econemics, the institute of Worid Feonomy and international Relations 
(IMEMO) and other institutes specializing in international affairs. 


The .esolutions of the 24th-26th CPSU Congresses, the materials of Party Central Com- 
mittee Plenums of recent years and Comrade lL. |. Brezhnev's speeches devoted to eco- 
nomic questions are literally permeated with the Chought chat as the country has en- 
tered the stage of developed socialism, increasing the effectiveness of social pro- 
duction has taken on ever-ircreasing importance. 


An enormous amount of work was done over tie last decade towards practically imple- 
menting this most important party strategi- directive in the economic area; other- 
vise, it would have simply been impossible to meet the basic assignments of the Ninth 
and i0th five-year plans. A. a result, profound qualitative shifts have been ef- 
fected in the entire material-technical base of social production, the scientific- 
technical revolution and the integration of science and production have been devel- 
oped in breadth and depth, and labor productivity tas increased 1.5-fold. 


The historical deeds of the Soviet people are (ttu.y great. But, as was emphasized 
at the congress, we have not succeeded in reaching all the frontiers planned. Not 
all ministries and enterprises have carried out their plans. There are bottlenecks 
and disproportions in the national economy, for various reasons. But the failure 

to solve a number of concrete national! economic problems has been associated fore- 
most with the inadequately rapid changeover of the economy to primarily an intensive 
path of development. As the congress pointed out, the primary cause of shortcomings 
in economic development is that we have still not fully overcome the force of iner- 
tia, the force of traditions and habits which evolved during that period when it was 
not so much the qualitative as the quantitative aspect of the matter which was at 
the tore. 





It would seem that a certain share of the responsibility for the fact that such in- 
ertia has taken place, for the insufficientiy rapid restructuring, including psycho- 
logical reorientation, of a significant portion of the managerial cadres is to be 
borne by our economic science, or at least by many of its representatives, and by 
the professorial-instructor staff invelved in training and retraining such cadres. 
it is not a listing of existing shortcomings or general calls to action or a repe- 
tition of known positions, but a thorough, boid, objective development -- mandatory 
at the practical level -- of questicns and problems on which increased efficiency 
depends that is especially needed today from research economists and from the main 
economics institutes. 














this stems organically from the level of development achieved by the country. It is 
also dictated by the specifics of the decade we are beginning. In the 1980's, we 
will be taced with simultaneously resolving such tremendously large tasks as fur- 
ther raising the standard of living of the people, unswerving growth in the country's 
economic and scientific-technical might, and its reliable security. And these tasks 
will have to be resolved, as was emphasized at the congress, under by no means easy 
conditions, since a number of factors complicating economic development will be op- 
erating. Among them are a reduction in the increment in labor resources, an increase 
in expenditures on mastering the East and North, increased environmental protection 
and infrastructure expenses, foremost transport and communications, and the neces- 
sity of up-dating production assets more rapidly. 


Relying on the immeasurably greater opportunities now available to our state and 
proceeding from the program goals advanced by the party, and taking into consider- 
ation the features of the period ahead, the 26th CPSU Congress set as the central 
national economic task that of completing the economy's t: nsition to a primarily 
intensive path of developnent in the 1980's. 


“Intensification of the economy and increasing its effectiveness, to transpose this 
formula into the language of practical matters," states Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's re- 
port, “consists foremost in having production results grow faster than production 
expenditures, in involving in production comparatively fewer resources to ach‘eve 
more." 


The congress also determined the most important ways of solving the task set, which 
are: the fuller, more effective use of the truly enormous resources being drawn 
into the national economy, a thriftier attitude towards the gigantic production po- 
tential being created by the persistent labor of the entire Soviet people. It means 
the acceleration of scientific and technical progress, focusing the efforts of large- 
scale science on pivotal national economic problems, bringing all branches of the 
national economy out to the leading technical frontiers. It means an appropriate 
structural policy called upon to ensure the fuller satisfaction of social needs (the 
accelerated development of those branches and production facilities on whom techni- 
cal progress foremost depends; the fastest possible elimination of disproportions 

in the agroindustrial complex and improving the productivity of agricuiture; over- 
coming the lag which has developed in consumer goods production; increasing the ef- 
ficiency of extractive industry and others). It means the fuller use of the oppor- 
tunities inherent in improving the methods of management and policy in the manage- 
ment area. And finally, it means a greater orientation towards effectiveness in 

all party-organizational and party-education work. 


In this connection, along with research on the basic patterns of developing the ma- 
terial-technical base of communism and improving production relations, which has 
been and remains the most important, fundamental direction of activity for econo- 
mists, top-priority importance is being assumed by the concrete development of such 
problems as the factors of increasing production efficiency and labor productivity 
growth (with consideration of the relative importance of each of them, of their 
hierarchy, so to »eak), as the prospects for and consequences of the scientific 
and technical revolution occurring in the world, as necessary changes in the rela- 
tionship of different spheres and branches of the national economy with a view to- 
wards intensifying the economy. 

















and finally, there is a large range of questions associated with continuing to im- 
prove planning and management. It was pointed out most definitely at the congress 
that it is in precisely this sphere that a particularly large number of unsolved 
problems have accumulated, Whether it is a question of long-range plans and state- 
wide target programs, combining branch and territorial planning and management, over-~ 
coming bureaucratic barriers, improving planning and reporting indicators at various 
levels, improving cost-accounting relations and stimulating initiative in labor col- 
lectives, expanding the instrumentation of planning and management activity through 
the broader use of computers and mathematical methods — each of these questions 
requires the attention of science, requires scientific approaches and scientific 
resolutions. 


In recent years, quite a bit has been done on many of the problems being examined 
here: numerous monographs and articles have been published, numerous conferences 
have been held, a variety of methods instructions have been prepared, and so forth. 
Many interesting proposals deserving attention have been made in the press during 
the course of the pre-Congress discussion of the "Basic Directions." 


But life demands more. It demands the fastest possible practical implementation of 
the comprehensive, systems approach to problems of managing the economy which has 
been worked out by the party in recent congresses and Central Committee plenums -- 
bearing in mind the style and methods of guiding the economy, improving planning 
and the organizational structure of management, the aggregate of economic and moral 
incentives and levers, and so on. And to do so with consideration of the features 
of developed socialism, when qualitative criteria have been advanced to the fore. 
All this naturally sets economic science new and more complex tasks as well. How 
the economic mechanism and management system in the broadest sense of “economy” 
must be altered practically so as to fully correspond to modern party economic stra- 
tegy -- that is today the most pressing problem, and for science as weil. 


Life demands that proposals put forward by economists be based on precise calcula- 
tion, on a multiple-alternative approach to any given problem and on selecticn of 
the most appropriate, most economical of those alternatives from the position fore- 
most of end results for the national economy as a whole. It goes without saying 
that these proposals must be based oa feasible opportunities available to the na- 
tional economy for implementing therm and must take fully into account the probable 
consequences for all economic links, for the smooth operation of the whole economic 
mechanism. And these proposals must, of course, meet the criteria not only of to- 
day, but also of tomorrow, especially if the reference is to large projects requir- 
ing large expenditures. 


All this assumes the necessity of further stren,thening contacts and interaction be- 
tween economic scientific research institutes and the Gosplan and other state and 
economic agencies, a more attentive attitude towards practical needs on the part of 
such institutes and a more attentive attitude towards the conclusions and proposals 
of the scientists on the part of planning and economic agencies. 





It is very important in this regard, as was especially emphasized at the 26th Con- 
gress, that full use be made of the experience of other socialist countries and of 
world exverience as well. 


It is quite evident that, in studying the economy of modern capitalism and looking 
at its experience, we must not for a moment forget the fundamentally opposing goals 

















sroduction under socialieam and under capital.am, the fundamental difference in 

oroduction relations organically inherent to each of the two world systems, the ex- 
ploiter orlentation of capitalist policy in the labor area, the contradictory con- 
sequences of seclentific and technical progress given the dominion of the monopolies, 
and so forth. At the same time, the processes being generated by the objective laws 
of development of productive forces which were discovered by the founders of Marx- 
iem-Leninism are also fully manifested in the countries of capital, in the world ca- 
pitalist economy. 


The most important of these are growth in social labor productivity on a basis of 
improvement in the tools and means ot labor, development of production concentra- 
tion and specialization, intensified international division of labor, the transi- 
tion from an extensive to an intensive type of reproduction, accelerated scientific 
and technical progress and expansion of the scope of practical use of its achieve- 
ments, profound se .ructural shifts in the economy (expressed foremost in a relative 
reduction in the proportion of basic branches of material-substantive production 

as a result of a substantial increase in output per employed person, in a sharp in- 
tensification of agriculture and the extractive branches of industry, in accelerated 
development of the newest branches and productions which ensure technical progress 
and provide for the inf ..::ucture, services sphere), and so forth. A number of the 
most developed capital  . councries took up a‘path of intensive development several 
decades ago and, quite jerstandably, the experience they have accumulated on that 
path is doubtless of inc. 2st to us and other countries of the socialist community. 


The IMEMO [Institute of World Economy and International Relations] has done quite a 
bit of research of practical importance to development of the Soviet national eco- 
nomy. In particular, it has published a collective monograph, "Features of the Ac- 
cumulation Process in Developed Capitalist Countries" anc has released for publi- 
cation "Modern Capitalism: Labor Productivity and Efficiency" and "Modern Capital- 
ism: Labor Productivity in the Main Branches of Material Production." These works 
investigate such basic proportions of reproduction as the ratio of branches of ma- 
terial production to the nonproductive sphere and, within the material production 
framework, the ratio of means of production to objects of consumption; they analyze 
the structure of national economic capital investments both for the most important 
spheres of the economy and in a branch cross-section. A number of works published 
by the IMEMO in recent years examine the basic directions of scientific and techni- 
cal progress in various branches and most important complexes of material production 
in the capitalist countries, including power engineering, the materials-producing 
branches, machine building and the agroindustrial complex. Several works were de- 
voted to questions of management within the corporation framework and to regulating 
the economy at the state level. 


These lines of researct must be continued, since they have by no means lost their 
urgency. Unevenness of development, which has sharply intensified at the present 
stage, is pushing the USA, the main countries of Western Europe and Japan towards 
the development and implementation of ever-newer measures aimed at increasing eco- 
nomic efficiency, at labor productivity growth. To this, it must be added that a 
number of economic processes deserving attention are developing in Canada, Austra- 
lia, Mexico, Argentina and several other countries, and these countries must be 
studied in depth. And there are small countries with experience very useful to us 
-- suffice it to cite, for example, agricultural efficiency in Holiand, Denmark and 
Finland. 




















At the same time, with reference to the future, research on problems associated 

with the prospects for scientific and technical progress is taking on special ia- 
pertance both for the IMEMO and for other economics inatitutes, This progress na- 
turally cannot stop. And it wili proceed on such a ecale and at such rates that it 
can quite justifiably be called a cientific and technical revolution, And there 

are also grounds for assuming that the decades ahead will be marked by discoveries 
no less significant in terme of their consequences for the destiny of mankind than 
the mid=20th century, which marked the «tart of the use of nuclear energy, the ap- 
pearance of computers, breaching the cosmos and other events which have served as a 
basiae for the birth of the very concept of the “scientific and technical revolution." 


The facts bear out that, given the conditions typical of the 1970's, intensifice- 
tion of economic difficulties in the scientific research organizations and leading 
industrial corporations of the main capitalist countries, much work has been done 
to deveiop energy- and materiale-saving equipment and to introduce special techno- 
logy which meete this goal. That work ise beginning to bear fruit, greatly changing 
many traditional concepts and many branches and types of production. 


Extensive research is also being done on utilizing fundamentally new energy sources, 
such as thermonuclear fusion, using solar power and others, as well as on improving 
methods of ene’ gy transformation. There are important reserves in the area of 
radically improving the qualitative characteristics of traditional materials; re- 
search connected with the production of new materials and substances with particular 
properties is being expanded. The more thorough, comprehensive processing of raw 
material using closed cycles is successfully being mastered. The scale on which re- 
sources of the world ocean, and especially of the continental shelf, are being used 
is increasing rapidly. 





The comprehensive use of mini-computers, microprocessors and industrial robots is a 
revolution of sorte in means of production, in the technology of ao number of types 

of machine-building production and other branches. As a result, it will become pos- 
sible to free a substantial proportion of those employed in many branches of mater- 
ial production and the services sphere for other work in the decades ahead (that pos- 
sibility will be sharply limited under capitaliem due to certain socioeconomic fac- 
tors and will threaten even greater growth in unemployment). Work is proceeding on 
the development and use of such fundamentally new technological processes as elec- 
tric and electron radiation, chemical, electrochemical and others. 


In the opinion of many scientists, successes in modern biolory open up especially 
great opportunities. Bioengineering and biotechnology and genetic engineering are 
capable of introducing radical qualitative changes in agriculture, of sharply in- 
creasing the productiveness of crop cultivation and stockraising, of finding broad 
application in a number of branches of industrial production, and of transforming 
medicine. 


Soviet ecientists are making a ‘arge contribution to the development of world sci- 
ence, and in the central, determining and most promising directions. At the same 
time, as was categorically stated at the 26th CPSU Congress, it is vitally neces- 
sary that we accelerate the integration of science and production, accelerate the 
practical introduction of scientific discoveries, and in fact, our socialist soci- 
ety opens up truely enormous opportunities for doing this. Full use must be made 
in the national economy of everything that is best that has been created by both 
Soviet and world science. That is the most important prerequisite for growth in 
economic efficiency, both at the present stage of development and in the future. 
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A serious task facing speelaliats researching international affairs is to always 
have an aceurace. selentifieally substantiated uaderstanding of the status and pose- 
sible development of the world economy, science and engineering, the world economy 
and international economic relations. This is necessary for the reasons already in- 
dicated above. It alee steme directly from the requirements of developing the for- 
eign economic ties of the Soviet Union, from the growing involvement of the Soviet 
economy, 48 its positions in the world economy broaden, in the international divi- 
sion of labor system. This is aleo associated with the fact that other CRMA coun- 
tries are experiencing in some measure the consequences of processes unfolding in 
the world economy, of changing world capitaliet market conditions. Finally, it is 
also necessary because international economic cooperation has been and remains an 
important factor in the policy of detente. 


The IMEMO possesses considerable experience in this field; the inatitute has prepared 
forecasts for world capitalist economic development up to 1980, 1990 and 2000. But 
that very experience it has accumulated indicates serious difficulties ahead on that 
path and what a great deal of research etill faces use in thie area. We need to gain 
a fuller recording in our economic forecasts of possible changes in domestic and for- 
eign policy, of social processes which are occuring or might occur in the capitalist 
and developing countries. This is important because the scope and rate of use of 
various kinds of resources, market capacity, the potential and direction of the in- 
vestment process, features of the cyclical movement of the economy and a number of 
other important parameters in individual states and groups of states and in particu- 
lar regions of the capitalist world depend largely on the degree of sharpness of so- 
cial and clase conflicts, the dynamics of unemployment and inflation, the political 
climate, and the level and proportion of military expenditures. 


Along with revealing scientific-technical progress and social factors, forecast ap- 
praisals of probable changes in the productivity of live and embodied labor must re- 
veal more fully the influence of such factors as structural shifts in the economy 
and possible changes in the policies of the mono»olies, including transnationals, 
the pathe and directions of production organization and economic management develop- 
ment, and the influence of foreign economic ties The latter assumes, in particu- 
lar, the necessity of analyzing in greater depth the development dynamics of the 
main global problems which intensify the differentiation of the developing countries, 
the formation of definite industrial and raw-material zones around the most import- 
ant centers of imperialism, and processes of economic integration in different re- 
tions of the noneocialist world. 


Of course, we also need to improve the methods of evaluating economic pros: ects, 
including by developing more flexible mathematical methods which combine individual 
and group expert appraisals and the more extensive use of computer equipment. 


Analyzing a large group of questions relating to world economic ties, especially in 
foreign trade and scientific-technical cooperation between the Soviet Union and the 
socialist, developing and capitalist countries, has been and remains 4 most urgent 
area of research. 


In recent years, the IMEMO, Institute of the Economy of the World Socialist System, 
Institute of the USA and Canada, Institute of Eastern Studies and Institute of Af- 
rica and Latin America of the USSR Academy of Sciences, the Market Institute of the 
Ministry of Foreign Irade and other research centers have done quite a bit in this 
area. The Institute of the World Economy and International Relations, in particular, 




















has published a series of boots examining structural shilte in the world capitalist 
economy, changes occuring in world trade, and the raw material and tinancial crises 
of modern capitaiiem, 


As is known, the Accountability Report of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th 
Party Congress and the “Basic Directions of USSR Economic and Social Development" 
paid considerable attention to foreign economic ties. The foreign economic acti- 
vity of the Soviet Union will, as before, be oriented foremost towards economic in- 
tegration with the fraternal socialist states which are CEMA members. But we intend 
to develop economic ties with capitaliet countries in view of the heavy economic im- 
pact of such ties and in view of their great international-political importance. 


It is known that, a8 we moved into the 1980's, certain U.S. circles undertook at- 
tempts to organize a sort of economic blockade around the Soviet Union. And it is 
known that many other ountries, foremost those of Western Europe, did not join that 
cause with the United States. However, our country must, and did, draw certain con- 
clusions from all of this. One is that we must not permit successful operation of 
important sectors of the Soviet economy to be dependent on equipment imported from 
capitalist countries. It was stressed at the 26th CPSU Congress that in fundamental 
questions of economic development, the Soviet Union will continue to rely foremost 
on its own scientific-technical and industrial potential. And one more conclusion: 
our country has no intention of rejecting the opportunities inherent in interna- 
tional economic and scientific-technical cooperation. It has been and remains the 
policy of the Soviet Union to ensure stable development of equal, mutually advanta- 
geous tiee with the capitalist states. The USSR is moving to implement existing 
agreements and to carry out large-scale, long-term new projects with those capital- 
ist and developing countries which have shown an interest in doing this. 





Thies means that scientific research along corresponding lines must be continued and 
intensified. Questions of increasing efficiency, the return on foreign economic 
ties, developing the export base, increasing the proportion of high-quality finished 
products in exports, fundamental improvement in the import system and improving the 
planning and management of foreign economic ties, including a number of organiza- 
tional-legal problems, have taken on particular urgency. Research gust continue on 
new phenomena in the area of price formation in the world capitalist market, the ac- 
tivities of the transnational corporations mixed companies, and production and sci- 
entific-technical cooperation. 


A constant and very important area of work for the IMEMO and other institutes speci- 
alizing in international problems has been and remains their participation in pre- 
paring the Comprehensive Program for Scientific-Technical Progress and Its Long- 
Term Socioeconomic Consequences, which is carried out by the USSR Academy of Sci- 
ences, the State Committee for Science and Technology and the USSR Gosplan. These 
institutes are encrusted with the bulk of the work on forecasting development of the 
world economy and scientific-technical progress: they participate actively in evalu- 
ating prospects for developing USSR economic and scientific-technical ties with for- 
eign states. This is a large, important task and it is a matter of honor for scien- 
tists specializing in international problems to carry it out at the very highest le- 
vel. 


The 26th Congress paid top-priority attention to questions of international politics, 
to steps to lessen the threat of military danger, to preserving and strengthening de- 
tente.

The CPSU Central Committee Accountability Report provided a thorough, comprehensive 
analysia of the development of events in the international arena after the 25th 

CPSU Congress. That period, the report stressed, was a complex, tempestuous time 
marked by intensive atruggle between the two directions in world politica: on the 
one hand, the course towards curbing the arma race, strengthening peace and detente 
and defending the sovereign rights and freedoms of peoples, and on the other, the 
course towards undermining detente, fueling the arma race, threatening and interfer- 
ing in the affairs of others, and suppressing the liberation struggle. 


The Soviet Union continued to pay unremitting attention to strengthening friendship 
and cooperation with the fraternal countries of socialiem during those years. The 
report establishes that we have established a fundamental unity of views on all the 
major problems of socioeconomic development and international policy. As a result of 
the activity of the Political Consultative Committee of Warsaw Pact member states and 
the Committee of Ministers of Foreign Affairs, flexibility in coordinating foreign 
political actions hase increased. The development of the Unified Armed Forces has 
proceded smoothly. The development of socialist integration on a base of long-term 
target programs within the Council for Economic Mutual Assistance has been broadened 


and deepened. 


Communality of fundamental interests, cooperation and mutual assistance among coun- 
tries of the socialist community have been and remain the cornerstone of Soviet for- 
eign policy. At the same time, strengthening the unity of the fraternal nations and 
systematic development of the world socialist system are important factors in strength- 
ening peace in Europe, Asia and all the other continents and are a guarantee that in- 
ternational security will be secured. 


Appreciable expansion of Soviet cooperation with countries liberated from colonial 
oppression has also been a very substantial result of CPSU international activity 
during the years following the 25th Party Congress. As the Accountability Report 
noted, the Soviet Union has developed broad economic, scientific and technical co- 
operation with a majority of these countries and assists them in training personnel. 
The USSR has helped and is helping strengthen the defense capabilities of the liber- 
ated states when they have requested such help, as was the case in Angola, Ethiopia 
and Afghanistan. 


The systematic policy of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union and the Soviet go- 
vernment of developing cooperation with the liberated countries and of strengthening 
the alliance of world socialism and the national liberation movement has been one of 
the characteristic features of the modern world. Such cooperation and such an al- 
liance have had a serious impact on retarding the policies of the most reactionary 
and bellicose forces of imperialism. 


The active implewentation of a Leninist policy of peaceful coexistence and mutually 
advantageous cooperation with capitalist countries by the Soviet state has also borne 
considerable fruit in the reporting period. Comrade L. I. Brezhnev noted in his re- 
port to the congress that, in spite of the efforts of the enemies of detente, peace- 
ful cooperation between countries of the two systems on the European continent has 
been developing rather well. Political contacts have become broader and richer; eco- 
nomic, scientific, technical and cultural ties have grown, taking on new qualities. 
Dynamically developing Soviet-French relations have been and remain a major factor 

in detente. On the whole, relations between the USSR and the FRC have evolved favor- 
ably. Certain progress has been observed in relations with Italy and a number of 
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other Luropean countries, Outside Burope, further development of [friendly relations 
between the Soviet Union and India has been and is of great international importance, 
Mutually useful ties between the USSR and Mexico, Bragil, Argentina and a number of 
other states have broadened, 


However, it must be acknowledged that, along with actions exerting a positive in- 
fluence on the international situation, actions of another, counter, order have also 
intensified these past years. These are actions of the enemies of detente, who have 
become appreciably more active both in the United States of America and in a number 
of other countries allied to the USA. Peking foreign policy, which has essentially 
closed ranks with the policies of imperialiem, has aleo been developing in this same 
epirit. The basic directions of activity aimed at exacerbating the world situation 
which has evolved, at subverting international stability, are: 

steps by the Washington administration aimed at destroying what is positive in 
Soviet-American relations, created with great effort in preceding years (the refusal 
to ratify the SALT-2 Agreement, instituting a trade embargo, suspending talks on a 
number of questions, and so forth); 

heating up the air of military psychosis, also under the aegis of U.S. imperial- 
iem, under the cover of noisy campaigns about "USSR military superiority,” a non- 
existent “Soviet military threat," “international terrorism" arbitrarily identified 
with the struggle for social and national liberation, and attempts to resurrect the 
psychological climate corresponding to the “cold war" spirit; 

the policy f aggressive imperialist circles of using crisis situations in a num- 
ber of regions of the world, foremost in the Near East and the Persian Gulf region, 
for their own interests; 

and finally, and foremost, a sharp increase, foremost by the United States of 
America, in military expenditures, rapid quantitative and qualitative growth in stra- 
tegic and conventional arms, expansion of the network of American military bases, the 
creation of a “rapid response force” and other steps leading to an increase in inter- 
national tension and increased military danger. 





The situation is also complicated by the fact that rapid, profound changes are oc- 
curing in the development of military equipment, that ever-newer types of weapons of 
mass destruction are being developed, including ones which can be monitored only wit', 
exceptional difficulty, if at all, as was pointed out in the CPSU Central Committee 
Accountability Report. And this dangerous process has been accompanied by increas- 
ingly active militaristic propaganda aimed at suggesting to people that there might 

be limited nuclear war, at reconciling them to the thought that such war is acceptable. 


The 26th CPSU Congress demonstrated absolutely convincingly the groundlessness of such 
strivings and once again revealed to the entire world the danger of an arms race. “It 
is dangerous lunacy to try to win the arms race, to count on winning a nuclear war," 
declared Comrade L. I. Brezhnev from the Congress podium. A new stage in the arms 
race might undermine international stability and greatly increase the danger that a 
war will start. 


Taking into account the fact that the policies of the aggressive imperialist forces 
have already led to significant growth in international tension, the 26th Congress 
proposed a number of concrete steps aimed at improving the world situation, at con- 
tinuing and strengthening detente. Among them are the readiness of the Soviet Union 
to engage in active dialog with the USA (because the nature of the international si- 
tuation as a whole depends largely on the state of rclations between these two powers), 
its readiness to hold a Soviet-American meeting at che very highest level. The USSR 
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hon tirmly and unambiguously expressed its iatention to continue constructive cooper- 
ation with France, the FRG, Italy and other Weatern European countries and has dis- 
played its readiness to overcome the stagnation in Soviet-British relations which has 
arieen due to no fault of the USSR, to establish truce good-netghborly relations with 
Japan, The Soviet Union has put forward considered, balanced ideas and inittat 4 
which take into account the interests of various parties and outline political reg. - 
lation of critical crises in the Near, Middle and Far East and -neuring peace in the 
Persian Gulf region and other hot spots on the planet. 











Having established that approximate equality in the field of strategic nuclear arms 
and in overall size of armed forces has developed between the USSR and the USA, be- 
tween Warsaw Pact countries and NATO countries, the CPSU Central Committee emphasized 
in its Accountability Report that: "We have not achieved and are not striving for 
military superiority over another country. That is not our policy. But we will also 
not permit such superiority to be created over us. Such attempts, as well as talks 
with us from a position of strength, are absolutely hopeless!" 












True to its principled policy of arms limitation and reduction, the Soviet state has 
again confirmed its readiness to work for total, universal cessation of nuclear arms 
testing and to stop the spread of nuclear arms, to exclude chemical and other weapons 
of mass destruction from the arsenals of states and to sustain its efforts to achieve 
progress at the Geneva talks on mutual reduction of armed forces and arms in Central 
Europe. 


At the same time, in view of the complexity of the international situation and the 
growing threat of a new war, the 26th CPSU Congress considered it necessary to add 
new large-scale ideas and proposals to the Peace Program proclaimed by the 24th and 
25th Party Congresses. Their purpose is a radical revivification of the climate of 
international relations and eliminating the threat of war. 


The reference is foremost to the fact that serious advances must be made in imple- 
menting steps to increase trust in the military area. The Soviet Union has expressed 
its readiness to extend such measures to all of its European part — naturally, on 
the condition that the Western states also extend the zone of their application cor- 
respondingly. At the same time, tne Soviet Union is prepared to hold concrete talks 
on steps to improve trust in such important, and unsettled, regions as the Far East, 
where the USSR, China and Japan are neighbors and where the USA has military bases. 


The reference is also to the especially important fact that substantial progress must 
be achieved in strategic arms limitation and reduction. The Soviet Union has stated 
its readiness to continue appropriate talks with the USA without delay, preserving 
everything positive that has been achieved in this area. The USSR is ready to hold 
talks on limiting any types of arms. In particular, the Soviet Union could agree to 
limit the deployment of new Ohio-type submarines in the USA and our similar Typhoon 
system, as well as to prohibit modernization of existing ballistic missiles deployed 
on these submarines and the development of new missiles for them. In Europe, the 
USSR proposes establishing a moratorium on the deployment of new medium-range nuclear 
missiles by NATO countries and the Soviet Union, that is, to freeze the existing le- 
vel of such missiles, including, naturally, the mobile-based American nuclear missiles 
in this region. © d the existing level would be frozen both quantitatively and, it 
should be stressed, qualitatively as well. 
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the creation of an authoritative international committee composed of ouletanding 
scientists from different countries who would show a!1 mankind the vical necessity 
of preventing a nuclear catastrophe and the convening of a special Security Council 
neeting, in which the highest leaders of Council member states (and the leaders of 
other states, if they so desire) would participate, to search out keys to revivify- 
ing the international situation. 


The proposed measures are an integral continuation of the Peace Program as applic- 
able to the most burning, pressing international problems of today, a precise pro- 
gram of action which corresponds to the vital strivings of both today's generation 
and many generations in the future. “If there is peace," Comrade L. I. Brezhnev 
said act the Congress, “the creative energy of the peoples, relying on the achieve- 
ments of science an: engineering, will probably solve those problems now agitating 
people. Of course, our offspring will then be faced with newer and higher tasks. 
Such is the dialectic of progress, the dialectic of life." 


The international section of the CPSU Central Committee Accountability Report, with 
the thoughts and theses presented in it and the inherent methodology of its approach 
to the most important processes and phenomena, is an outstanding document of creative 
Marxism, a model of genuine Leninist analysis of the basic problems of world develop- 
ment. The whole large detachment of specialists researching international affairs 
and working on various aspects — political, economic, military, ideological, legal 
-- of contemporary international relations naturally perceives it as just that. 


In recent years, a number of interesting, substantive works on pressing problems of 
contemporary international relations have been prepared in institutes specializing 

in international affairs. And the range of questions being examined in them is quite 
broad. Thus, in the IMEMO for example, there are works on the theory of international 
relations, international conflicts, military detente and arms limitation, ideological 
struggle and peaceful coexistence, the role of Western Europe in world politics and 
economics, the development of social movements for peace, and others. The institutes 
have moved closer to practical needs. 


However, life, practical work and the needs of Soviet diplomacy are making increasing 
demands on us in this area as well, in studying contemporary international relations 
and foreign policy. 


We first of all need the comprehensive, thorough theoretical development of the very 
foundations of contemporary international relations as relations of a transitional 
era whose basic content is the coexistence, competition and struggle of states of two 
opposing socioeconomic systems, socialist and capitalist, each of which operates un- 
der certain laws of both domestic and foreign policy. At the same time, this is an 
era not only of very profound social revolutions encompassing both the important 
centers of capitalism and its former colonial periphery, but also an era of scienti- 
fic and technical revolution unprecedented in scope and depth. The latter exerts a 
far-reaching influence on the development of productive forces on a worldwide scale, 
sharply intensifies the international division of labor and sets mankind a number of 
very complex global problems, the most critical of which is that of preventing nu- 
clear war, which threatens the very existence of civilization as such. 























All this predetermines the multifaceted, complex, contradictory nature of the modern 
system of international relations, bearing in mind as well ite main subjects, peo- 
ples, states, parties, various masse movements and organizations, and so forth, and 
their apheres of interaction, both politica, economics and international law, and 
alev science, engineering, military relations, ideology, culture, and so forth, as 
well as the dialectical combining of the struggle of states of different systems in 
world politics — an objectively inescapable struggle precisely in view of the in- 
ternal opposition of these systema and fundamental differences in the interests of 
the governing classes in them — with their cooperation and interaction in the in- 
terests first of all of ensuring peace and also of developing mutually advantageous 
economic, scientific and technical ties, of protecting the environment and solving 
a number of other global problems requiring the collective efforts of all states. 


All this gives rise to a collision between different trends in world politics, fore- 
most between the trend towards ensuring peace and international security and exten- 
sive development of international cooperation, with is organically inherent to the 
foreign policy of the Soviet Union and other countries of the socialist community, 
and the opposite trend towards exacerbation of the international situation, whipping 
up the arms race, violating the sovereign rights and freedom of peoples, which stems 
from the nature of imperialism. Hence the unevenness in development of the detente 
process and the ebb and flow in that process. 


All this determines the urgent necessity for constantly analyzing long-term and cur- 
rent shifts in the international situation both in the overall balance of forces in 
the world arena and in the relationshio of class, social and political forces in the 
sain capitalist countries, including comprehensive consideration of the deployment 

of forces in the ruling camps of each of these countries and of the struggle occur- 
ing between the most militaristic and the more moderate, straight-thinking represen- 
tatives of different factions of that camp. In view of the critical nature of inter- 
imperialist contradictions, the problem of the relationship of centripetal and cen- 
trifugal tendencies within the imperialist “triangle” of the USA, Western Europe and 
japan is of considerable interest. 


The problems of interconnections between development of the world revolutionary pro- 
cess and international relations continue to demand the most serious attention -- this 
has become one of the bridgeheads for a sharper struggle with bourgeois ideologists 
and politicians. The latter also applies in full to the relationship between the 
ideological struggle and the policy of peaceful coexistence. 


Research on various aspects of the arms race unleashed by imperialism and possibili- 
ties for retarding it has acquired particular urgency. These are questions of the 
economic and political role of the U.S. and other NATO-country military-industrial 
complexes, the goals and means of augmenting their military potential and the basic 
trends in the area of military preparations. And it naturally includes evaluating 
the actual possibilities of the USA and its allies. The reference is by no means to 
just scientific, technical and economic factors, and in particular to the dynamics of 
the proportion of military expenditures in gross national product, but also to certain 
social and political restrictions on the unbridled growth of militarism, to reserves 
of what might be called “social strength,” to the extent to which the governments are 
subject to pressure through public opinion and the broad masses of people, and so on. 
Incidentally, our specialists in the field of military-political problems are still 
faced with doing a great deal in unmasking imperialist propaganda myths regarding 
"Soviet military superiority." 
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it in important to broaden and deepen research on the problem of securing detente as 
well, These are queations of ways of revitalizing the political climate and strength- 
ening wutual trust in the world, of approaches to regulating conflict situations with 
consideration of the interests of all parties, of opportunities for and ways of solv- 
ing a number of global problems touching a majority of the states, of opportunities 
for further broadening acts of trust, of prospects for mutual Limitation of military 
activity in the Mediterranean and in the Indian and Pacific Oceans, of creating non- 
nuclear zones in different regions of the world, and others. 


The complexity of the tasks facing us in the area of researching international rela- 
tions require a great concentration of scientific personnel in each of the institu- 
tes specializing in international affairs on the most important problems, ridding 
ourselves of the tendency towards petty subjects and, at the same time, further in- 
creasing the interaction of the institutes and their more comprehensive work. I 
should like to note that the time has come to resolve several organizational ques- 
tions as well. Thus, the provision under which all specialization in the area of in- 
ternational relations in the list approved by the Higher Certification Commission is 
reduced simply to the “history of international relations and foreign policy" is 
clearly obsolete. Perhaps it was correct 20-30 years ago, when it was a question ba- 
sically of studying historical works, but today, when international relations as an 
aggregate, independent scientific discipline, have come to occupy a solid, leading 
position both here and abroad among the social sciences, this runs counter to the in- 
terests of such research and hampers the training of needed personnel. The names of 
the chairs of corresponding specialties in a number of academic institutes should al- 
so be brought up to date. 





The characteristic features of the modern international situation and intensification 
of the reactionary, militaristic trends in the policies of imperialism, and foremost 

of American imperialism, are linked with the overall process of development of capi- 

talism, with a deepening of its internal contradictions, with further changes in the 

balance of forces in the world arena in favor of socialism. The state of affairs in 

the nonsocialist portion of the world, questions of the working class struggle in ca- 
pitalist countries, the specifics of the national liberation struggle at the present 

stage and trends in the development of the international communist movement occupied 

a large place in the work of the 26th Party Congress. 


The continuing exacerbation of the overall crisis of capitalism, deepening social 
contradictions in capitalist countries and growth in the economic difficulties they 
are living through were demonstrated comprehensively and thoroughly in the CPSU Cen- 
tral Committee Accountability Report, in speeches by representatives of fraternal 
parties at the Congress and at worker meetings held in Moscow and other cities of 
the Soviet Union. 


The 1970's were a special period in the development of capitalism, one sharply dif- 
ferent from the preceding two decades, which were characterized by high and relatively 
peaceful economic growth. Three times -- in 1969-1970, 1974-1975 and 1979-1980 -- in 
a brief period, there were economic crises in the capitalist world, and the crisis of 
the mid-1970's was the deepest since the "Great Depression" of 1929-1933. This past 
decade, there was an interweaving of sharply conflicting processes of a different 
kind: cyclical crises extending to a majority of the capitalist countries; struc- 
tural crises which staggered important areas of the world capitalist economy; rapid 
growth in inflation, which has become one of the primary factors in economic destabil- 
ization; unemployment, unprecedented in scope in recent decades; unanticipated state 
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budget deficits and a critical currency-financial crisie., All this, as the Table 
viven below [not reproduced for this report) bears out, caused a significant cetarda- 
tion of capitalist economic growth in the 1970's. 


As 4 result, although recent years have been by no means the most successful for the 
economies of a number of socialist countries, the rates of economic growth of the de- 
veloped capitalist countries have been two-fold lower this past decade than those for 
CEMA member=nations. The picture is approximately the same when comparing economic 
development for the Soviet Union and the main capitalist states. Thus, whereas na- 
tional income in 1980 had increased by 55 percent as compared with 1970 in the USSR, 
it had increased only 17 percent in Great Britain, 32 percent in the USA, 33 percent 
in the FRG, 36 percent in [Italy and 43 percent in France. 





These figures are quite convincing just by themselves, but it is more than that. The 
fact is that the 1970's were a period of crisis for the whole economic system of capi- 
talism, and foremost for the state-monopoly regulation system in capitalist countries. 
Trying to brake the drop in production, bourgeois governments took steps which are 
leading to increased inflation, and the reverse, steps aimed at limiting inflation, 
which intensified the stagnation in production and unemployment growth. The enormous 
growth in state expenditures linked with continuously growing military allocations has 
been a serious factor in disorganization of the economy. 


The economic difficulties and contradictions exhibited in each capitalist country have 
been aggravated by negative processes which have developed in the world capitalist 
system as a whole. The 1970's were marked by a sharp rise in fuel and raw material 
prices, but in fact, the low prices of petroleum and a number of minerals, linked fore- 
most to the previously unrestricted exploitation of the natural resources of the devel- 
oping countries, played a considerable role in the rise in rates of economic develop- 
ment of the developed capitalist countries in the 1950's and 1960's. In the 1970's, 
the contradictions between the main capitalist states and the liberated countries in- 
tensified sharply; the unwillingness of the former to take the legitimate interests of 
these countries into account and imperialism's opposition to the establishment of just 
economic relations based on equal rights have made and continue to make the normal de- 
velopment of world economic ties considerably more difficult. Finally, the 1970's 
were marked by further exacerbation of inter-imperialist contradictions, especially 
between the three basic centers of modern capitalism, the USA, Western Europe and Ja- 
pan, by a sharp broadening of the activity of the international monopolies, which now 
account for approximately one quarter of world capitalist production, and by intensi- 
fied competition and protectionist trends. 


All these processes, the 26th CPSU Congress stressed, could not but be reflected in 
the domestic situation in the countries of capita), on the status of the workers and 
the alignment of class forces, could not but exacerbate social conflicts and cause 
the strike movement to grow. Suffice it to say that the army of unemployed doubled 
during the decade in developed capitalist countries and the number of strike partici- 
pants increased by more than one third, reaching a quarter of a billion people, ac- 
cording to official data alone. 


The sociopolitical atmosphere which has evolved in a number of capitalist countries 
in the late 1970's and early 1980's has largely been characterized by such factors as 
a crisis not only in state-monopolistic methods of management, but also the closely 
related crisis of bourgeois and social-democratic reformism, the failure of calcula- 
tions on achieving a class world under the banner of creating a “society of universal 
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prosperity.” There is a process underway of increasing dissatisfaction among broad 
atrata of workers, and the “crisis of confidence” of the masses in bourgeois ana re- 
formist party-political institutions has been sharply aggravated. At the same time, 
along with growth in social tension, the class struggle has heated up in several 
countries, foremost in Britain and the USA, right-wing conservative elements are 
increasingly active, and there is a definite shift to the right, especially in the 
legislative and executive organs of authority in these countries. 


Naturally, the most intense scrutiny has been made of all these crisis processes and 
new phenomena in the development of capitalism in the scientific research of the IMEMO 
and other institutes specializing in international affairs. The two-volume “Politi- 
cheskaya ekonomiya sovremennogo monopolisticheskogo kapitalizma" [Political Economy 
of Modern Monopolistic Capitalism) prepared by the IMEMO won a 1977 State Prize. In 
recent years, the collective monographs “Leninskaya teoriya imperializma i sovremen- 
nost'" [Leninist Theory of Imperialism and the Present) and “Uglubleniye obshchego 
krizisa kapitalizma" [The Deepening Overall Crisis of Capitalism], works on the cyc- 
lical nature of capitalist economic development, modern inflation, monopolistic price 
formation, the crisis in the currency system and others have been published. Special 
groups have been created at the institute to study such global problems as energy, 
raw materials, food, ecology and overcoming backwardness in the developing countries. 
A number of monographs analyzing the nature of these problems from Marxist positions 
and revealing the nature of their impact on the reproduction process and the system 
of international economic relations were prepared quickly. 


A collective inter-institute monograph "Mirovoy revolyutsionnyy protsess i sovremen- 
nost'" [The World Revolutionary Process and Today] which came out in late 1980 was 
devoted to an examination of the most pressing problems of the worldwide-historical 
transition from capitalism to socialism. The IMEMO completed and released for publi- 
cation the sixth volume of "“Mezhdunarodnoye rabocheye dvizheniye. Voprosy istorii i 
teorii" [The International Worker Movement. History and Theory], devoted to analyz- 
ing the development of this movement from the conclusion of World War II to today. 
Works have been prepared on the impact of the scientific-technical revolution on the 
working class, on the middle strata, on features of economic and social development 
in the liberated countries, on urbanization problems, and others. 





At the same time, we can in no way be content with what has been achieved in this area 
of research. We must not lessen our attention to theoretical generalization of the 
processes occuring in the nonsocialist part of the world, foremost to problems of the 
political economy of capitalism, the present stage of its overall crisis, and further 
development of state-monopolistic capitalism. 


Life moves forward so quickly that processes which would seem to have been analyzed 
quite thoroughly and soundly already now require new research and new approaches. It 
is for precisely this reason that the IMEMO considered it appropriate to prepare a 
new series of works on modern monopolistic capitalism, bearing in mind both a number 
of the leading countries and also certain medium-sized and small capitalist states. 


The 1970's, as has already been noted, revealed distinctly the limitations and, to a 
great extent, the bankruptcy of traditional methods of state-monopolistic regulation. 
Under these conditions the Thatcher government in Great Britain and the Reagan admin- 
istration in the USA have hastened to declare a return to a market economy, to capi- 
talism “without state interference." It is obvious, however, that such retrogade 
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calls are as far from reality as is modern capitalism, with the dominion of monopo- 
lies and growth in monopolies with the state which are inherent to it, from the free- 
competition capitalism which has long since left the historical scene, 


Growth in collectivized production and exacerbation of the economic and sociopolitical 
contradictions of bourgeois society in the past decade have given rise to the neces- 
sity for active state interference in the economy, although they have also caused an 
obvious crisis in its current forms. This predetermines the special urgency of the 
problem of adapting state regulation to new economic ond political conditions. Ana- 
lyzing the new directions in the state-monopolistic collectivization of production, 
the new forms of merger of state and monopolistic capital, the systems of selective 
state influence on particular branch and reproduction proportions, the shape of new 
structural, monetary and credit-budgetary policies of the bourgeois states, and the 
specifics of developing state-monopolistic capitalism on the periphery of the capital- 
ist system has consequently also taken on special urgency. The growing trend of 
governments of the leading Western powers to coordinate important aspects of economic 
and social policy deserves special attention. 


The process sometimes called economic “reindustrialization," that is, adapting to the 
achieved level of the scientific-technical revolution and to other realities of the 
modern world, which has begun in the USA, Japan and other capitalist countries, re- 
quires the most attentive study. The changing forms of interaction between infla- 
tion and structural crises and the mechanism of cyclical development should be stud- 
ied thoroughly and with consideration of the features of intensified internationali- 
zation of the world capitalist economy, further growth in she economic power and in- 
fluence of the transnational corporations. 


A new round of improvements in capitalist production efficiency and new trends in 

the development of state interference in the economy presuppose a far-flung system of 
measures aimed directly against the working class and all laborers. Further develop- 
ment of a democratic alternative and, in particular, refinement of the positions of 
the working class and its vanguard in the question of choosing such forms of struggle 
against monopolistic capital as will best take into account the features of the situa- 
tion which has developed and correspond to the interests of the broad masses of peo- 
ple has therefore taken on vital importance. 


Institutes specializing in international affairs are faced with large tasks in study- 
ing processes occuring in that portion of the world liberated comparatively recently 
from the colonial yoke. The 26th CPSU Congress stressed that the intensified differ- 
entiation of the developing countiies is a process requiring thorough study, since 
the reference is in fact to countries which account for a majority of the world popu- 
lation and on which, and in which the path taken, the face of the world will greatly 
depend in the future, as will all subsequent human progress. 


Research on problems of the developing countries’ struggle against contemporary forms 
of dependence on imperialism, against neocolonialism, including prospects for the non- 
aligned countries movement and the struggle for a new international economic order, 

is of top-priority scientific interest. Countries of a socialist orientation occupy 

a special place in this area of the modern world. The patterns and features of social 
and political development in these countries and the ways of ensuring the complete eco- 
nomic independence and the establishment in them of a healthy, dynamic, viable na- 
tional economy -- all these must be subjects of systematic study by researchers spe- 
cializing in international affairs. 
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Wee need oa thoroush analynia of the development of such groups of countries as petro- 
locum exporters, the soewcalled “new industrial states," that is, the group of develop- 
ing countrles in which che process of industrial development, specialization and co- 
operation with developed capitalist countries has gone farther than in others, as 
well as the group of the poorest, least-developed countries. As the lessons of the 
revolutions in Ethiopia, Afghanistan, Iran and other countries indicate convincingly, 
thorough, comprehensive study both of economic factors operating in any given develop- 
ing country and of its social structure, features of cultural development, the role of 
ideology and religion, and consideration of the unique forces from which the vanguard 
of the revolutionary struggle is shaped are of special importance. 


The dimensions of the shocks being undergone by modern capitalism require of research- 
ers a more thorough analysis of changes in the objective -- economic and sociopoliti- 
cal == conditions under which the world revolutionary process is unfolding as well. 
This applies to change in social structures, to a differentiated appraisal of the con- 
sequences of the scientific-technical revolution and the most prominent processes in 
the economy for different strata of workers, and foremost to problems of employment 
and unemployment, to the changes and processes occuring in the consciousness of the 
masses, to the growing activeness of the “ecology” and a number of other social move- 
ments, to changes in the strategy and tactics of the ruling classes and to contradic- 
tions in the ruling camp, to the relationship of internal and external factors in the 
revolutionary struggle. 


Researching problems of the unity of the worker and democratic movement, the exper- 
ience of the alliance of leftist forces in different countries, the cooperation be- 
tween communist parties and social-democrats, trade unions and religious circles, the 
most important aspects of the struggle against militarism and reaction, the struggle 
for detente and disarmament, to eliminate the danger of a new world war, has become 
more urgent than ever before. 


Scientists specializing in international affairs are thus faced with large tasks in 
the area of researching and generalizing complex precesses and new phenomena in the 
development of state-monopolistic capitalism and world economic ties, in the whole 
sphere of international relations, in the development of the world revolutionary pro- 
cess. And it goes without saying that the important field of ideological struggle 
has occupied and continues to occupy a position of priority impertance in our activity. 


All our work, whether it concerns economics, sociology or politics, whether viewing 
general theoretical problems or concrete questions, is sharply ideological in orien- 
tation. But, along with this, the number of works devoted directly to the ideological 
aspects of particular economic, political and international problems has increased 
significantly in recent years. Thus, major works criticizing bourgeois theories of 
international relations and the concepts of a world capitalist economy have been pub- 
lished, as have a five-volume series entitled "Sovremennyy kapitalizm i ideyno-politi- 
cheskaya bor'ba" [Modern Capitalism and the Ideological-Political Struggle] and a 
number of books criticizing bourgeois economic theories. But if one compares what 
has been done to the sharply exacerbated ideological struggle in the international 
arena, it is obvious that we are still faced with a great deal of work in this area. 


We need first of all Marxist-Leninist development of the new questions being put for- 
ward by life, as it is precisely this that the Soviet and progressive world community 
expects from us; we also need well-reasoned responses to the main theoretical and con- 
ceptual postulates of bourgeois science as put forward by bourgeois state and political 
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figures; at the same time, we need effective, flexible rejoinders to the attacks by 
bourgeols propaganda, which means in particular continued improvement in the work of 
our periodicals, 


The 26th CPSU Congress placed a high value on the role of science in Soviet society, 
"No one needs to be convinced of the great importance of science," states the Central 
Committee Accountability Report. "The party of communists proceeds from the assump- 
tion that it is simply inconceivable to build a new society without science." This 
appraisal inspires all Soviet scientists and, at the same time, places many obliga- 
tions on them. 


The Congress considered it necessary to further heighten the role and responsibility 
of the USSR Academy of Science. It pointed out that we need to improve the whole sys- 
tem of scientific research: it must be more flexible and mobile and must not suffer 
unproductive laboratories and institutes. This instruction naturally applies in full 
to institutes specializing in international affairs. It requires that we increase 
the effectiveness of all our activity, concentrate the efforts of researchers on the 
most important directions, improve the structure of the institutes, regroup forces at 
the proper time for developing the most important problems and eliminate subdivisions 
which have performed their role, and display concern for the training and proper use 
of young scientific personnel. 


It is the task of communists from the IMEMO and other institutes specializing in in- 
ternational affairs to ensure a genuinely party-oriented style of work. This means 
displaying party principles, the spirit of true innovation which is organically in- 
herent to our society, everywhere and in everything. It means that the problems ad- 
vanced by life, by the entire course of the historical process, must be the center of 
our attention and must be solved on the basis of the creative development of Marxism- 
Leninism. It means constant orientation of the collective towards using research re- 
sults for practical purposes. 


Communists and all associates of the IMEMO and other institutes specializing in in- 
ternational affairs and all scientists specializing in international affairs are in 
full support of the resolutions of the 26th CPSU Congress. Rallied closely around 
the CPSU Central Committee and its Politburo, headed by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, they 
are directing their labor, their skills, their abilities and energy, towards carry‘ng 
out with honor the tasks set them by the party.

|Article by T. Timofeyev: “The Class Struggle, Given Exacerbation of the Crisis of 
the Capitalist System") 


[Excerpts] The present stage of the overall crisis of capitaliem is characterized by 
a deepening of ite internal and external contradictions, by growth in economic and 
sociopolitical instability of the exploiter etratum. Life has confirmed the substan- 
tiation of conclusions by communists as to the inescapability of growth in class an- 
tagoniems in bourgeois society. In recent years, as the CPSU Central Committee Ac- 
countability Report to the 26th Party Congress noted, “there has been further exacer- 
bation of the overall crisis of capitalien.” 


This has also been expressed in an appreciable exacerbation of social conflicts. As 
the 1970's became the 1980's, processes resulting in an intensification of social ten- 
sion in the imperialist countries were revealed with new force. 


Quite recently, the ruling circles of the West cherished hopes of being able, in an 
atmosphere of growing crisis, to beat down the wave of mass protest by the workers, of 
equeezing the worker movement and disorienting it, of driving a wedge between the pro- 
letariat and ite allies, of weakening the @utual support and international solidarity 
among different detachments of the working class. In the socioeconomic area, they 
strove to shift the main burden of the cyclical and structural crises onto the should- 
ers of the workers. Reliance was placed on eliminating the gains by the working class 
and forcing it to mutely go on the defensive, given sharp exacerbation of the employ- 
ment problem and the unprecedented scope of unemployment, growth in the wave of in- 
flation and expansion of the transnational monopolies, which has led to the creation 
of a more refined international system of exploitation. 


Analogous trends are clearly evident in the political sphere as well. Taking advan- 
tage of the complicated international situation, monopolistic capital is propagating 
militarist intoxication, is systematically setting up counter-attacks against pro- 
gressive forces, and foremost against the workers and their leading organizations, 
is resorting increasingly frequently to all manner of anti-worker measures, and is 
encouraging acts of violence and the activity of various extremist groups, including 
ones of the ultra-right. In recent years, imperialist reaction has inspired a whole 
series of anti-comaunist, anti-proletarian campaigns whose primary purpose has been 
to weaken faith in the revolutionary potential and strength of the working class, in 
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combat=readiness of its aware vanguard, to hamper the broad masses of people in 
their effort to rally around the proletariat, 


A diverse collection of ideological means was set into motion to carry out these de- 
signs, from the propaganda of “neo -conservative recipes for softening the fundamental 
social contradictions of imperialiem and all manner of theories about “erosion” of 
the proletariat to the social-reformist concepts of reconciliation with state-moopo~ 
listic capitaliem, often disseminated under the banner of “Burosocialist" doctrines 
about pursuing a “third path" between capitaliem and socialiem. They all deny or de- 
nigrate the role of the working clase and ite leading detachments in the world revo~ 
lutionary process. 


However, the reality of the clase struggle has upset the calculations of bourgeois 
politicians and reformist ideologues. The facts incontrovertibly testify to continued 
polarization of the sociopolitical forces in capitalist society, to intensification of 
the workers’ struggle for their rights. Given growth in anti-monopolistic pressures, 
the efforts of the ruling circles to dampen the clase struggle through any sort of 
social reforms have not been successful, as L. 1. Brezhnev emphasized at the 26th 
CPSU Congress. 


Capitalist production relations constantly generate antagonism between labor and ca- 
pital, between the working class and the bourgeoisie, which antagonism has deepened 
appreciably under state-monopolistic capitalism. In spite of the assertions by apo- 
logists for the moribund society, the main class conflict of bourgeois society in the 
modern scientific and technical revolution is not only not disappearing, but is be- 
ing manifested on an even broader scale than previously. 


The data given in the tables above [not reproduced for this report] testify to the 
colossal scope of the strike movement, to the growth in its extent. They also are 
convincing proof of the bankruptcy of the myth that the proletariat is “disappear- 
ing,” that class contradictions in bourgeois society are “attenuating.” In other 
words, the actual facts refute the theory of “social cycles," whose proponents! 

have attempted to contest the Marxist-Leninist position that the basic class antagon- 
ism is reproduced at all historical stages of capitalist social-economic formation. 


The following comparative data indicate the growing social tension and stubbornness 
of the class struggles in the countries of developed capitalism. Over the past two 
and a half decades, there were an average of 2,300 strikes per year in Britain (while 
that figure was 700 early in the 20th century and 900 in the years between the world 
wars). For the USA, corresponding indicators were 4,500, 2,100 and 2,300. The aver- 
age number of strikers per 1,000 workers employed by others more than doubled in the 
USA in the 20th century; it more than tripled in Britain, increased more than 10-fold 
in France, and more than 11-foid in Italy (See “Zabastovochnaya bor'ba trudy-shchikh- 
sya. Konets XIX v. — 70-ye gody XX v." [Worker Strike Struggle. Late 19th Century

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to the 1970's], STATISTLKA, Moscow, 1980, pp 26-27). Important shifte which testify 
to the higher level of organization and effectiveness of the strike movement are now 
being acknowledged by many bourgeois researchers as well. 


Corresponding statistical data for the 1960's and 1970's provide every grounds for 
maintaining that che intensity of the class atruggle in the capitalist world has in- 
creased thie past decade as compared with the preceding one. In thie regard, the im- 
portance of the large-scale popular protests by workers in the 1970 « was all the 
greater because many of them developed in an atmosphere of the deepest economic cri- 
sis of the last 40 years. Given the changing balance of sociopolitical forces in 
both the world arena and within a number of capitalist countries, the increased pres- 
eure of the monopolies on the workers and attempts to deprive the proletariat of its 
prior secioeconomic gains have run up against the growing strength of an organized 
workers’ movement and its increased ability to resist. 


Analysie of etrike etatiaetice shows that the proletariat and ite organizations have 
played an active role as the leading force of anti-monopolistic protest in the indus- 
trially developed part of the capitalist world. In the 1970's, the total number of 
strikers iu the leading countries of imperialiem exceeded by more than a third the 
number of participants in strikes in the 1960's. At the same time, the resultancy of 
many etrikes increased. The reference in thie case is not just to quantitative indi- 
cators, but also to substantial qualitative changes. ! 





it is especially important to note the intensified political pointedness, the anti- 
monopolistic orientation of massive protests by workers in physical and mental labor, 
headed by the proletarian vanguard. The working class has answered the feeble im- 
pulses of reaction, the growth in chronic unemployment and inflation, with increased 
struggle against large-scale capital. 


Events in the capitalist world have confirmed again and again the importance of the 
proletariat as the primary and strongest opponent of the power of the monopolies, as 
the center of gravity of all anti-monopolistic forces, capable of leading the on- 
slaught of the working masses not just on individual groups of capitalists, but also 
on the entire system of state-monopolistic dominion. As a result, the strength and 
prestige of the working class have grown even more and its role as the vanguard in 
the struggle for the interests of the workers, the true interests of the nation, has 
increased. 


The politicization of mass protests and the nature of the demands being made testify 
graphically to continued growth in the class consciousness of the proletariat. Dur- 
ing the course of the strikes, such questions as ensuring the right to work and stop- 
ping mass dismissals, changing the governing policy of capital investments, the demo- 
cratic nationalization of enterprises of a number of key branches of industry, and so 
forth, have been increasingly in the fore. As a result, the proportion of mass pro- 
tests backed by political slogans, including large strikes, demonstrations, solidarity

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atrikes and nationwide days of struggle, is growing. According to estimates by So- 
viet researchers, more than half those striking in the capitaliat world have been ac-~ 
counted for by those participating in atrikes with political slogans or in strikes 
which have acquired a political character, ! 


Typically, the growing politicization of the etrike movement has forced the govern- 
mental agencies of certain Western countries to make adjustments in the methods for 
choosing statistical data for official reporting on strikes in recent years. 


In Italy, the number of participants in political strikes exceeded the number of 
those striking for purely economic reasons in several years in the second half of 
the last decade. 


Trends towards intensified politicization of mass worker protests have also been 
clearly evident in France, Britain, Japan, Australia, a number of Latin American 
states and in other regions of the capitalist world. 


The exacerbation of conflicts between the sonopolies and the broad masses of people 
is so obvious that an ever-increasing numb r gf straight-thinking Western researchers 
have been forced to admit it in recent years. At the same time, as antagonism be- 
tween labor and capital developed further and other contradictions of bourgeois so- 
clety were exacerbated, the ideologues of imperialism and social reformiem resorted 
to various kinds of maneuvers. Thus, some “critics” of Marxism have been inclined to 
metaphysically set various social processes occuring in capitalist countries in oppo- 
sition to it, representing their interweaving as unavoidably leading to a lessening 
of the intensity of the class struggle. If you listen to such left-reformist theo- 
reticians as A. Turen and A. Gorz, you will hear that the development of some contra~- 
dictions inevitably, they say, “blunts” others, including the basic class antagonism 
of capitalism, that between labor and capital. 


But such assertions have nothing whatsoever to do with reality. Given the modern 
scientific and technical revolution, the real shifts in the structure of the prole- 
tariat, including changes in its occupational-skill composition and cultural-educa- 
tional level, in no way lead to a reduction in the ranks of the working class but, to 
the contrary, they lead to its further development and strengthening. It is a fact 
that the imperialist countries have in recent decades seen an increasing trend to- 
wards a majority of the population working for someone else. It is a fact that the 
proportion of people in the self-reliant population who are working for others con- 
tinues to increase, while the proportion of those who are self-employed is decreasing 
(see Table 4, [not reproduced for this report]).

For example, whereas people working for others comprised slightly more than half the 
self-reliant population in Italy, France and a number of other states prior to World 
War Il, that proportion had increased very substantially by the 1970's. Understand- 
ably, it was even higher in countries with a emall proportion in agriculture (Brit- 

ain, Switzerland). 


As etatiatical data show, the working class has continued to grow both absolutely and 
relatively in the leading industrially developed capitalist states. 


The development of dialectical-conflict processes which, on the one hand, objectively 
reflect a trend towards further collectivization of production and, on the other, re- 
flect the effort by monopolies to use them foremost to intensify their exploitation 
of the workers, unavoidably leads to growth in sharp social conflicts in the capital- 
ist world. 


The past decade has been marked by the appearance of a number of new factors in the 
internationalization of capital and production. This has naturally had an effect on 
the conditions and forms of the international class struggle. The growth in the po- 
wer of the TNC's [transnational corporations], a new type of international monopoly, 
has been obvious. They have attempted to do everything they can to appropriate to 
themselves the fruits of the scientific-technical revolution, including growth in pro- 
duction specialization and changes in the international division of labor, to take ad- 
vantage of the expanded unemployment structure as a means of pressuring the working 
class, and so forth. Now, having concentrated colossal natural resources in their 
hands, the TNC's control upwards of one-third of the gross national product of the 
capitalist world and exert an appreciable influence on the employment situation. 





Along with this, there have also been a number of shifts in the organization of capi- 
talist production. Processes leading to growth in manufacturing and banking corpora- 
tions have intensified. In developing the strategy and tactics of the anti-monopolist 
struggle, the workers’ movement must take into account the continuing cosmopo!l itiza- 
tion of the financial-industrial oligarchy. ! 





In this regard, the question of how the increased activeness of the TNC's relates to 
the deepening crises in the world capitalist economic system deserves attention. It 
is no secret that certain bourgeois ideologists depict international monopolies as 
some sort of “driving force of progress" in the world economy which facilitates, they 
say, weakening the antagonisms and crisis phenomena inherent to capitalism. 


The facts testify convincingly to the opposite. It was not accidental that the larg- 
est crisis shocks since the Great Depression of the early 1930's occured in the West 
in the 1970's, when the expansion and plundering activity of the TNC's in various re- 
gions took on unprecedented scope. We naturally need a comprehensive, thorough analy- 
sis of the complex, dislectically contradictory processes occuring in the capitalist 
world; we need to reveal the long-term trends in social development. Herein lies

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the key to under, tanding certain features of the present situation, including the cy- 
clical recessions and the world branch and structural crises which have occured this 
past decade, 


Among the primary outstanding features of the development of the world economic cycle 
during this period was a growing synchronization, which was manifested in various 
phases of that cycle. We have already noted in connection with our analysis of the 
cyclical crisis of 1974-1975 that there was a i .surrection, at a new level, of a cer- 
tain synchronicity of crisis phenomena in the capitalist world! and posed the question 
of the necessity of re-examining the conclusion certain economists reached during the 
post-war years that the capitalist cycle showed “increasing international asynchroni- 
city," that there were sharp differences in its development in the countries of North 
America, on the one hand, and continental Europe, on the other. 


The intensified synchronicity of economic and certain other processes was graphically 
evident in the early 1980's as well. One reason was the growing expansion of the TNC's. 
It was no accident that the monopoly press, which regularly reports on various direc- 
tions and consequences of the growing activeness of the monopolies and which is upset 
by the new drop in industrial production in a number of capitalist states, has begun 
writing with alarm about a "synchronized recession extending to a)l industrial capital- 
ist countries." 


A higher level of such synchronization than, let's say, 15-20 years ago obviously in no 
va increases the opportunities of the ruling circles to maneuver, but rather narrows 
them. Thus, in particular, attempts by monopolistic groupings of one power to ease 
the sharpness of the crisis by intensifying their penetration into the domestic mar- 
kets of their competitors cannot but encounter resistance, leading to intensified in- 
ter-imperialist conflicts. As concerns the TNC's, under these conditions their “mo- 
bility,” their ability to transfer capital and production to other states so as to ob- 
tain maximum profit, is increasingly frequently turned into negative consequences for 
the receiving countries. Quite a few examples could be given to show how destabiliz- 
ing the influence of international monopoly investment policies were for the econom- 
ies of a number of countries of Western Europe in the late 1970's. 


The capitalist countries have entered the 1980's with complex economic problems whose 
negative impact is being aggravated by measures aimed at a restructuring of energy 
policy and the economy as a whole. The increasing cost of energy and raw materials 
makes such restructuring even more difficult. Self-seeking monopolies and the con- 
flicts and competition among them lead to further growth in socioeconomic instability. 


Thus, the real trends in development of the two main forms of capitalist internation- 
alization -- state-monopolistic and private-monopolistic -- in recent years prove 
once again that the bourgeois state and the monopolies are not, no matter what means 
they resort to to influence economic processes, in a position to create an effective 
mechanism for long-term regulation of the economy. Private-monopolistic capital con- 
tinues to be oriented in its investment policy towards obtaining maximum profit, fore- 
most through lowering manpower outlays. 


Along with other factors, the “labor-saving" character of TNC investments facilitates 

grovth in unemployment and exacerbation of the employment problem. Moreover, the

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manpower “savings,” which is accompanied by a drop in worker purchasing power as a 
result of growth in inflation and increased taxes, leads in the final analysis to new 
difficulties, decreasing demand and, consequently, to further exacerbation of the 
problem of marketing output. 


For the capitalist world, the beginning of the 1980's signified not only the next in 
a series of drops in production, which encompassed many countries, but also exacerba- 
tion of a number of other fundamental socioeconomic problems. As is known, the rates 
of economic growth have dropped this past decade, and a combination of high levele of 
unemployment and inflation, a phenomena inherent now to the world capitalist economy 
in all phases of the cycle, was characteristic, even in periods of brief resurgence 
and boom. 


The present decade began under a sharp new exacesbation. of the employment problem. 
Let us recall that the level of unemployment in a number of capitalist countries con- 
tinued to rise even after the 1974-1975 crisis. For the ruling monopolistic circles, 
the problem of retarding both inflation and massive unemployment has turned out to 

be clearly insoluble. Moreover, implementation of a traditional anti-inflationary 
policy has in fact facilitated the rise of so-called “stagflation,” an interweaving 
of production stagnation or even a drop in production with high rates of price in- 
creases, in the 1970's in a number of capitalist countries. Deterioration of the 
labor market situation and growth in the army of people “in excess" for capitalist 
production have naturally attracted intense scrutiny by political parties and trade 
unions of various orientations. 


Consideration should also be given to the fact that by the start of the 1980's, de- 
finite changes in the international system of exploitation of hired labor, in its con- 
crete methods and forms, were even more clearly evident. An analysis of the features 
distinguishing worker exploitation by the TNC's shows that production international i- 
zation using added cost to maximalize profit in a concentrated form reflects a rapa- 
cious attitude on the part of the bourgeoisie towards the most valuable element of 
the productive forces, people. The international monopolies strive to strengthen 
their control over the pivotal directions of scientific and technical progress. It 
is truly the task of the era to put the scientific-technical revolution at the ser- 
vice of society and all mankind, and that task is organically linked, for the working 
class and its leading organizations, with the struggle to hamper efforts by the mono- 
polies to use scientific and technical achievements for their own narrowly mercernary 
interests. The reference is, in particular, to a problem which has acquired increas- 
ing urgency, that of how the workers can repulse the ever-more persistent attempts by 
monopolistic circles to conduct, with the help of innovations in organizing the tech- 
nological process, an “employment policy" which is aimed at disconnecting the forces 
of the workers’ movement. 


Along with everything else, this is a question of permitting modern industrial produc- 
tion in a number of branches to pose the question of the appropriateness of large- 
scale, large-series production in a somewhat different way than in the past. On the 
one hand, the growing standardization of basic subassemblies, semifinished products 
and intermediate products, given an ever-increasing diversity of finished or end pro- 
ducts, the relatively high level of availability of “small” technology, auxiliary 
mechanisms and equipment to enterprises, and a number of other factors, diminishes 
those advantages possessed by production which is concentrated in a single place.

On the other hand, new factors have arisen which increase outlays when production ca- 
pacities are highly concentrated, These include, for example, higher land rent and 
construction costs, higher expenditures on transporting freight and personnel in large 
cities, forced expenditures on purification facilities, and so forth. It must also be 
noted that an ever-increasing number of workers have begun demanding improvements in 
working conditions and the “production environment," an increase in administration 
expenditures on social and personal-services needs, and so forth, especially since 

the late 1960's. In this regard, the initiative has most often been taken by pre- 
cisely those working in the largest plants. Workers at Fiat (Italy), Renault (France), 
Seat (Spain), Chrysler and Ford (USA) and Leyland (Britain) have played an important 
role in developing masse struggle under such slogans. 


As a result of the reasons enumerated above, processes which many economists and so- 
ciologists in the West think have led to a “crisis of the large enterprise” have in- 
tensified. This determination is far from adequate to reflect the essence of the 
changes which are occuring. Marxist researchers focused attention a number of years 
ago on the fact that further concentration and centralization of capital was occuring 
simultaneously with a certain decentralization of production. The number of instances 
in which large associations and enterprises have been "dismembered" into administra- 
tively and production-technologically relatively autonomous units has been increasing. 
Entire technological cycles and complexes of operations are being taken out of their 
shops and contracted or subcontracted to smaller enterprises. The reference is not, 
of course, to any sort of movement backwards or to any revival of outmoded forms, 

but rather to some “diffusion” of modern fac*ory-plant production under the impact 

of the scientific-technical revolution and the class struggle. 


Without setting ourselves the task of exhaustively analyzing the impact of these pro- 
cesses on the development of the basic contradiction of capitalist society, let's ex- 
amine just one question. How does expansion of modern mass production in a "diffused" 
form effect the labor market and the employment situation? 





Inasmuch as production decentralization in some measure takes a significant portion 
of the national economy out fror under the control of state, statistical and tax 
agencies and gives it the features of a “closed economy," two to some extent general- 
ized spheres of employment have evolved. The laws and collective agreements concluded 
by trade unions operate, within certain limits, in the one. In the other (the sphere 
of so-called “black-market employment"), forms of hired labor in contravention of the 
law predominate, there are no job guarantees, lower wages are the common practice, 
and there are misuses of overtime and failures to follow equipment safety rules, and 
so forth. As a result, there arises a “splintered” labor market in which the bulk of 
the young unemployed, which now comprise the vast majority of the army of “surplus 
people,” are doomed either to waiting a long time for a steady job or to accepting 
disadvantageous employment conditions characteristic of such notorious "black-market 


employment ." 


This suits monopolistic capital just fine. The increasingly broad turn of the leading 
capitalist corporations towards new forms of production organization can be viewed as 
their response to the increased gains of the workers in preceding years. The bosses 
of big business now rely openly on splitting the working class in order to strengthen 
their exploitation of the workers. The following data indicate the scope of this po- 
licy. According to incomplete estimates, about one-fifth of the working class in 
Britain and the FRG and one-third or more in Japar, the USA and Italy work in “black- 
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market employment" — primarily immigrant laborers, "coloreds," women, those who have 
left rural areas and young people. They are all generally associated less with the 
organized workers’ movement, inasmuch as they are employed at small enterprises, are 
hired temporarily or as domestics, and so forth, and thus ordinarily remain outside 
the trade unions. The increase in this proportion of workers creates both a real 
threat of “deindustrialization" of a number of traditional industrial regions and 
can lead to a weakening of the unity of the working clase and create certain grounds 
for isolation, The appearance, among certain strata of workers and given a "“splint- 
ered” labor market, of corporativistic inclinations which complicate the struggle 
both for the rights of the unemployed and for the rights of the "stably" employed 
portion of the working class testifies to the reality of that threat. Monopolistic 
capital is trying to use these inclinations in order to weaken the positions of the 
trade unions which are defending the interests of people whose labor is for hire. 
Everything possible is being done to retard processes on a broader, international 
scale which might facilitate greater homogeneity of the working class and consolida- 
tion of the ranks of the workers, which are so important in resisting capitalistic 
exploitation. 





In the situation which has developed, it is on this working class and its organiza- 
tions, including the trade unions, which the great and responsible mission of organ- 
izing such alternative actions as can, by synthesizing the demands of the workers 
(which demands are unified in terms of class essence, but which are modified some- 
what as a consequence of differences in type of exploitation in different countries 
and regions of the capitalist world), help resist more effectively the policies of 
monopolistic capital devolves. 


In recent years, worker organizations have accumulated considerable experience in 
fighting the monopolies. Thus, the first large-scale international strikes conducted 
simultaneously and following a unified plan in one company's branches in different 
countries occurred during this past decade. “Inverse strikes" and worker occupation 
of a number of enterprises belonging to international monopolies have also attracted 
considerable attention. In particular, the Lip Watch Works strike in Besancon 
(France) became widely known. Such worker protests testify to their growing maturity 
and militancy. The bosses of big business are very concerned about possible expan- 
sion of coordinated mass action in several countries or on different continents at 
the same time. 


This kind of protest also influences the position of trade unions of a reformist or- 
ientation. It was clearly under the influence of the Italian-British strike at the 
Pierelli and Dunlop plants in 1972, organized directly from below by the factory- 
plant councils in Italy and the shop stewards councils in Britain, that the activity 
of the international chemists’ committee of the MKSP [International Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions (ICFTU)] increased. At the same time, as important as the enumer- 
ated forms of struggle against the TNC's are, they must naturally not be absolutized. 
Strikes in which enterprises are occupied and “inverse strikes" have a certain ef- 
fect, bu. they cannot be a serious obstacle to the full or partial curtailment of 
production by international monopolies in a particular country, branch or specific 
enterprise, and this is the main lever they use to pressure national authorities. 


Eliminating the negative consequences of TNC activity is an impor ant direction in 
the course of the broad anti-monopoly movement, but by no means the only one. Suc- 
cess in it depends on restricting the omnipotence of monopolistic capital in all 
spheres of life of society. 
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In light of what has been said, expansion of the worker's struggle for an “industrial 
democracy" under slogans of establishing democratic, worsers' movement control over 
production is very symptomatic. Ite framework is associated, on the one hand, with 
increasing pressure by the monopolies, which are trying to shift the entire burden 
of the economic disorders onto the shoulders of the workers, and, on the other, with 
the growing maturity of the working class, which has been able to draw appropriate 
conclusions from the class struggles of the preceding decade. We need to deal in 
more detail with the latter factor. 


It is known ‘bat there are periods in the development of the workers’ movement when 
certain categories of workers have not yet fully mastered the lessons of the struggle 
and the essence of those refined methods to which their class enemy resorts. This 
was to some extent characteristic of the 1970's. Increasing economic instability and 
the expansion of the TNC's faced the proletariat with a number of complex problems. 
Preparations for the next round of class, anti-monopolistic struggles demanded in- 
creased activity by worker organizations. Bourgeois ideologues hastened to declare 
the temporary difficulties encountered or this path an “incurable crisis" of the 
trade-union movement. The new stage in the workers’ struggle, including that to 
participate in production management, have graphically demonstrated the total ground- 
lessness of such assertions. 


As we know, there have long been disputes in the workers’ movement about the problem 
of “participation.” Some have long defended tie thesis of “co-participation in man- 
agement," which essentially assumes the consent of trade-union organizations and their 
leaders to take on responsibility for the profitability of capitalistic production. 
(This is the position that FRG trade-union leaders have taken, for example.) Others 
have for a number of years proceeded from the concept of “contestative," that is, 
contentious participation, in which the worker representation at the enterprise takes 
on only the function of monitoring administration activity and cuts short all steps 
taken by it which would be detrimental to the interests of its personnel (the view- 
point shared by many trade-union leaders in Italy). Along with such positions, there 
have also been quite a few others. 


Today, as an analysis of actual cases shows, given retention of these former diver- 
gences, the significance of this problem area as a whole often changes. Workers, even 
those who have achieved the right for trade unions to contract a larger number of ele- 
ments in labor relations, after long and stubborn fights by worker representation at 
enterprises, it has quite quickly become the prevailing practice for the victories 
achieved to prevent more effective resistance to the pressures of monopolistic capi- 
tal. The organized workers’ movement has begun moving to the fore the problem of 
fighting for worker interference in management of the entire national economy. The 
reference is to working class organization influence on the dynamics of capital in- 
vestment, changes in the branch struggle of the national economy, and state policy 

in the areas of employment and education. 


Of course, this trend is manifested with greater or lesser clarity in different coun- 
tries and, most importantly, the forms it takes are by no means identical. Thus, 
there has been an obvious increase in protests to change the priorities of socioeco- 
nomic policy in France and Italy, while in the FRG, for example, this trend has thus 
far been limited to trade-union “consultations” with appropriate state agencies and 
ruling political parties. In this regard, it is important to stress that the higher 
level of demands being put forward by workers in the course of the anti-monopolistic 
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struggle is yet another confirmation of the correctness of the conclusion by commun- 
iste that the increasing leadership role of the working class is natural, given the 
involvement of the overwhelming majority of the population in the orbit of capital- 
ist exploitation. 


In the situation which has evolved, worker organizations are faced with responsible 
tasks. The tactics of monopolistic capital are becoming increasingly refined. At- 
tempts to transform trade unions into simply a kind of “pressure group" which, by 
being equated strictly formally with entrepreneur associations, would bear full re- 
sponsibility for the functioning of the capitalist economy, are multiplying. Clearly, 
the actualization of such designs would not signify a step forward to the so-called 
“participatory democracy" about which so much is being written and said by some West- 
ern sociologists, but would signify subordination of the trade unions to state mono- 
polistic capital policy, as a result of which they would turn out to be unable to en- 
sure any sort of effective defence of even the immediate socioeconomic interests of 
the workers. There is an increasing understanding in the workers’ movement that to- 
day, as never before, it is necessary to increase the activity of the masses at the 
political levei, to work out effective alternative programs, inasmuch as "self- 
elimination" here would be fraught with the danger of weakening the positions of the 
proletariat and its vanguard organizations. 


Given increased internationalization of capital, questions concerning the implementa- 
tion of democratic nationalization as one of the levers of anti-monopolistic trans- 
formations deserve serious attention. Symptomatically, such demands have been put 
forward by trade unions of various political orientations in a number of countries 

of developed capitalism (as, for example, in France). The vroblem has also arisen 

on a somewhat different plane in Latin America, where the ociopolitical struggle has 
sharpened around the role of state enterprises and their interrelationships with the 
international monopolies. 


As is known, over the course of the last decade, normatives and documents concerning 
hiring and dismissal, labor organization and wages, occupational-technical training 
and retraining, steps to help those fully or partially without work, and so on, have 
appeared in the labor legislation of several capitalist states under pressure from 
the workers’ movement. In a word, new and quite extensive concrete material has been 
accumulated which requires comprehensive analysis and discussion. A whole series of 
international meetings, symposiums and conferences held in various countries and re- 
gions of the world have been devoted to these questions. 


They have examined, in particular, pressing problems of the struggle by workers and 
their organizations in connection with expansion of the transnational corporations. 
Representatives of many national, regional and branch trade unions, as well as sci- 
entific organizations from the countries of Europe, North and Latin America, Africa, 
Asia and Oceania have participated in these meetings. They have noted that expansion 
of the international monopolies has aggravated the situation in the labor markets of 
the industrially developed capitalist states, made the struggle for a democratic re- 
structuring of world economic relations more diffi ult, and complicated the whole 
aggregate of development problems. And although worker organizations have already 
acquired quite a bit of experience in struggling with the TNC's, there are still con- 
siderable unused reserves in this area. 


Expanding appropriate scientific research called on to help formulate more precisely 
a platform for united protest by different detachments of workers and their organiza- 
tions can play an important role in actualizing them. 
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A number of representatives of scientific centers associated with the workers’ move- 
ment propose joint comprehensive research on socioeconomic and sociopolitical prob- 
lems born of the increasing activity by the new type of international monopolies. 
In this connection, we could single out a range of questions on which joint research 
would be of considerable interest, including from the viewpoint of assisting in the 
development of a dialog between representatives of different currents in the interna- 
ional workers’ movement: possible directions of further expansion by the transna- 
tional corporations, limits to it and ways of restricting it; studying the influence 
of shifts in the international division of labor on employment in various regions of 
the world capitalist system; analyzing the interaction of international monopolies 
and the military-industrial complexes, which represents a serious threat to the cause 
of peace and social progress; ways of strengthening the international solidarity of 
the workers and unmasking attempts aimed at setting the peoples of the developing 
states in opposition to the working class in other countries; discussing concrete 
steps to increase the activeness of the anti-monopolistic struggle; problems asso- 
ciated with the development by worker organizations of different orientations of a 
common platform for joint action to limit the omnipotence of the monopolies. 


Of course, it is impossible under present conditions to divorce the struggle to meet 
the vital socioeconomic interests of the workers from the so sing of the most funda- 
mental problem of today, that of establishing a durable peace on earth, of preventing 
thermonuclear war and actualizing the principles of peaceful coexistence of states 
with different social systems. 


The 26th CPSU Congress, as we know, paid a great deal of attention to these questions. 
The core direction of international activity by communists has been and remains the 
struggle to lessen the threat of war, to curb the arms race. 


In stressing the importance of studying and generalizing tiie results of analyses of 
the processes occuring in the capitalist countries aid developing Marxist-Leninist 
theory creatively, L. I. Brezhnev pointed out in his report at the Congress that we 
"need to conceptualize certain new phenomena in the world of capitalism, and in par- 
ticular, the features of the present stage in the overall crisis of capitalism, the 
sharp growth in the role of the military-industrial complex and the transnational 
corporations." 


This seriously obligated Marxist scientists and orients them towards researching more 
comprehensively and deeply shifts in international life, the conditions and forms in 
which the anti-monopolistic movements are developing, the most important directions 
and trends of the class struggle. 


The antagonisms of bourgeois society are deepening even more in the present stage of 
the overall crisis of capitalism. Its increasing instability reveals new opportuni- 
ties and prospects for increasing the activeness of the working class and its organi- 
zations, for broadening the front of the anti-monopolistic struggle of the masses, 
with the communist and worker parties marching in its vanguard.

NONALIGNED MOVEMENT -- NATURAL ALLY OF SOCIALIST COMMUNITY

[Text] This year, the nonaligned movement marks its 20th anniversary. The very fact 
that this association exists is an indicator of the fundamental changes which have 
occurred in the world, in its sociopolitical structure, and is fully a part of the 
complex of signs of a deepening general crisis of capitalism. A special session of 
the Conference of Ministers of Foreign Affairs of Nonaligned Countries which was 
held on 9-12 February 1981 in Delhi was devoted to this significant date. Ninety- 
three states and two national-liberation organizations participated in the confer- 
ence as full members of the movement, and representatives of 37 countries and organ- 
izations participated as observers and guests. A resolution was adopted to proclaim 
1 September Nonalignment Day and it was recommended that it be celebrated annually. 
Conference participants had high praise in the Declaration they adopted for the 
speech by Indian Prime Minister I. Ghandi at that special session, for "significantly 
facilitating unity and solidarity in the ranks of the nonaligned movement." 





The conference emphasized the great importance of unity in the movement now that the 
international situation is aggravated and it summed up the results of activity by the 
movement, which are impressive. During its existence, the movement has traveled a 
long path and has grown into a significant force in the world arena. Suffice it to 
recall that, whereas slightly more than 20 states participated in the First Confer- 
ence of Nonaligned Countries held at the highest level in Belgrade in February 1961, 
representatives of 95 states and national-liberation organizations attended tle Sixth 
Conference of Heads of State and Government held in Havana in September 1979. 


The CPSU Central Committee Report to the 26th Party Congress characterizes the non- 
aligned movement as an important factor in international relations. "Its strength," 
the document notes, "is aimed against imperialism and colonialism, against war and 
aggression. We are confident that the key to further increase in the role of the 
nonaligned movement in world politics -- which we would welcome -- lies in its fi- 
delity to its own founding principles." 


Having arisen in the early 1960's as a result of the emergence of dozens of young in- 
dependent states into the world arena, the nonaligned movement demonstrated their re- 
solve to defend their freedom and independence through joint efforts, to contribute 
to the struggle against imperialism and neocolonialism, hegemonism and racism. 

















From the very start, the movement was characterized, first, by an anti-imperialist, 
anti-colonialist orientation and, second, by a peace-loving striving to strengthen 
peaceful coexistence and international security. These characteristic features have 
determined its primary goals and principles, its positions on the fundamental queas- 
tions of international relations, which concern the interests of hundreds of millions 
of people of our planet. The reference is foremost to such problems as the struggle 
for peace and detente, limiting the arms race and disarmament, opposing the aggres- 
sive policies of imperialism, developing the national liberation movement, total 
elimination of colonialism in all its forms and manifestations, and establishing 

new international economic relations based on equal rights. 


The Sixth Conference of Heads of States and Governments of Nonaligned Countries, 

held in Havana in 1979, occupies a special place on the historical calendar of the 
nonaligned movement, as it became one of the most important international forums. 

Its political and economic declarations expressed most fully the essence of the move- 
ment and its fundamental principles. The documents adopted in Havana aimed at in- 
creasing the solidarity of the forces leading the struggle against imperialism, for 
eliminating all forms of colonialism, for strengthening peace and for disarmament. 


What is the primary content of the nonalignment policy and what defines the movement's 
role in the modern world? The struggle against imperialism, colonialism, neocolonial- 
ism and racism, the struggle to strengthen national independence, sovereignty and ter- 
ritorial integrity, the sovereign equality and free social development of all coun- 
tries; refusal to participate in military pacts and alliances; active peaceful coex- 
istence between states; noninterference in the internal and external affairs of other 
states; freedom for states to determine their own political systems, as well as their 
own paths of economic, social and cultural development; establishment of a new inter- 
national economic order; the right of colonial peoples to self-determination and in- 
dependence; systematic support for national liberation movements; respect for personal 
rights and basic freedoms; sovereignty over natural resources; inviclability of law- 
fully established international borders; rejection of force or the threat of force; 
peaceful resolution of disputes. 


"The quintessence of the nonalignment policy," the Political Declaration of the Mavana 
conference stressed, “is the struggle against imperialism, colonialism, neocolonial- 
ism, apartheid, racism (including Zionism) and all forms of foreign aggression, occu- 
pation, domination, interference, hegemony, and the great-power politics of blocs." 
This thesis was reproduced in the Declaration of the Delhi conference as well. 


Intransigence towards various forms of imperialist exploitation, colonialism and neo- 
colonialism, and racism, no matter in what guise, runs through the entire history of 
the nonalignment movement. This is the alpha and omega of movement policy. It is 
precisely this unswerving adherence to this path that is its primary feature. 


In full accord with its designs, the movement has paid top-priority attention to 
those areas of the planet in which it has had to encounter the intrigues of imper- 
ialism, colonialism and militant racism. This has first of all meant southern Africa. 
In early 1979, a special session of the Coordination Bureau of Nonaligned Countries 
convened in Maputu (Mozambique) noted that the struggle of peoples of this particular 
part of .he continent had entered a decisive stage, and it confirmed its solidarity 
with their national-liberatio organizations. The USA, Britain, France, the FRG, 
Italy, Japan, Belgium, Canada and Israel were harshly condemned for supplying the 
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racist Praetoria regime with military supplies and supporting it in various areas, 
which has permitted it to continue ite illegal occupation of Namibia, an open chal- 
lenge to the United Nations. 


The Delhi Conference declaration expresses satisfaction with the appreciable progress 
achieved in decolonization and congratulated the people of Zimbabwe on their victory 
in their struggle for national liberation. The ministers spoke out in favor of im- 
mediately granting the people of Namibia the right to self-determination and inde- 
pendence and declared their solidarity with the Southwestern Africa People's Organi- 
zation (SWAPO) as the sole true representative of that people. 


Conference participante expressed their disappointment at the “obvious unwillingness" 
of Western countries to use their influence to pressure the RSA [Republic of South 
Africa) to gain ite assistance in carrying out the UN plan for granting independence 
to Namibia. They called on them co help the Security Council in every way possible 
to take effective steps regarding the RSA. 


The nonaligned states have called for international solidarity and support for the 
oppressed people of the RSA, who are waging an heroic struggle to eradicate apart- 
heid in their country and exercise their inalienable rights. In this connection, 
they condemn the deal between Western reactionary circles and the Praetoria regime 
and favor the institution of comprehensive, mandatory sanctions on the RSA. 


The movement has for many years taken an active stand on questions of a Near East 
settlement. Its participants proceed from the assumption that there cannot be any 
partial resolution in which only some of the conflicting parties participate, that 
separate deals of the Camp David type or a separate peace are impermissible. Israel 
must fully and unconditionally abandon all the Arab territory occupied by it, includ- 
ing Jerusalem, which should be returned to Arab sovereignty. 


One of the pivotal problems is to satisfy the legitimate demands of the Arab people 
of Palestine, including their right to self-determination and the creation of their 
own, independent state. “The support being given the Arab states by the nonaligned 
countries for the purpose of freeing their homeland and restoring their inalienable 
national rights is," as the Delhi Conference declaration emphasizes, “a duty and an 
ovligation stemming from the principles and goals of the movement of nonaligned coun- 
tries." 


The conference resolutely condemned the hostile position of the USA regarding ensur- 
ing the inalienable national rights of the Palestine people and the PLO, as well as 
the “constant and growing support” it has given Israel in all areas, especially the 
military and political. The nonaligned countries think “the real reason Israel is 
being well-supplied with an enormous number of deadly weapons and means of destruc- 
tion is an effort to transform it into a stronghold of imperialism and racism in the 
world at large and in Africa and Asia in particular.” 


Inasmuch as the question of the Palestine people's exercising their inalienable 
rights which was introduced for review by the UN Security Council was not resolved, 
due to an American veto, the nonaligned countries called for an emergency special 
session of the UN General Assembly to discuss this problem. That session was held on 
22-29 July 1980. The resolution it adopted required that Israeli troops begin with- 
drawing from all territories occupied in 1967 no later than 15 November 1980. How- 
ever, encouraged by the USA, Israeli aggressors have not considered abandoning the 
territories they grabbed. 
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The nonalignment movement welcomed the revolution in Iran which cast aside the despotic 
shah's regime, which had relied on the military assistance and support of the USA, and 
also lran and Pakistan's withdrawal from the CENTO military bloc. 


The armed conflict between Iran and Iraq seriously upset movement participants. As is 
known, representatives of a number of states, and foremost of Cuba, as the current 
chair of the movement, made considerable efforts to open the way for talks between 
the fighting etates. The Delhi Conference expressed the hope that both sides wou.d 
resolve the conflict by peaceful means on the basis of nonalignment principles. It 
requested the ministers of foreign affaires of Cuba, India, Zambia and the head of the 
PLO political department to make every effort to assist in observing these principles 
and settle the conflict. 


As a result of maneuvers by imperialist forces in Pakistan and several nonaligned coun- 
tries under their influence, discussion of the “Afghan question” was thrust upon con- 
ference participants. As Afghanistan Minister of Foreign Affairs Sh. M. Dost noted 

in hie statement, the discussion was held in violation of the principles of the non- 
alignment movement and the legal rights of Afghanistan as one of its permanent members. 
The delegation from the Democratic Republic of Afghanistan lodged an official protest 
against inclusion of a point on Afghanistan in the text of the Declaration. It re- 
minded us of the readiness of the DRA government to hold direct talks with Pakistan 
and Iran on normalizing the situation around Afghanistan. 


The nonalignment movement as a whole has supported the national liberation struggle 
of the peoples of Latin America. Its participants have favored cessation of the Amer- 
ican blockade of Cuba. They are in sympathy with the just demands that the United 
States return the illegally occupied naval base and territory of Guantanamo. Delhi 
Conference participants condemned the political pressure and acts of economic aggres- 
sion which have been aimed directly and indirectly against the revolutionary process 
in Nicaragua and have asserted the necessity of respecting the independence and na- 
tional sovereignty of that country. They have spoken out against any forms of inter- 
vention and interference in the internal affairs of Salvador and have supported the 
right of the people of Puerto Rico to self-determination and independence. The De- 
claration of the Delhi forum expresses the hope that the USA will implement the Pa- 
nama Canal Treaty to the letter. 


In recent years, many countries of the world have displayed great concren about the 
situation which has developed in the Indian Ocean basin, and especially in the Persian 
Gulf region. As is known, it is Washington that has fueled the tension here and in- 
creased the threat to the security of the coastal states and to to peace throughout 
the world. Even the Havana Conference called for transforming the Indian Ocean basin 
into a zone of peace and for eliminating naval and other military bases in that re- 
gion. At the same time, the situation was aggravated even more after that forum. In 
recent years, the USA's gamble on converting the Indian Ocean into a “domestic lake" 
has taken on sharper forms. The policies of Peking leaders, who are increasingly 
harnessing themselves to the chariot of U.S. strategy, have played a considerable 
role in implementing these plans. 


The Delhi forum expressed serious alarm regarding the growing tension in the Indian 
Ocean region resulting from the strengthening of existing foreign military bases there 
and the creation of new ones, from the deployment of nuclear weapons there. The De- 
claration affirms a resolve to ensure the success of the international conference on 























the Indian Ocean which is to be convened in 19861 in Colombo, and it contains a call 
for the coastal countries and the great powers to participate in it so a8 to make a 
conatructive contribution to actualiging the UN Declaration on Declaring the Indian 
Ocean a Peace Zone, 


The documente of the Sth and 6th conferences of heads of state and government of non- 
aligned countries put forward their position on the Korean question. Ite essence is 
clear: all foreign troops must be withdrawn from South Korea, foreign bases there 
eliminated and the “UN command” disbanded. The unification of North and South Korea 
must be effected peacefully, without outside interference. 


In etriving to free themselves from the survivals of colonialiem and neocolonialist 
exploitation, to defend their development from the pernicious influence of the econo- 
mic crises in the world capitalist economic system, the nonaligned countries have 
worked actively for a restructuring of international economic relations on a just, 
democratic basis, for a sew economic order. The Delhi Conference affirmed the real 
necessity for euch a restructuring and called for a etrengthening and expansion of 
economic cooperation among the developing countries themselves. 


The nonalignment movement is in no way restricted to problems concerning the area of 
national liberation. It has emerged as an important factor in the etruggle for peace, 
universal security and disarmament. 


Pelhi Conference participants noted the “historical responsibility of nonaligned coun- 
tries in attempts to create a new system of international relations based on respect 
for the independence, equal rights, cooperation, equal security, wel!-being and de- 
velopment of all peoples." The movement's documents have repeatedly expressed satis- 
faction with positive shifts in the detente process and have pointed out that the 
principles of peaceful coexistence must become the cornerstone of international re- 
lations. The Delhi Declaration stressed the necessity of “encouraging the concept 

of peaceful coexistence in order to have the opportunit: of dedicating ourselves to 
economic and social rebuilding...." In accord with this position, the leaders of the 
nonaligned countries have welcomed efforts by European states to strengthen and broad- 
en inter-state relations and cooperation on the basis of the Final Document of the 
Helsinki Conference. They have spoken out in favor of extending the detente process 
to other regions, which would facilitate solving the problems of disarmament, elimi- 
nating focuses of tension and preventing conflicts. 


The Delhi Conference, which was held in a worldwide atmosphere made more complex by 
imperialism, and foremost by American imperialiem, expressed its concern about the 
undermining of the spirit of detente and general aggravation of the situation, which 
“has deteriorated so sharply as to have created a threat to the very existence of hu- 
manity." 


This conclusion was supported by a precise description of the danger the arms race 
carries with it. “The greatest threat facing the world today,” the Declaration says, 
"ie the threat of destruction through nuclear war." In this connection, the non- 
aligned countries must “coordinate their efforts so as to avert and turn back the 
nuclear arms race and, in the end, achieve the complete withdrawal of nuclear weapons 
from the arsenals of states.” 


Characteristically, participants in the Delhi forum considered it necessary to con- 
demn directly the latest military doctrines of the USA. “Certain states possessing 
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nuclear weapons," states the Declaration, “have attempted to propagandize the extremely 
dangerous doctrine of limited nuclear war and to erase the boundary between nuclear 

and nonnuclear weapons.” Under the conditions which have developed, the nonaligned 
countries consider nuclear disarmament and prohibiting the use of nuclear weapons to 

be the most effective measure against the use or threat of use of nuclear weapons. 

The creation of nuclear-free zones in various regions of the globe would be an im- 
portant step towards disarmament. 


It is worth noting that conference participants recorded in the Declaration their 
satisfaction concerning continuation of the Europe-wide process begun by the Helsinki 
Conference, ae testified to by the Madrid meeting, in particular. They supported the 
efforts of the nonaligned and neutral states of Burope which were aimed at lessening 
tension on the continent in accord with the principles of the Final Document. 


The nonalignment movement views the continuing division of the world into opposing 
military-political alliances as 4 serious obstacle to strengthening peace and inter- 
national security. In this regard, concern was expressed in connection with persis- 
tent attempts by certain forces not only to preserve and broaden existing military- 
political alliances, but also to knock together new ones. 


In particular, they were upset at the effort by leading NATO circles to expand the 
bloc by including new states in it (such as Spain, for example) and at the spread of 
ite activity, which tureatens the world, beyond Europe to other regions of the world. 
Efforts are underway .o put together new closed groupings in various regions of the 
world (Southeast Asia, the Persian Gulf, the Red Sea, the South Atlantic). 


Can the nonaligned countries ignore such dangerous activity? By no means. And it is 
for good reason that the measures they propose include, and not least importantly, a 
rejection of any steps to create new military alliances and bases, the impermissibil- 
ity of any forms of foreign interference in the internal affairs of states, the use 
of force or threat of force in international relations, resistance to the policies 

of imperialism, expansionism and all forms of domination and hegemonism — all with 

a view towards revivifying the international climate. 


During the past 20 years, the nonaligned countries have put forward quite a few po- 
sitive proposals on stopping the arms race and on steps towards total, universal dis- 
armament. The Belgrade Conference declaration emphasized that “disarmament is a vi- 
tal necessity and top-priority task for humanity.... A fundamental resolution of 
this problem, which has become especially important given the present level of arms, 
can be achieved only through universal and total disarmament under strict interna- 
tional supervision.” 


The Havana Conference, having affirmed in its Political Declaration its adherence to 
universal, total disarmament under effective international supervision, especially 
stressed that the arms race is incompatible with efforts aimed at establishing a new 
international economic order, that we need the fastest possible adoption and imple- 
mentation of measures on universal, total disarmament and on using the bulk of the 
resources thus freed for the economic and social development of the liberated coun- 
tries. 


Essentially, the nonalignment movement opposes the imperialist powers, and foremost 
the USA and Peking hegemonists, on all the most important questions of world politics. 
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Even back in the 1950's, Washington graphically demonstrated ite hostility towards 
the policy of nonparticipation in blocs. It was at that very time that J. F. Dulles 
put forward his notorious thesis about the “immorality” of neutrality. 


In recent decades, the effort to subvert the basis of the movement of nonaligned coun- 
tries has been one of the most important componente of the overall atrategy of imperi- 
aliem. All manner of methods and means have been set in motion — frontal attack, 
various maneuvers aimed at disorganizing the movement and drawing at least some groups 
of developing countries into imperialiem's wake. These were not situational calcula- 
tions, but were a long-range goal, in the full sense of the word; attaining it ae- 
sumes combining “carrot and etick" methods, diversions and bribery, lying and inter- 
ference in internal affaires, deceitful rhetoric and conspiracies. 


it would take whole volumes to lay out the countless examples of this policy. And is 
not the identification of the national liberation movement, the struggle of peoples 
for their own freedom and independence, with “international terroriem" -- the unpre- 
cedented, disgraceful “invention” of the new American administration — a kind of cul- 
mination of the intrigues of world reaction against the nonalignment movement? 





To emasculate the anti-imperialist essence of the movement, complicate relations among 
nonaligned countries, up to the point of provoking conflicts between them, and make 
the movement conflict with its friends, with the countries of the socialist community 
— this is what the imperialists and hegemoniste are after. To these ends, the West~- 
ern powers have taken a number of steps to agree upon and coordinate a line aimed at 
using reactionary regimes in Africa, Asia and Latin America for their own interests, 
to ignite territorial disputes and conflicts in particular regions. 


As a result of the actions of imperialism and its Peking stooges, an alarming situa- 
tion has now developed in many regions of Asia. The situation in the Near East re- 
mains explosive, tension has not lessened in Southeast Asia, and the tragic and sense- 
less conflict between Iraq and Iran continues. Imperialist military penetration into 
the Near and Middle East has intensified. 


Washington's militarist activity generates a special danger. Under the pretext of 
protecting its “vital interests” in various regions of the world, the USA is forcing 
the creation of airborne “rapid deployment forces,” in which they would like to in- 
clude their European allies, and provide these forces with direct or indirect support 
by certain nonaligned countries. The purpose is the same: suppress national lLibera- 
tion movements, cut short attempts by developing countries to rid themselves completely 
of imperialist exploitation, and strengthen the position of imperialism in its strug- 
gle with the world of socialism. 


The actions of Chinese hegemonists are closely allied to the policies of imperialiss 
regarding the nonalignment movement. PRC leaders quite recently slighted the move- 
ment, subjecting such active participants in it as India and Yugoslavia to malicious 
attacks. Their fury is now focused on Vietnam, Cuba, Ethiopia and other countries. 
Counting on grabbing leadership among the developing countries, Peking today prefers 
to declare its “recognition” of the basic principles of the nonalignment movement. 
But it is actually marching hand in hand with militarist imperialists. While menda- 
ciously swearing its “resolute support" for the movement, the Peking leadership is 
in fact working covertly, both diplomatically and through other channels, to demoral- 
ize and subvert it. 
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China has been a atrong influence fanning disagreements and local conflicts between 
nonaligned countries, supporting the side which te at the time relying on assistance 
from the West. In so doing, PRC leaders wish to disrupt the process of increasing 
the solidarity of the movement on an anti-imperialiat basis. 


Peking's aggressive hegemonist policy has been exhibited with utmost obviousness in 
ite aggressive interventionist policy regarding such nonaligned countries as the So- 
cialist Republic of Vietnam, the People's Republic of Kampuchea, the Laotian Peoples 
Democratic Republic and the Democratic Republic of Afghanistan. History will never 
forgive the Peking leaders for their plundering, armed attack on socialist Vietnam 
and their subsequent repeated threats to resort to such action again. With the help 
of the imperialist forces, they have promoted an anti-Vietnam, anti-Soviet campaign 
in connection with events in Kampuchea, where their hirelinge have brutally destroyed 
millions of people. Using the remnants of the criminal Pol Pot bands, armed and sup- 
plied by them, Peking leaders have attempted to disrupt the process of normalization 


in long-suffering Kampuchea. 


"U.S. subversive plans directed against the nonalignment movement give a special role 
to China," Laotian Minister of Foreign Affairs P. Sipaseut noted in hie speech at the 
Delhi Conference. "Today, Peking is conducting a policy of undisguised expansionism, 
hegemonism and great-power chauvinism in Southeast Asia. The goals of this policy 
are obvious. First, by military blackmail and so-called ‘lessons,’ to force the peo- 
ple of Indochina to turn aside from their course towards ensuring independence, so- 
vereignty, territorial integrity and the building of socialism. Second, the Chinese 
leadership has set itself the task of causing the ASEAN and Indochina countries to 
quarrel. However, such attempts are doomed to failure.” 





During its existence, the nonalignment movement has achieved impressive successes. 
It has been transformed into an influential force in world politics. At the same 
time, as the facts bear out, the movement has been subjected to constant pressure by 
not only the imperialist forces, but also by certain groups of movement participants 
which have fallen under the influence of these forces. We cannot fail to see the 
nonhomogeneity of the composition of the movement itself. As we know, it includes 
countries with different sociopolitical systems, countries w‘*h dissimilar levels of 
economic development and different foreign-policy orientations. Thus, the movement 
includes socialist states, bourgeois-democratic republics, feudal monarchies and 
countries with military dictatorships, ones which are relatively well developed and 
ones which are backward in terms of ievel of economic development. All this has na- 
turally resulted in different approaches to particular international problems by move- 
ment participants. Contradictions have arisen and in turn have generated struggle 
within the movement itself on a number of concrete political and economic problems, 
and often on problems of the very content of nonalignment policy. 


At present, the movement is living through a very important period. Under growing 
pressure from imperialism and hegemonism, circles which are attempting to revise its 
initial, fundamental principles, to undermine the solidarity of the nonaligned coun- 
tries, to hinder the strengthening and expansion of their cooperation with their only 
friends and comrades-in-arms, the world of socialism, and with other progressive, de- 
mocratic forces, have become appreciably more active. 


Individual movement participants have even denied the necessity of preserving its 
anti-imperialist, anti-colonial orientation. They maintain that, inasmuch as the 
former colonial countries have already achieved independence, colonialism no longer 
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exiete, so assertions that decolonization and the struggle against imperialiem are no 
longer a unifying force in the nonalignment movement. Clearly, thie kind of “argu- 
ment” is entirely groundless and would not stand up under any criticiem in light of the 
actual atate of affairs. 


Ae if "forgetting" that the primary content of the nonalignment policy ia the struggle 
against imperialiem, colonialiem and raciem, certain movement participants have some~ 
times presented the situation as if nonalignment anticipates friendship for all and 
enmity towards no one, The question naturally arises: can a struggle be waged 
againet imperialiem and colonialiem while simultaneously striving for "friendship" 
with them? 


Egyptian President A, Sadat's course of action is, I suppose, the clearest illustra- 
tion of the side to which the most zealous disciples of pro-imperialist orientation 
and opponents of cooperation with socialist states have drawn the movement. In vio- 
lation of the basic principles of the nonalignment movement, he has declared his rea- 
diness to allow military bases for armed forces of the USA on his territory, knowing 
full well what these bases will be used for. And are not those helping imperialiem 
pus Cageenns a new reactionary bloc in the South Atlantic clearly compromising with 
it? 


A number of nonalignment movement participants have spoken out from a position of so- 
called “equidistance."” Suffice it to think on the true meaning of such a “theory” to 
convince oneself of its thorough alienation from the vital interests of the nonalign- 
ment movement. In fact, how can relations with the irreconcilable enemies of the 
cause of national freedom and independence be identified with relations with the true, 
disinterested friends of the nonaligned states? How can one be “equidistant” from 
those who have in the course of history repeatedly suppressed peoples and are today 
suppressing many more, who have created a criminal, infamous system of colonial op- 
pression and enslavement, and those who have raised high the banner of freedom of 
peoples, who have served and are serving as true and faithful friends to peace, so- 
cial progress, and the elimination of any and all survivals of colonialism. Does 
nonalignment really signify isolation from participation in solving problems on 
which the fate of humanity and the destiny of civilization depend? 


It is imperialism which has generated the bloc policy, created a threat to interna- 
tional peace and security, striven to disrupt the political and economic liberation 
of peoples and preserve the unjust and unequal character of relations in the interna- 
tional community. 


On the other hand, it is the socialist countries which have systematically and in a 
high-principled manner spoken out against the division of the world into opposing 
military-political blocs. They have repeatedly affirmed for all the world to see 
their readiness to disband the Warsaw Pact organization if the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization is simultaneously disbanded, and as a first step, they favor eliminating 
their military organizations, beginning with a mutual reduction in military activity. 


The common goals of struggling against imperialism unite nonalignment movement parti- 

cipants with the socialist states. They have been, are and will be friends and com- 

rades-in-arms of the nonaligned states. Life commands not “equidistance” from

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imperialiem and socialiam, but interaction and cooperation between the nonal ignment 
movement and the community of socialist states in the cause of ensuring peace and na- 
tional liberation, 


Attempts are also being made to place the so. alist states in the same rank with the 
imperialist powers on the question of historical responsibility for the consequences 
of colonial oppression, for the continuing neocolo:.ialist exploitation. The fallaci- 
ousness of the concept of “equal responsibility" is obvious. 


The Soviet Union and other states of the socialist community have rendered and will 
render countries freed from colonialiem considerable assistance in developing their 
national economies. However, thie kind of support is not a compensation for Jamage 
incurred, not an act of charity, but is assistance from a friend and comrade-in-arms 
in the struggle against a common enemy — imperialiem, colonialism and neocolonial- 
iem. 


Some would persuade us that the imperialist and socialist states bear “equal respon- 
sibility" as well for exacerbating international tension. It has been stated, for 
example, that both the USA and the USSR are equally at fault in this. In fact, no- 
thing could be more ridiculous than such assertions. Anyone who analyzes without 
bias the development of the international situation must acknowledge the indisputable 
fact that it is precisely the aggressive forces of imperialism and hegemonism, and 
they alone, that bear the responsibility for the exacerbation of tension. 


American imperialism has sought revenge for the failures of its aggressive, expan- 
sionist strategy, for the fact that its plans for creating a “Pax americana” have 
collapsed hopelessly. As concerns the USSR and other socialist states, their sys- 
tematic course towards strengthening peace and detente, towards disarmament, has been 
and remains unchanged. 


Take the explosive situation in the Persian Gulf region. What is hampering a quick, 
resolute response to the program for peace and security here which was presented by 
L. I Brezhnev at a meeting with members of both houses of parliament in the Republic 
of India? It is permeated with an understanding of the vital interests of all states 
on the Persian Gulf, by a respect for the nonaligned status they have adopted. 


Our country proposes that the USA, other Western powers, China, Japan and all states 
displaying an interest in this agree to a number of mutual obligations aimed at 
strengthening peace in this region. The Soviet Union calls for no building of for- 
eign bases in the Persien Gulf region and on adjacent islands, no deployment of nu- 
clear or any other weapons of mass destruction there, no use of force or threats of 
force against nations of the Persian Gulf region, no interference in their internal 
affairs, respect for the nonaligned status chosen by states of the Persian Gulf re- 
gion, no involvement of them in military groupings in which the nuclear powers par- 
ticipate, respect for the sovereign rights of states in this region to their natural 
resources, no obstacles or threat to normal commodity exchange or to the use of sea 
lanes linking the states of this region and other countries of the world. 


A new Soviet initiative concerning normalization of the situation in Southwest Asia 
was put forward at the 26th CPSU Congress. The Soviet Union expressed its readiness 
to discuss questions connected with Afghanistan in conjunction with questions of Per- 
sian Gulf security. Of course, only international aspects of the Afghan problem 
could be discussed. The sovereignty of Afghanistan must be fully protected, as must 
its status as a nonaligned state. 
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The actual statue of the nonaligned countries in world economics and politics objec- 
tively pute them in conflict with the imperialist powers and draws them closer to the 
socialist estates. In the face of all attempts to lead the nonalignment movement along 
a path of isolation from other progressive, peace-loving, anti-imperialist forces, a 
majority of the movement's participants understand the danger of such a course of 
events. This has been confirmed by the fact that the fundamental documents of the 
conferences and meetings of nonaligned countries have invariably approved cooperation 
with other democratic and progressive states and forces favoring peace, freedom and 
justice in the cause of attaining common goale and tasks, and they have expressed a 
readiness to continue cooperating with them on a basis of equal rights. 


The 20th anniversary of the nonalignment movement naturally poses the question of pros- 
pects for its continued development. Some think that such a nonhomogeneous associa~- 
tion of states cannot preserve ite unity and solidarity over a long period of time, 
that the differences and conflicts among them will inescapably lead to dissolution of 
the movement. Such ideas have had a certain influence on the positions of individual 
movement participants. Quite understandably, this has been used extensively by im- 
perialist forces and Peking in an effort to splinter and undermine the movement and, 

in the end, to dissolve it. 


But a majority of the nonaligned countries resolutely reject this kind of view and 
policy. Lt is opposed by a policy of strengthening the movement in every way pos- 
sible, strengthening its solidarity on an anti-imperialist, anti-colonial, peace- 
loving platform supplemented in recent years by a program of restructuring interna- 
tional economic relations on a democratic basis based on equal rights. 





This is the real political and economic base for strengthening the unity of the non- 
aligned countries. Its vital force has been demonstrated convincingly by 20 years of 
strained and, on the whole, effective activity by the movement. In fact, practice 
has shown that the movement can be developed successfully only on principles of 
struggle against imperialism, colonialism and neocolonialism and for peace and the 
peaceful coexistence of states with different social systems. This is the only fu- 
ture for the movement which can make an even greater contribution to the cause of 
strengthening peace and international security, stopping the arms race and disarma- 
ment, fighting for the national and social liberation of peoples, and creating a new 
international economic order.

Departure from the basic principles and goals of the movement, transforming it into 
a grouping of countries which takes a neutral or, in I. Ghandi's words, “indifferent” 
attitude towards imperialist policies of aggression and military adventures, inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of the developing countries, and towards the system 
of neocolonialist exploitation could in the end lead to dissolution of the movement 
itself, to its splitting into individual groups oriented towards particular imperial- 
ist powers in political and economic relations. Such a turn of events would be in 
conflict with the fundamental national interests and aspirations of the participant 
countries. 


The Soviet Union views the nonalignment movement as one of the most important factors 
in contemporary international relations and welcomes an increase in the role and ac- 
tiveness of the nonaligned countries in world politics. “The development of friend- 
ship and cooperation with the nonaligned countries, which comprise one of the import- 
ant links in the common front of the struggle of peoples for peace and freedom," L. I. 
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Brezhnev has stressed, “has been and remains a fundamental position of the Soviet 
Union, We are confident that only together, through the efforts of all peace-loving 
states and peoples, can we fetter the actions of aggressive forces and turn the course 
of events away from a heating up of international tension towards solidifying detente, 
away from exacerbating conflicts towards settling them, towards the practical intro- 
duction of principles of peaceful coexistence of states with different social systems 
into international relations." 


The Soviet Union has repeatedly stated that a lessening of tension in all regions of 
our planet and the peaceful resolution of international problems are impossible with- 
out the participation of all states, including the nonaligned countries, on an equal 
basis. In opposition to the imperialist powers, the USSR has never attempted and does 
not now intend to draw these countries into any kind of military-political blocs or 
groupings, has not and does not intend to carry out any hostile actions whatsoever 
against them or to threaten them with force. 





The positions of the nonaligned countries on important international problems, as re- 
corded in the basic documents of their conferences and meetings, basically coincide 
with the approach of the USSR and other fraternal socialist states. This applies to 
such questions as strengthening peace and peaceful coexistence, securing detente and 
extending it to all continents, disarmament, support for the national liberation 
movement, broadening international cooperation and restructuring international eco- 
nomic relations. 


At the same time, sight must not be lost of the fact that there are divergences on 
certain international questions. But that need not push what is primary into the 
background: there is a good, objective basis for interaction on many questions be- 
tween the socialist community and the nonalignment movement. 


As is known, states participating in the Warsaw Pact welcomed “an even greater role 
for the nonalignment movement in solving complex international problems, as it is a 
significant positive factor in contemporary international politics” in its declara- 
tion of 15 May 1980. This was the spirit in which they evaluated the results of the 
Havana Conference and expressed their support for its resolutions. 


The meeting of leading officials of Warsaw Pact states in December 1980 declared again, 
and quite definitely, their support for cooperation with all progressive, anti-imper- 
ialist, democratic forces, for strengthening the solidarity of all peoples in the 
struggle against the threat of war, for a policy of peace, disarmament and, foremost, 
nuclear disarmament, for detente and cooperation based on equal rights. Meeting par- 
ticipants expressed their conviction that the united efforts of all countries and 
peoples interested in peace, security and international cooperation were capable of 
ensuring the establishment of detente as the leading trend in international develop- 
ment. (See: PRAVDA, 6 December 1980). 


Cooperation among and actions in concert by the socialist and nonaligned countries is 
a guarantee of the preservation of international peace and, at the same time, of a 
strengthening of the positions of the developing states in world politics and econo- 
mics. All peoples striving to prevent a world thermonuclear catastrophe, to ensure 
maximally favorable conditions for social progress and genuine national liberation, 
are vitally interested in deepening such interaction.

[Text] In the article "The 26th CPSU Congress and Our Tasks" Member of the CPSU CC

26th Congress on world economic, social and political processes set crucial tasks to 
all the branches of socio-economic and political sciences including research in the 
spheres of international economy, politics and ideology. Among various topics of re- 
search work conducted in the IWEIR and similar institutes N. N. Inozemtzev first and 
foremost gives prominence to the study of economic and socio-political problems of 
mature socialism, such as the problems of higher economic efficiency, greater rates 

of scientific and technological progress, further amelioration of management and plan- 
ning procedures, pointing out that a practical approach to their solution is essential 
for the success of the work. The study of the world economy and international econo- 
mic relations constitutes another important field of scientific efforts necessary for 
further progress of world socialism. In the sphere of political science the most im- 
portant problems are believed to be associated with theoretical substantiation of the 
current international relations as the relations transitional epoch, the essence of 
which consists in coexistence of and competition between the two opposite socio- 
economic systems. A theoretical generalization of the processes developing in the 
non-socialist part of the world, including the problems of political economy of ca- 
pitalism, the current stage of its general crisis, as weil as the problems of the 
developing world are also of major importance for a truly scientific approach to the 
vital issues of nowadays. 


On the basis of scientific analysis of contemporary problems the 26th CPSU Congress 
has determined new tasks and purposes of the country's socialist development and the 
main lines of the Party's activities for the years to come. V. KIRICHENKO's article 
"The Strategy of Progressive Growth of Economy" stresses the attention paid by the 
delegates to the Congress to the problems of economic policy and long-term planning, 
stipulated by their exceptional impact on political, social and economic life of the 
socialist community.

T. TIMOFEEV in 
the article "Class Confrontation under Conditions of Aggravation of the Crisis of the 
Capitalist System" proves all the futility of such expectations of bourgeois politi- 
cians and reformist ideologists, quoting incontrovertible facts of further polariza- 
tion of the socio-economic forces and intensification of the workers’ struggle for 
their rights. The mounting strike movement, its growing politization, caused by ag- 
gravation of antagonisms between the monopolies and the working masses are conducive 
to the consolidation of the proletariat and its greater impact on social, political 
and economic developments all over the world. The attempts of monopolistic capital 
to make use of the current socialization and internationalization of production by 
encouraging the activities of transnationals and the processes of amalgamation of in- 
dustrial and banking corporations are fraught with greater social strain and conflicts. 
To counteract the offensive of monopoli-<= the labor movement is waging the struggle 
for more active participation of the masses in the control over national eco- 
nomies, thus confirming the communist: -< « conclusion of the growing importance of 
the working class for the life of the nati..s under conditions of the involvement of 
the overwhelming majority of population in the system of capitalist exploitation. 


The article "The Movement of Non-aligned Countries -- an Important Factor of World 
Politics" (by P. ARTEMIEV) is dedicated to the 20th anniversary of the movement. The 
movement of non-aligned nations, born in the tempest of anticol..ial fight, is not 

and has never been neutral. The essence of the policy of non-alignment is the strug- 
gle against imperialism, colonialism, neocolonialism, racism, apartheid, the opposition 
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to all forms of foreign domination and hegemony. The author notes special importance 
of the Sixth Conference of Heads of State or Government held in Havana in September 
1979, He states that the non-aligned nations are a heterogeneous group, made up of 
countries of widely different social systems, that produce a definite impact on the 
character of the movement. The countries of socialist community are true and natural 
friends and allies of non-aligned countries. The close cooperation and solidarity of 
socialist and non-aligned countries constitute a precondition to preserve peace and 
consolidate the positions of developing countries in the World arena. 


The idea of the formation of a "Pacific Community" is now widely discussed in politi- 
cal and scientific circles of the leading capitalist countries. V. LUKIN and A. PAR- 
KANSKY in the article "Pacific Community: Projects and Reality" outline the concept 
and examine the problems associated with the formation of the Community and its im- 
pact on the world and regional political and economic developments. The situation in 
the region is believed to be featured by the growing influence of socialism, higher 
activity of the young sovereign states, as well as by the military, political and eco- 
nomic pressure of world imperialism, the USA in particular, attempting to secure con- 
trol over the region. The situation is still more aggravated by the hegemonist poli- 
cies of the Peking's regime. The authors quote the facts of the further intensifica- 
tion of the interimperialist rivalry, of the deepening antagonisms between the coun- 
tries of developed capitalism and the developed capitalism and the developing world. 
They expose the attempts of certain imperialist circles to utilize the idea of the 
Community for the organization of a closed economic and military-political grouping 
against the forces of peace and social progress. The realization of the pan-Pacific 
idea seems contradictory and problematic and till now has not been associated with 
the formation of the rigid organizational structures. 


A review of the state of "The Capitalist Economy in 1980" testifies to a sharp deter- 
ioration of the conditions of capitalist reproduction and aggravation of political, 
social and economic problems challenging the capitalist system. Am economic crisis 
has again affected a number of leading capitalist countries, total industrial produc- 
tion of the developed capitalist countries has dropped and international trade in 
real terms has begun to dwindle by the end of the year under review. The rates of 
inflation and unemployment have struck a new record in the OECD countries. Among 

the most acute problems confronting the capitalist world the authors of the review 
stress structural disproportions, shortages of energy resources and lower rates of 
productivity growth; they also point out to the asynchronous development of the cri- 
sis in individual countries. The main conclusions of the review are well substantia- 
ted by abundant facts and data at the international and national levels that makes 

it possible to ascertain poor performance of capitalism in 1980 fraught with a new 
wave of crisis shocks.

Making wide use of the rights granted to them and the obligations placed on then, 
the Supreme Soviet, its Presidium, oblast, city, rayon, kishlak, village, and aul 
Councils of People's Deputies, their ispolkoms, permanent commissions, and many- 
thousand-man army of deputies under the leadership of party organizations are making 
an ever greater contribution to the socio-economic development of the republic. 


The results of the work of the party organization and of all the republic's workers 
are known to you. They were analyzed in detail, comprehensively, and critically at 
the 20th Congress of the Uzbekistan Communist Party. After the congress, party- 
economic activists groups were formed for the most important branches of the nation- 
al economy where results were also summed up and the tasks which follow from the de- 
cisions of the 26th CPSU Congress were defined. 


Evidently, there is no necessity to present data and mention figures. You know them 
well. The work results of the republic's workers received the high evaluation of the 
party's Central Committee, the Soviet state, the CPSU Central Committee Politburo, 
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and of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev personally. For high indices in the production of 

raw cotton and accomplishment of the tasks of the LOth Five-Year Plan ahead of 
achedule, the Uzbek SSR was awarded the third Order of Lenin. The collectives of 36 
enterprises, construction projects, kolkhozes, and sovkhozes were awarded the Orders 
of Lenin, the October Revolution, the Labor Red Banner, and Friendship of the 
Peoples, and the “Badge of Honor." 


In the course of the five-year plan and in accordance with ite results more than 
75,000 workers were awarded orders and medals of the USSR while 98 were awarded the 
lofty ticle of Hero of Socialist Labor. 


The tasks facing the republic, comrades, are growing with each passing year. They 
are becoming more and more difficult and important. In the llth Five-Year Plan, 

the production of industrial output is to increase by 28-31 percent. High rates of 
growth are planned in such key branches as fuel and energy, metallurgical, chemical, 
and agricultural machine building. 


Proceeding from the requirements of the 26th CPSU Congress, special attention will be 
devoted to the comprehensive development of the production of consumer goods. In 

the lith Five-Year Plan the output of consumer goods should be increased by 34.7 per- 
cent. It is planned to expand considerably the production of goods which enjoy in- 
creased demand, especially goods for children. Thus, the output of cotton and silk 
fabrics should increase 2.4-fold, of children's linens--2.8-fold, of carpets and 
carpet articles--1.8-fold, and of furniture and quality dishes--1.7-fold. 


Along with the enterprises of the Ministries of Light, Food, and local industries 
active participation in the accomplishment of the broad program for the expansion 
of the production of congumer goods will also be taken by all branches of heavy in- 
dustry. 


In the republic are . «y group "A" enterprises which manufacture very necessary and 
high-quality goods for the population. Thus, for example, at the Tashkent Aviation 
Production Association imeni Chkalov, the annual volume of consumer goods production 
has been brought to 14 million rubles. General-purpose and combined children's car- 
riages, lamps with crystal diffusers, garden swings, and lightweight furniture 

enjoy great demand among the buyers. Here, more than 70 percent of the articles have 
the Mark of Quality. 


There are also such enterprises as the Almalyskiy plant for household chemistry, the 
"Uzbekkhlopkoprom" [expansion unknown] and “Uzbektekstil'mash" [expansion unknown] 
associations and several others which, without coordination with the Ministry of 
Trade and with the connivance of oblast and city ispolkoms, remove from production 
or reduce the output of articles necessary for the population. ~~ ich cases are not 
isolated, and the local Soviets are required to participate most actively in cor- 
recting the situation which has developed. 


Each ispolkom is required not only to approve the plan for the outprt of consumer 
goods on its own territory, but also to monitor its accomplishment all enterprises 
regardless of their departmental subordination. This right should -xercised, 

and exercised from positions of the force of law. 
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Many cities and rayons of the republic have great possibilities to increase the out~ 
put of consumer goods from local raw materials. Last year, consumer goods worth 
1.2 million rubles were produced through these resources. 


Plants and shops for the processing of fruits and vegetables and the manufacture ° f 
leather and fur, wicker, faience, and ceramic articles have been constructed recenct- 
ly in the village. The exploitation of very rich reserves of common salt in 
Surkhandar'inskaya oblast has begun. 


There are kolkhozes in the republic which constructed brickyards with their own 
resources. Meanwhile, some of our rayon, kishlak, and village Councils are not sup- 
porting this initiative and are not displaying persistence in the organization of 
the production of calcined brick which is greatly needed by builders as well as by 
the population. 


And how many possibilities we have for the production of various articles from valu- 
able species of wood, gypsum and clay, marble, stone, and metal stamping! It is the task 
of the Councils to find the skilled workers and to revive and develop more widely 
the national artistic crafts. 


For a sharp increase in goods having masse demand, the Central Committee of the Com- 
munist Party of Uzbekistan and the republic's Council of Ministers recently adopted 
a special decree which envisioned an additional increase in production of consumer 
goods worth 250 million rubles this year already andputting into operation by the 
end of the five-year plan 145 branches in small cities, rayon centers, and small 
villages. 


All ispolkoms of Councils of People's Deputies should take this decree under special 
control and ensure its unconditional accomplishment. 


Another very important problem in raising the well-being of the Soviet people is the 
uninterrupted supplying of the population with food products, especially meat and 
milk. For the most rapid accomplishment of this task, the CPSU Central Committee 
considered it necessary to work out and accomplish a special food program. Its goal 
is to increase significantly the production of food products and to improve 
supplying the population with them. 


In the accomplishment of the country's food program, a large share belongs to Uzbeki- 
stan as the zone of intensive development of cotton growing and other branches of 
agriculture. Cotton is not only a valuable fiber. Cotton is oil, it is fodder 

for animals and, consequently, it is meat and milk. In the future, too, the party 
organization will devote the most unremitting and fixed attention to the development 
of cotton growing. 


The Councils of People's Deputies should be active guides in the introduction of the 
advanced, so-called "Tashkent" technology for raising cotton. Accelerated sowing 
at the optimum times, the early accumulation of the harvest, timely defoliation, 
cotton-picking in compressed times, prior to the rains, preparation of the land 

for th next year's harvest--this is the formula for this progressive technology. 

















Along with cotton-growing, in recent years the Central Committee of the Usbek Com- 
muniat Party has devoted much attention to the development of grain growing. The 
result is evident here: in comparison with the Ninth Five-Year Plan, the mean 
annual grain production increased 2.3-fold. 


We will increase the production of grain even more, especially rice and corn, This 
will be our large contribution to the accomplishment of the food program. 





Important measures are being accomplished in the republic for a rise in animal hus- 
bandry. The stock of cattle and fowl is growing and their productivity is increas- 
ing. The process of creating big specialized farms, cattle-breeding complexes, and 
poultry plants is under way. The fodder base for animal husbandry is being streng- 
thened. 


The mean annual production »>f meat in comparison with the Ninth Five-Year Plan in- 
creased by 31 percent, of kewby 42 percent, and of eggs--by 65 percent. The rates 
of growth, as you see, ar: gh but the volumes of production are still insufficient 
for the present. 


A further rise in animal husbandry has been declared a shock front by the 26th CPSU 
Congress. The main task of theCouncils in this matter is accomplishment of the de- 
cree of the CPSU Council of Ministers and the Council of Ministers USSR, "On mea- 
sures for accelerating the development of animal husbandry in the Uzbek SSR." Each 
oblast, rayon, enterprise, and kolkhoz worked out specific measures for a growth in 
the production of meat, mlk, and eggs. The accomplishment of these tasks depends 
on feed to a great extent. Therefore, it is necessary to place stress on the inten- 
sive use of lands, increase the yield of feed crops, and introduce widely combined, 
repeated, and intermediate sowings as well as to improve the technology for the pro- 
duction and storage of feed. 


Accomplishment of the food program is dictated by the necessity to increase the 
growth of production of vegetables, fruits, grapes, potatoes, and melons. 


Positive shifts have also appeared here. During the last five-year plan the produc- 
tion of fruits and vegetables increased 1.5-fold. The delivery of vegetables, 
fruits, grapes, and melons to the country's industrial centers increased sharply. 


In accordance with the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress, the annual volume of 
gross production by agriculture in the 11th Five-Year Plan should increase by 17-19 
percent. 


High socialist obligations have been assumed by the workers of the village for the 
first year of the five-year plan--to give the country at least 5,900,000 tons of 
cotton and to produce 2.5 million tons of grain, about 6 million tons of fruits and 
vegetables, 320,000 tons of meat, 950,000 tons of milk, and much other produce from 
the fields and farms. In this regard, the growth in production should be ensured 
primarily through intensive factors of development. 


Along with the development of public production, the Councils of People's Deputies 
should render assistance in the development of the private subsidiary plots of kol- 


khoz workers, sovkhoz workers, and employees. This is a large reserve in increasing 
food resources. 
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There are kishlak and small-village Councils~--and there are many of them--which are 
devoting great attention to the development of personal, individual farms and are 
instilling in the workers, especially the youth, a love for the land and for animals. 
In such populated places the majority of the residents have livestock and poultry, 
keep their personal plots in exemplary order, and use each meter of land efficiently. 


A large reserve in increasing the production of agricultural produ e is in the effi- 
cient use of personal plots and lands within the kishlaks and small villages. To 
use these lands efficiently and develop individual farms--this is where the Councils 
of People's Deputies should apply their efforts. 


The increase in the well-being of Soviet people depends to a decisive degree on 
capital construction. This is housing, schools, hospitals, children's pre-school 
instituti » stores, dining rooms, enterprises for domestic services, theaters, 
clubs, stadiums, gymasiums, and other objects for cultural and domestic purposes. 
We are building more and more of such objects and we are building them better and 
better. 


One of the first commandments and the main condition of concern for man is giving 
him housing in time, in which regard modern housing, with all conveniences, in 
short, comfortable. 


Residential construction in the republic is being conducted on a large scale. During 
the last five-year plan alone, 27 million square meters of housing were constructed 
using resources of the state and the population. This means that more than three 
million residents of the republic were resettled in new apartments or improved their 
housing conditions. 


As a result of the measures adopted in recent years the production base for residen- 
tial construction received considerable development. The capacities of the home- 
building combines have now been brought to almost 3 million square meters of housing 
per year. 


However, for the present the situation in providing housing continues to remain very 
strained. Many families still live in uncomfortable apartments. The situation is 
aggravated because in a number of oblasts, cities, and rayons the plan for intro- 
ducing housing is not being accomplished and the resources allotted for these purposes 
are not being completely put to use. 


Great blame for the derangement of the plan for residential construction is placed 
on the Councils of People's Deputies and the leaders of their ispolkoms. Data show 
that the Councils do not always display the proper responsibility forthis important 
matter. Some display enterprise and persistence and ensure the overaccomplishment of 
construction plans. Others are not engaged in the specific improvement of housing 


and living conditions of the population and do not accomplish the plan from year to 
year. 


I will present data on how the resources allotted for these purposes along the lines 
of the local Councils are put to use and, comrades, large resource» are allotted. 








If, in ‘ ° last five-year plan, the plan for introducing housing was overaccomplish- 
ed in Andizhanskaya, Namanganskaya, and Ferganskaya oblasts, it was only 70-80 per- 
cent accomplished in Karakalpakiya and in Syrdar'inskaya, Surkhandar'inskaya, 
Dzhizakskaya, and Bukharskaya oblasts. 


The situation is the same in the construction of children's preschool and medical 
institutions. Some oblasts are building well and quickly and overaccomplish the 
plan by a factor of two, while others do not even accomplish half the plans. 


This year, almost 6 million square meters of housing are to be constructed in the re- 
public. The results of four months show that the rates of housing construction, as 
formerly, are lagging in places. Thus, in Kashkadar'inskaya oblast 13,000 square 
meters of housing have not been introduced, in Karakalpakiya-—-20,000, and in 
Tashkent--almost 25,000. 





Lagging in putting resources to use along the line of local Councils is continuing. 
This situation causes serious concern. We have leaders who, in speaking from the 
rostrum, talk frequently, loudly, and in full voice about a shortage of housing, 
children's institutions, and installations for domestic purposes. But they do not 
adopt specific measures for the accomplishment of the plans. One must be clearly 
aware that the ispolkoms are now stepping forth in the role of customers and bear 
personal responsibility for putting ailotted resources to use. We must increase de- 
mandingness toward the ispolkoms and their leaders for the unconditional accomplish- 
ment of the plans for the construction of housing and all cultural and domestic in- 
stallations. 


Almost 32 million square meters of housing are to be constructed in the present five- 
year plan. However, this program of housing construction should be considered as 
minimum. We can and must build more. 


This necessity is caused by the rapid growth in the republic's population and by the 
replacement of old-type uncomfortable housing. 


We cannot fail to consider that many such houses go out of service prematurely be- 
cause of frequently repeated natural disasters. Considerable damage was inflicted on 
the available housing recently by the Nazarbekskiy earthquake and the torrential 
rains in Khorezmskaya oblast and in Karakalpakiya. 


All this obliges party, council, economic, and public organizations to ensure the 
unconditional accomplishment and overaccomplishment of the plans for housing con- 
struction along the line of state capital investments as well as through the re- 
sources of housing-construction cooperatives, kolkhozes, and the population. 


Here, construction should be conducted in an integrated manner: if we build an en- 
terprise, then housing and other installations for social, cultural, and domestic 
purposes should be erected alongside. In addition to housing, each housing tract, 
microrayon, and each small village must have a school, kindergarten and nurseries, 
store, dining room, coffee house, polyclinic, post office, telegraph, domestic ser- 
vices points, and premises and areas for sports-health restoration and cultural- 
indoctrinational work, in short, everything that a person needs for normal living 
conditions and good rest. 
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Special attention should be devoted to the formation of final architectural ensembles, 
areas and highways, and their organization of public services, amenities, and plant- 
ing with greenery. 


One of the decisive conditions for increasing the rates of housing construction is 

the outstripping development of its production base and, first and foremost, house- 
building combines. It is necessary to increase the production of construction, and 
especially wall, materials everywhere. 


Special attention should be devoted to raising the quality of construction of resi- 
dential houses, their safe-keeping, and consideration for the maintenance of avail- 
able housing. 


Being guided by the Basic Directions in the Economic and Social Development of the 

Country which was approved by the 26th CPSU Congress, it is necessary to distribute 
living space, as a rule according to the principle of a separate apartment for each 
family. 


The Councils are required to expand the network for housing-construction cooperation, 
especially in the village, having in mind that this is a large reserve in the matter 
of further improvement in the population's housing conditions. 


We must also meet the people half way and assist them in the individual construction 
of residential houses in small cities, city-type settlemeats, and in the village. 

In this regard, individual construction should be raised to an industrial basis. 
Quality houses, strong, and with all conveniences should be built. 


Along with the expansion of residential construction, the correct distribution of 
apartments has great significance. This matter has improved somewhat in ispolkoms 
and at enterprises and institutions in recent years. Commissions, deputies, and the 
community are involved in the distribution of housing. This is correct. However, 
instances where housing is not distributed objectively have not yet been overcome. 
Such facts cause dissatisfaction: someone did not receive his apartment on time or 
housing was promised to one while the order was given to another. 


In all ispolkoms, strict monitoring should be established which would exclude cases 
of the violation of order in distributing apartments. There should be no unfairness, 
abuse, or subjectivism in this matter. 


Raising the well-being of the Soviet people depends to a decisive degree on the ser- 
vices sphere. Trade, public catering, and domestic services are constantly being 
monitored by the Central Committee of the Uzbek Communist Party and the republic's 
government. The sale of goods and food products to the population increased by more 
than 45 percent during the five-year plan. About six million residents of the re- 
public now enjoy public catering. The sale of domestic services increased 1.8-fold. 
Modern, big department stores, supermarkets, dining rooms, restaurants, coffee shops, 
domestic-services establishments with special pick-up points, and other objects equip- 


ped with the latest technological equipment are being put into operation in the 
cities and rayons. 
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However, it must be admitted that the level of trade and domestic services still 
does not satisfy the increased requirements of the population and does not corres- 
pond to the tasks put forth by the 26th CPSU Congress. The sphere of domestic ser- 
vices and the trade network are not developing uniformly: some oblasts, cities, and 
rayons are advancing in this matter while others are lagging behind greatly. 


Ministries of trade and domestic services for the population, Uzbekbrlyash [expans-~ 
sion unknown], and ispolkoms of local Councils of People's Deputies are required to 
ensure the accomplishment of plans for commodity turnover and domestic services for 
each er ‘rprise and each organization without exception and to eliminate shortcomings 
decis’.« y in this important matter. The network of stores, dining rooms, and 

domes ic services installations should be accelerated more. 





The © .cils of People's Deputies have tremendous capabilities available to realize 
such a most important task as the molding of communist consciousness of people. Lo- 
cated on the territory of the Councils where they are sovereign representatives of 
Soviet authority are houses of culture, clubs, motion picture theaters, stadiums, 
libraries, and museums, in short, all institutions which should be centers of ideolo- 
gical and physical training. 


Another important problem with which the Councils must become involved in real ear- 
nest is improving public preschool education, the development of a network of chii- 
dren's nurseries, and increasing their quotas. 


Much has been done recently in the accomplishment of this important social task. 
During the last four years, more than 230,000 kindergarten places have been con- 
structed and other buildings have been adapted for 100,000 places. Now almost a mil- 
lion small children, or about 30 percent of all children of preschool age, are being 
educated in the nurseries and kindergartens. 


Ministries and departments and executive committees of Councils of Peo>le's Deputies 
should plan and implement specific measures for the development and the timely 
introduction of preschool institutions into operation through all channels: through 
enterprises and resources of kolkhozes, and along the lines of local Councils. It is 
also necessary to continue work on releasing administrative and other buildings for 
children's institutions. We should also raise the level of the indoctrinational- 
educational process in kindergartens, improve the feeding of children, and strengthen 
children's institutions with cadres of specialists. 


The Central Committee of the Uzbek Communist Party is confident that party and soviet 
organs, workers in education and public health, and the community of the republic 
will apply every effort for the unconditional accomplishment of the decisions of the 
26th CPSU Congress and the 20th Congress of the Uzbek Communist Party for the further 
development and improvement of public preschool education. 


Unfortuaately, however, indifferent, callous, and arrogant people who display bureau- 
cratism, self-conceit, amd coarseness are still encountered in ispolkoms. And it is 
not by chance that not receiving a convincing answer and not solving their urgent prob- 


lem, the offended and even indignant people are forced to turn to higher party and 
soviet organs. 
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Last year, more than 17,000 letters and statements of citizens were considered in 
the Central Committee of the Uzbek Communist Party and in the Presidium of the re- 
public's Supreme Soviet and Council of Ministers. About 8,000 visitors were re- 
ceived. 


Analysis of citizens' letters and appeals shows that people often .-el to ‘Tashkent 
and pose (vestions which can and should be solved locally. Frequently, they are 
not solved becuuse in some oblast, city, and rayon ispolkoms there is no clear and 
proper order in the consideration of letters and the reception of visitors. 


For example, many letters ace sent from the apparatus of the Bukharskaya oblispolkom 
to the executors after 15-20 days. The personnel of the ispolkom conduct a bureau- 
cratic correspondence. They send written inquiries and reminders to the gorispolkom 
and require a reply from it while the oblispolkom and gorispolkom are located in the 
same building. 


People frequently complain not so much that their request was not satisfied in time 
as that the ispolkom had a formal attitude toward them, did not listen attentively, 
and sometimes did not even receive them, pleading that they were busy. Such “busy” 
leaders who do not find the time to receive visitors must be corrected and, if this 
does not help, they evidently should be relieved of their work. 


The great significance which our party attaches to work with workers' letters and the 
reception of visitors is shown by the fact that soon after the congress the CPSU 
Central Committee adopted a special resolution on this question. This document 
should form the basis of work and we should be steadily guided by it. 


Comrades! The main condition for the successful accomplishment of the ever-increas- 
ing tasks which are growing more and more complicated and which the party places be- 
fore the Councils is the fu:ther improvement of their organizational work. As mass 
organs of popular authority, the Councils are a great force. They are more than 
100,000 deputies. They are more that 14,00) state organs of local authority with 
many thousands of Soviet activists. 


Recently, the Councils of People's Deputies at all stages have begun to function more 
actively and purposefully. 


The work of the permanent commissions and deputy groups, which are an effective form 
and powerful lever in executing the powers and functions of the organs of people's 
authority, is being improved and enriched by experience. In the Councils are 13,000 
commissions containing more than 80,000 deputies. The permanent commissions of the 
republic's Supreme Soviet have made their functions noticeably more active. They help 
to disclose reserves, improve the use of labor and material resources, raise the 
effectiveness of production, and accomplish many social tasks. The commissions have 
intensified monitoring the accomplishment of laws and decrees. 


At the same time, it must be admitted that serious shortcomings still persist in the 
work of the sessions, ispolkoms, and permanent commissions. They frequently take 
place formally, in accordance with a scenario prepared ahead of time, and without the 
deep interest of the deputies and without a close tie with life and daily practice. 








Ae L. 1. Brezhnev stressed at the 26th CPSU Congress, it is necessary “that each 
Counci!] session and that each meeting of a permanent comaission be turned into a 
true council of people, into a collective search for the most correct decisions." 


The capabilities of the Councils also increased in connection with the fact that 
their network has expanded and become more ramified. The intensive development of 
productive forces and the exploitation of the virgin lan... caused the necessity to 
form 37 cities and municipal rayons, 19 rural rayons, 40 city-type settlements, and 
about 130 kishlake during the past five years. A Council of People's Deputies has 
been formed in each of them. Improvement of the administrative-territorial organi- 
zation permitted the strengthening of the direction of the economy and culture and 
improving the servicing of the population. 


In recent years, very many needed and useful laws and decrees have been adopted. 
Continuing to improve legislation, the Councils should concentrate their main atten- 
tion on the execution of all legislative acts. 


The Councils and their executive committees are required to establish a well thought 
out, clear, and specific system in organizing the monitoring and check of execution. 
This should be stressed because there still are a bit too many instances of lack 

of monitoring and lack of execution. The skill of leadership consists not in writing 
general directives and producing and distributing decrees and orders. Genuine skill 
is bringing each decree and each decision to final results at the established times. 
The monitoring of execution should be from below as well as from above, systematic, 
effective and expeditious, and with the participation of the deputies and the broad 
public. 


Diverse forms and methods of monitoring have developed in the Councils. They are 
reports of the ispolkoms to the Councils and the population, information at sessions 
by accountable persons and permanent commissions, deputy inquiries, and reports on 
the execution of electors’ orders. All these forms and methods must be directed to- 
ward the main thing: toward checking the exact and undeviating execution of all laws 
and plans for economic and social development. The plan is the law and no one is 
ever permitted to deviate from it. 


There are many respected people in the post of ispolkom leaders who have been working 
continuous!y for 10-15 years or more. They are giving all their strength, experi- 
ence, knowledge, and energy to the loyal and conscientious serving of the party and 
the people, enjoy great authority among the population, and deserve profound grati- 
tude and thanks. 


Yesterday, at the plenum the Central Committee discussed comprehensively and 
thoroughly work with personnel in light of the requirements put forth by the 26th 
CPSU Congress. The plenum discussed cadres of the party, state, and economic appa- 
vatus and of public organizations and cadres of the mass professions--workers, 
foremen, and brigade leaders. 


Speaking in the words of Lenin this, comrades, is truly a great initiative. It is 

the task of all Councils and their ispolkoms to render effective assistance to party 
organizations in the broad general spreading of this initiative. The more workers,

[Speech by G. K. Khaydarova, secretary of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet, 
Uzbek SSR, and delegate at third session of Supreme Soviet, Uzbek SSR, on 29 May 
1981: "On Approval of Ukases of the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet"] 


[Text] This session of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet is taking place in an atmosphere 
of the inspired labor of the entire Soviet people. The decisions of the 26th Party 
Congress and the"Basic Directions for the Economic and Social Development of our 
Country for the years 1981-1985 and for the Period out to 1990" caused a new patriotic 
upsurge among the Soviet people and the desire to work even better and even more 
effectively. 


The tasks assigned by the 26th CPSU Congress and the 20th Congress of the Uzbek Com- 
munist Party put forth new requirements for legislation, too. Soviet laws should 
constantly be improved, correspond to our state's level of development, and be an 
effective means for regulating social relations and ensuring a steady advance along 
the path to communisn. 


Being guided by the propositions put forth by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev in the summary 
report of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th Party Congress, the Presidium of 

the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet is conducting important work on bringing republic legis- 
lation into conformance with the constitution of the Uzbek SSR and the laws of the 
USSR. At the same time, the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet attaches great signifi- 
cance to the strict and steady implementation of new laws, the strengthening of so- 
cialist legality and law and order, and protecting the rights and legal interests 

of the citizens. 


In the period between the second session of the republic's Supreme Soviet, 10th con- 
vocation, and this session the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet adopted a 
number of ukazes which, in conformance with the constitution of the Uzbek SSR, are 
being introduced for approval by the Supreme Soviet. 


The ukaze of the USSR Supreme Soviet of 15 January 1981 introduced changes and addi- 
tions to the Bases of Land Legislation of the USSR and the Union Republics. The 
Presidiums of the Supreme Soviets of the union republics have been charged with 
bringing republic legislation into conformance with the named ukaze. 
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In connection with this, the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet adopted the 
ukaze, "On introducing changes and additions to the land code of the Uzbek SSR," 

on 28 May 1981. The changes to Articles 94 and 103 introduced in the code by this 
ukaze envision allotting additional sections of land to kolkhoz farmeteads and work- 
ers and employees of sovkhozes as well as to other citizens who reside in rural lo- 
calities to raise feed crops for the livestock and poultry which are their personal 
property and for other needs. The procedure for allotting such land sections has 
been established. 


On 9 October 1979, to bring the legislation of the USSR and the union republics on 
civil legal procedures into conformance with the USSR constitution and its further 
improvement, the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet adopted an ukaze which intro- 
duced changes and additions to the"Bases of Civil Legal Procedures of the USSR and 
the Union Republics." 


On 30 March 1981, the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet adopted the ukaze, 

"On introducing changes and additions to the Uzbek SSR Civil Procedure Code." The 

code was supplemented by new articles which establish the times for considering 

cases in the appeals court, regulate the participation of representatives of public 
organizations and labor collectives in the appeals courts, and define in detail the 

procedure for review of decisions, findings, and decrees in accordance with newly 

discovered circumstances. Some articles of the Civil Procedure Code are presented in 
a new edition, and changes of a terminological nature have been introduced in some 

of them. 


On 26 December 1980 the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet adopted the ukaze, 
"On approving the statutes on permanent commissions of local Councils of People's 
Deputies of the Uzbek SSR." 


It should be noted that 30 years have pased since the statute was adopted and con- 
siderable experience has been accumulated during this period in the work of commis- 
sions which, with the adoption of the new constitution of the Uzbek SSR and new 
laws on the Councils, considerably expanded the competence of local Councils of 
People's Deputies and their organs, in connection with which the necessity to work 
out a new statute on permanent commissions arose. 


The statute which was adopted reflects the new principles for the organization and 
the activity of permanent commissions of local Councils, and finding reflection in it 
was the constitutional standard that recommendations of the permanent commissions are 
subject to mandatory consideration by che appropriate state and public organs, 
enterprises, institutions, and organizations located on the Council's territory. The 
results of consideration of the recommendations or measures adopted should be report- 
ed to the permanent commissions no later than within a two-week period. The statute 
regulates in detail the rights and obligations of the permanent commissions of the 
local Councils and their working procedure. 


In accordance with the new constitution, the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme 
Soviet, by its ukaze of 26 December 1980, defined the procedure for deciding the 
questions of the Uzbek SSR's administrative-territorial organization. The ukaze sets 
forth the procedure for presenting petitions and materials and considering questions in 
the formation and abolishing of oblasts, rayons, kishlaks, and villages. It also 








seta forth the conditions and procedure to name and rename administrative and 
territorial units, populated places, enterprises, institutions, organizations, and 
other installations and to account for and register populated places. This ukaze also 
envisages the solution of other problems in the administrative and territorial or- 
ganization of the Uzbek SSR. 


Upon the representation of the government of the Uzbek SSR, the Presidium of the 
Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet adopted on 19 January 1981 the ukaze, "On the conversion 
of the agrarian-industrial cost-accounting association of the Uzbek SSR on the pro- 
duction, procurement, commercial processing, and wholesale sale of potatoes, vege- 
tables, melons, fruits, and grapes ("Uzplodoovoshchvinprom") to the union-republic 
Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Production of the Uzbek SSR." 


In connection with the conversion of the agrarian-industrial cost-accounting associa- 
tion of the Uzbek SSR on the production, procurement, commercial processing, and 
wholesale sale of potatoes, vegetables, melons, fruits, and grapes to the union- 
republic Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Production of the Uzbek SSR, the Presidium of 
the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet, by the ukaze of 30 March 1981, introduced changes 

to the law of the Uzbek SSR Council of Ministers. This ukaze supplemented Article 25 
of the law, establishing a list of union-republic ministries of the Uzbek SSR, and 
introduced the corresponding changes to Article 29. 


Also on representation of the republic's government, the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR 
Supreme Soviet, by the ukaze of 21 April 1981, formed the union-republic State Com 
mittee of the Uzbek SSR on Providing Petrolewm Products. 


In accordance with the ukaze of the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet, "On 
the formation of the union-republic State Committee of the Uzbek SSR on Providing 
Petroleum Products," it is proposed that an addition be introduced to Article 27 
of the law of the Uzbek SSR on the Council of Ministers of the Uzbek SSR which es- 
tablishes a list of union-republic State Committees of the Uzbek SSR. 


The draft law of the Uzbek SSR on introducing changes and additions to the law of 
the Uzbek SSR, "On the introduction and mastery of crop rotation,” is introduced 

for the consideration of the deputies. This law proposes the introduction of changes 
and additions which follow from the constitution of the USSR and the constitution of 
the Uzbek SSR. The new edition of the law expands the circle of organizations and 
departments which monitor the accomplishment of the law on the introduction and 
mastery of crop rotation. Refinements of an editorial nature are introduced. Thus, 
the law oi the Uzbek SSR on the introduction and mastery of crop rotation is pre- 
sented in conformance with legislation in effect. 


During the past period, changes have occurred in the composition of the Uzbek SSR 
government. Upon representation of the Chairman of the republic's Council of Minis- 
ters, ukazes of the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet were adopted on the 


release and appointment of persons who are members of the Uzbek SSR Council of 
Ministers. 


On 26 December 1980, an ukaze was adopted by wiuich Comrade Bakhadyr Abbasovich 
Abdurazok was appointed minister of foreign affairs of the Uzbek SSR, and the deputy 


chairman of the Uzbek SSR Council of Minister, Comrade Minavar Tursunovich Tursunov, 
was relieved of these duties. 
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On 17 January 1981 Comrade Sayera Umarovna Sultanova was appointed minister of social 
security of the Uzbek SSK and, at the same time, Comrade Vasilya Sadykovna Sadykova 
was relieved of these duties in connection with her retirement on a pension. 


By the ukaze of the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet of 22 January 1981, 
Comrade Arif Alimov was appointed minister of fruit and vegetable production of the 
Uzbek SSR. 


On 22 January 1981, the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet adopted ukazes on 
including as a member of the Council of Ministers of the Uzbek SSR Comrade Nadyr 
Umarovich Karimov--business manager of the Uzbek SSR Council of Ministers, and the 
dropping from the Uzbek SSR Council of Ministers of Comrade Fattakh Gafurovich 
Yakubov who was relieved of the duties as business manager of the Uzbek SSR Council 
of Ministers in connection with transfer to other work. 


On 29 April 1981, ukazes of the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet were adopt- 
ed on appointing Comrade Zakhri Rakhimbabayeva as minister of culture of the Uzbek 
SSR and the release of Comrade Gayni Nadzhimov from these duties in connection with 
a transfer to other work. 


On 5 May 1981 the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet appointed Comrade Vali 
Abduvakhidovich Khamidov as chairman of the State Committee of the Uzbek SSR on the 
Provision of Petroleum Products. 


In the period between the preceding and present sessions changes aiso occurred in 
the composition of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Court. 


By ukazes of 15 December 1980 the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet relieved 
from duties members of the republic's Supreme Court Comrades Shavkat Abdullayevich 
Akhmedov in connection with a transfer to other work and Ziyavitdin Shamsutdinovich 
Nasritdinov. 


On 30 April 1981 the Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet adopted an ukaze on 
the selection of Comrades Mekhri Dzhurayevna Salomova and Nikolay Ivanovich Kazakov 
as members of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Court. 


The Presidium of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Court requests the consideration and approval 


of the draft laws of the Uzbek SSR and decrees of the Uzbek SSR Supreme Soviet which 
have been presented. /(Applause)/ [in boldface}.

LATVIAN SUPREME SOVIET ON PRIVATE PLOT PRODUCTION 
Riga SOVETSKAYA LATVIYA in Russian 13 Jun 81 pp 1-2 


{Report of First Deputy Chairman of Latvian SSR Council of Ministers Deputy 

R.O. Verro: "On Tasks of Local Soviets of People's Deputies of the Republic for 
Increasing the Production of Animal-Husbandry Products on Citizens’ Private Subsid- 
iary Farms") 


(Text) Comrade deputies! 


The 26th Congress of the Commmist Party of the Soviet Union was truly an event of 
historical importance on the way to the building of communism in our country. It 
defined che new developmental prospects of our society and outlined a broad program 
for the further rise of the well-being of the Soviet people. 


The congress decisions, positions and tasks presented in the Suamary Report of the 
CPSU Central Committed presented by Comrade L.I. Brezhnev and also contained in the 
"Basic Directions of the Economic and Social Development of the USSR for 1981-1985 
and the Period to 1990" were received by the Soviet people with the greatest of en- 
thusiasm. All our people, both in town and country, express their readiness to la- 
bor determinedly and creatively for the achievements of the goals outlined by the 
congress. Everywhere socialist competition is being launched on a wide scale for 
the successful fulfillment of the decisions of the congress. 


As we know, the basic task of the party's economic strategy for the ‘80s is boosting 
further the people's well-being; this will be guaranteed on the basis of a steady 
and progressive development of the national economy. The program of boosting the 
people's well-being outlined by the congress encompasses the most diverse sides of 
the life of the Soviet people—conditions of labor and everyday life, culture and 
recreation. It is important to improve significantly the supply of food products to 
the population, especially meat, milk and other amimal-husbandry products. For this 
reason the 26th party congress found it necessary to work out a special food program 
that would ensure fuller satisfaction of the population's needs. 


At am appearance at a festive meeting in Tbilisi on the occasion of the 60th anni- 
versary of Georgian SSR and the Communist Party of Georgia, Comrade L.I. 8rezhnev 
said: “In a short period to reliably provide the people with food products and 
agricultural raw matertals—-such is the task which the party has now set for the en- 
tire country. We must resolve it and we shall resolve it without fail." 
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Public production of kolkhozes and sovkhozesa is che chief source for the satisfaction 
of the constantly growing needs of the country for food and agricultural raw materi- 
als. Ic receives unremitting attention and is provided with every kind of assist- 
ance. From year to year, capital investment has been increasing in the development 
of a material and technical base; shipments of modern high-efficiency equipment, min- 
eral fertilizers and chemical agents for the protection of plants are growing} work 
on land reclamation is going on on a tremendous scale and the construction of produc- 
tion installations is expanding. Through able wad effective use of production re- 
sources, this makes possible a significant rise in the yield of fields, productiv- 
ity of animal husbandry and gross production of agricultural products,and on this 
basis in 1985 the sale to the state for the republic es a whole of 19.2 percent nore 
milk, 18.7 percent more livestock and poultry and 8.5 percent more eggs than in 1980, 
There will also be a significant growth in the procurement of grain, potatoes, vege~- 
tables, fruits and other agricultural products. 


The speaker subsequently noted that a major influence will be exerted on the further 
development of the republic's kolkhozes and sovkhozes by the decisions of the recent- 
ly held plenum of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Latvia; at this 
plenum the question of measures for the further intensification of rural construction, 
especially housing, social, cultural and consumer facilities--schools, children's in- 
stitutions, stores, dining rooms, clubs and consumer-service enterprises--was thor- 
oughly examined. In this lies the basis for strengthening of kolkhozes and sovkhoz- 
es and also for solving tasks relating to increasing the production of agricultural 
products. 


At the same time, the speaker subsequently noted, private subsidiary farms of the 
population serve as a significant reserve for adding to food resources. In the sum 
mary report of the Central Committee to the 26th party congress, Comrade L.I. Brezh- 
nev noted: "The foundation of socialist agriculture has been and continues to be 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes. But this does not at all mean that it is possible to neg- 
lect the resources of private subsidiary farms. Experience shows that such farms 
can serve as a significant support in the production of meat, milk and certain other 
products. The orchards, vegetable gardens, poultry and livestock belonging to work- 
ing people are a part of our common wealth." 


During the years of the 10th Five-Year Plan, the state purchased from the population 
1,700,000 tons of milk, 213,000 tons of livestock and poultry, 275,000 tons of pota- 
toes and many other agricultural products. This is why we cannot afford not to take 
into account the contribution which is being made and could be made by the private 
subsidiary farms of citizens, especially of the agricultural population, in the re- 
alization of the food program. 


Local soviets of people's deputies, ministries and departments of the agroindustrial 
complex, kolkhozes and sovkhozes must const4Mtly be concerned with increasing the 
production of agricultural products on private subsidiary farms of the population. 


Since the promulgation of the decree of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR 
Council of ‘inisters “Concerning Private Subsidiary Farms of Kolkhoz Members, Vork- 
ers, Employees and Other Citizens and Collective Horticulture and Truck Farming” 
more than three years have passed. During this time, the republic government, local 
soviets of people's deputies and agricultural and procurement organs have done 
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certain work aimed at improved organization of production of agricultural products at 
private subsidiary farms of citizens. Over a number of years, socialist competition 
nas been conducted in the republic by cities of rayon affiliation, urban settlements 
and rural soviects to increase che production and sale to the state of animal<-husbandry 
products from private subsidiary farms. A svetem of moral and material incentives 
was developed and is being successfully used for the winners of this competition-—- 
ispolkoms of local soviets, deputies and activists directly participating in the or- 
ganization of purchases of animal-husbandry products from the population. 


The work experience of che best rural and village soviets in organizing production 
and procurement of agricultural products at private subsidiary farms of citizens is 
being systematically studied, generalized and disseminated. The population is pro- 
vided direct assistance in the acquisition of livestock. Each year kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes sell to the population 350,000-400,000 piglets and more than 2 million 
chicks and provide pasturage and feed for their growing and fattenine. 


It should be said that good results are obtained there where local soviets and pro- 
curement orgams conduct che proper organizational work and ably utilize advanced ex- 
perience. This applies first of all to many local soviets of Valmiyerskiy, Valkskiy 
and Madonsxiy rayons. Thus, for example, in 1980 in Valmiyerskiy Rayon on the aver- 
age more than 3,000 kiiograms of milk were purchased per cow of those privately own- 
ed by citizens (moreover, more than 90 percent of cow owners took part in sales of 
milk to the state), while on the average for the republic only 1,971 kilograms of 
milk were purchased. 


Good results in production and procurement of animal-husbandry products from the 
population are being achieved year after vear by Yertsenskiy Rural Soviet of Valkskiy 
Rayon, Liyezerskiy Rural Soviet of Madonskiy Rayon, Aloyskiy Village and Katvarskiy 
Rural Soviets of Limbazhskiy Rayon and Brunavskiy Rural Soviet of Bauskiy Rayon. 
Proof of the successes achieved by them lies in the fact that all questions relating 
to organization of production and procurement of agrucultural products at private 
subsidiary farms are resolved comprehensively and organizational work is of a con- 
crete character. Local soviets are starting to become interested in products pro- 
duced on private subsidiary farms not just when they are being grown there; they 
provide effective aid to each farm in the production of these products. At the be- 
ginning of the year, deputies elucidate in their electoral districts what aid is re- 
quired for edch private plot and what the possibilities are of selling the produced 
produce to the state. Ispolkoms generalize the results of these surveys and utilize 
them in their organizational work. A good contact with the heads of kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes enables executive committees of local soviets in this way to offer needed 
assistance in the cultivation of farmhouse plots, arrangement of pasturage for the 
livestock belonging to them and of fodder transportation and to ensure uninterrupted 
work of milk collectors. Such work yields positive results. 


The work of Balvskiy and Kraslavskiy rayispolkoms and a number of local soviets of 
these rayons in increasing the production and procurement of meat on citizens’ farms 
is worthy of attention. Good work was done last year by local soviets of Rezeknen- 
skiy, Limbazhskiy and Aluksnenskiy rayons. 


3ut for the republic as a whole, the speaker noted, the results of work relating to 
the production and procurement of animal-inusbandry products in this category of farms 
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have been so far wisatisfactory. The size of purchases of milk, livestock and 
poultry at private subsidiary farms of citizens during these years has not only not 
grown but has even decreased. 


Compared to 1977, the number of livestock on private subsidiary farms has become 
smaller. 


The CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers, on analyzing the exist- 
ing situation in the country, promulgated in January of this year a new decree "On 
Additional Measures for Increasing the Production of Agricultural Products on Pri- 
vate Subsidiary Farms of Citizens." This decree makes significant changes in the 
present practice of private subsidiary farms maintained by the population and in 

the production in them of agricultural products. It is an outstanding example of 
Systematic realization of the requirements of the USSR Constitution on the all-out 
cooperation provided by the state and kolkhozes to citizens in their maintenance of 
private subsidiary farms. 


The new decree and the tasks stemming from it were discussed in detail on 14 May 
1981 at the republic conference of chairmen of the executive committees of rural 
village and city (cities of rayon subordination) soviets of people's deputies. At 
it many practical proposals and critical remarks were made in regard to a number of 
republic ministries and departments. As of now all of them have been studied by the 
republic government, and the proper measures will be taken on their basis. 


Rearing of livestock under contractual conditions, as provided by the decree of the 
CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers, is a new form of broad 
favolvement of the population in the production of meat of livestock and poultry and 
makes it possible to utilize most efficiently labor resources existing at a kolkhoz 
or sovkhoz, including pensioners; it will also contribute to fuller utilization of 
fodder fields and existing animal-husbandry buildings. 


The rearing of livestock under contractual conditions has already been successfully 
done at certain republics and oblasts of our country as well as at individual rayons 
of our republic. For the past three years, a single plan was used at a number of 
rayons by kolkhozes and sovkhozes, which included the purchase of livestock from the 
population through the conclusion of contracts. Experience disclosed that such a 
system makes it possible to utilize more fully the possibilities of meat production 
at private subsidiary farms. Thus, for example, last year considerably more meat 
was purchased from the population at Bauskiy and Liyepayskiy rayons than in 1978. 

An absolute majority of rayispolkoms is in favor of disseminating such an arrange- 
ment of livestock purchases in all rayons. At the present time, the republic gov- 
ernment is studying this questions and will shortly adopt an appropriate decision. 


The additional measures prescribed by the decree of the CPSU Central Committee and 
the USSR Council of Ministers are aimed at fuller utilization ¢& the possibilities 

of citizens’ farms in increasing the production and sale of animal-husbandry products 
to the state. For the successful realization of these measures, the Ministry of 
Agriculture, its local organs, rayon, rural and village soviets jointly with kol- 
khozes and sovkhozes must engage in serious work in comnection with providing hay- 
fields and pasturages for the livestock of individual farms of citizens residing on 
their territory regardless of where they may work. 
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At the present time, young stock needs of the rural population are not being fully 
satisfied. For this reason the new decree outlines a number of radical measures for 
the improvement of this work. In particular, provision was made of increasing the 


sale to the population of young livestock and poultry and also cows and heifers with 
preferential treatment. 


For the purpose of increasing the motivation of young families living in rural lo- 
calities in establishing a private subsidiary farm, sovkhozes and other state agri- 
cultural enterprises are permitted to issue young livestock to them at the expense 
of the farm and to provide them with aid in the construction of yard farm structures. 
It is recommended for kolkhozes to follow a similar procedure. 


The Ministry of Agriculture and rayon soviets of people's deputies, R.O. Verro em 
phasized, must see to it that all kolkhozes and sovkhozes, regardless of special- 
ization, increase the production of piglets and completely provide for the needs of 
the population residing on their territory. At the same time, local soviets should 
coaduct explanatory work among the population aimed at increasing the number of sows 
on private subsidiary farms for the purpose of partial fulfillment of the need of the 
population for piglets through cheir production on citizens’ subsidiary farms. 


Fulfillment of the tasks sets by the party amd the government relating to increasing 
the production of agricultural products on private subsidiary farms of the population 
will require a great deal of painstaking organizational work on the part of local 
soviets. They must see to it that every rural family residing on a kolkhoz or sov- 
khoz has, as a rule, a private subsidiary farm. It is necessary to assign to then 
plots of land for vegetable gardening ad to create all the necessary conditions. 


Local soviets of people's deputies must study the possibilites of each farm to pro- 
duce certain agricultural products on the private subsidiary farm and to carry out 
broad explanatory work aimed at increasing the numbers of livestock and poultry on 
citizens’ farms ad also having them conclude contracts with kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 
Local soviets must strictly keep track of the fulfillment of the concluded agreements 
by both sides. 


Major possibilities for further increasing the production of meat and milk are to be 
found not only at rural soviets but also at villages and cities of rayon subordina- 
tion. As shown by practice, an important role in the improvement of this work cm 
be played by animal-husbandry associations [tovarishchestva]. ‘This is convincingly 
shown by the work experience of Lubanskiy Village Soviet of People's Deputies. Such 
an association has existed at Lubana since 1973. It has made it possible for individ 
ual owners of livestock through joint efforts to successfully solve many questions 
which it would not have .een possible for each ome to solve individually. The day- 
to-day attention which the ispolkom devotes to the animal-husbandry association has 
made it possible to purchase in the course of the past several years on the average 
3,000 kilograms of milk per cow. 


As we know, private subsidiary farms make a significant contribution to supplying 
the population not only with animal-husbandry products but also with other farm 
products—potatoes, vegetables, fruits. Consequently, local soviets of people's 
deputies also must devote day-to-day attention to increasing the production of these 
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@gricultural products, A negative effect is being exerted on increasing purchases 
of potatoes and especially vegetables and fruits by not sufficiently efficient and 
considered work on the part of certain procurement organs, particularly Latpotreb- 
soyuz,. 


In Comrade L.I. Brezhnev's speech at the November (1978) Plenum of the CPSU Central 
Committee, it was emphasized that a need existed for the creation of a certain pub- 
lic climate in which kolkhoz farmers and sovkhoz workers would feel that by rearing 
livestock and poultry at nome they were doing something useful for the state. Sut 
heads and specialists of ministries, departments, ispolkoms of local soviets and 
heads of kolxhozes and sovkhozes in *e republic are not creating everywhere the 
necessary conditions for the developwent and effective operation of private subsid- 
iary farms. In regard to this question, local soviets are still not making adequate 
use of the rights granted then. 


Success in the development of private subsidiary farms largely depends on how a 
whole series of republic ministries and departments, especially the Ministries of 
Agriculture, Procurement, Meat and Dairy Industry, fruit and vegetable management, 
.atpotrebsoyuz, will fulfill those tasks imposed on them by the decree of the party 
Central Committee and the Soviet government. 


Coordination of all work relating to the organization of operation of private sut- | 
sidiary farms of the population was turned over to the Ministry of Agriculture and 
its local organs. For this purpose there is being created in the ministry a depart- 
ment for management of tne development of subsidiary farms of the population; at all 
agricultural administrations of rayispolkoms and at all agroindustrial associations 
a position of specialist for management of the work of subsiciary farms of citizens 
is being established and at all kolkhozes and sovkhozes there will be created posi- 
tions of sovkho deputy director and kolkhoz deputy chairman or specialist on ques- 
tions of operation of private subsidiary farms of the population residing on the 
territory of the respective kolkhoz or sovkhoz. These workers will not only arrange 
for conclusion of contracts for growing and fattening of livestock on private sub- 
sidiary farms and purchasing agricultural products from the population; they will 
also provide assistance to citizens in tne operation of private subsidiary farms. 


The speaker noted that cadre selection deserved special attention. There should be 
appointed to these positions able organizers, people with initiative, who well un- 
derstand the importance of the set tasks. So far many owners of private subsidiary 
farms have expressed valid complaints regarding heads of kolkhozes and sovkhozes 
who do not always provide in due measure assistance in the cultivation of personal 
plots, procurement and transportation of fodder, taking in of the harvest and sale 
of grown products. Many unsolved problems exist in regard to questiors of construc- 
tion of farm structures and making available necessary construction materials to 
the rural population. The development of private subsidiary farms is also hindered 
by a shortage of horticultural and gardening equipment, containers and packing 
materials. 


The Ministries of Agriculture, Local Industry, Forestry and Timber Industry, Trade, 
Latpotrebsoyvuz and Gossnab of Latvian SSR must implement the necessary measures for 
tne solution of these problems.

It is also necessary to improve significantly the procurement work of the Ministry 
of Meat and Dairy Industry. In a number of rayons, the operation of livestock re- 
ceiving centers is poorly organized; this is especially so at Tsesisskiy, Ludzen- 
skiy and a number of others. 


Reduction of the volume of purchases of milk in a number of the republic's rayons 
was the consequence of not carefully thought out elimination by the Ministry of 
Meat and Dairy Industry of a considerable number of milk receiving centers. The 
allocated motor transport frequently operates poorly. For example, in Nalvskiy, 
Ludzens:iy and several other rayons only about half of the transport equipment op- 
erates on some days on the established routes. If you take into consideration that 
these cases are not isoleted in the republic, such irresponsibility of procuremen: 
Organizations, as well as of local soviet organs, results in considerable quantities 
of milk, meat and other agricultural products not being picked up. We mst not for- 
get the material and moral damage suffered by the owners of the subsidiary farms 
whose products are not purchased on time. Such a situation is intolerable. The 
Ministry of Meat and Dairy Industry and Latpotrebsoyuz should have a network of 
fixed or mobile receiving and procurement centers that would ensure the complete and 
timely purchase of livestock, poultry, rabbits, milk, potatoes, vegetables, fruits, 
berries and other agricultural products from the population. 


The creation of such a network and its entire operation should be under the daily 
control of local soviets of people's deputies and their executive committees. 


Rayou inspectorates of the Ministry of Procurement should significantly activate 
their work relating to the organization of procurement of all agricultural products 
at private subsidiary farms. 


In conclusion, the speaker expressed the confidence that local soviets of people's 
deputies, republic ministries and departments under the supervision of party organs 
and with the active participation of deputies and the entire population would apply 
adequate energies to the solution of the tasks set by the party and the government 
relating to increasing the production and procurement of agricultural products and, 
ably utilizing the resources of the population's private subsidiary farms, make a 

wort..y contribution to the implementation of the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress.

LAW ENFORCEMENT MEASURES IN RIGA 
Riga SUVETSKAYA LATVIYA in Russian 11 Jun 81 p 2 


[LATINFORM report on 6th session of 16th convocation of Riga City Soviet of People's 
Deputies: "Law and Order--the Common Concern") 


[Text] The 6th session of the 16th convocation of the Riga Soviet of People's Depu- 
ties was held on 10 June; at the session, a report of the gorispolkom's administra- 
tion of internal affairs on further strengthening law and order and socialist legal- 
ity was heard. 


The session was opened by M.Ya. Dubro, chairman of Riga Gorispolkon. 


The report was presented by the gorispolkom's chief of the administration of inter- 
nal affairs M.I. Vinchugov. 


A joint report was presented by V.F. Naumov, chairman of the Permanent Commission on 
Socialist Legality and Protection of Public Order of Riga City Soviet. 


The cospeakers and commenting deputies noted that under the leadrship of the city 
party committee and the gorispolkom a great deal was done to strengthen law and or- 
der and socialist legality. At meetings of the city and rayon executive committees 
questions relating to this activity were regularly studied. A significant contribu- 
tion to the struggle against law violations was made by the Permanent Commissiam am 
Socialist Legality and Protection of Public Order of the Riga City Soviet of People's 
Deputies. It constantly analyzed the state of affairs in this area and provided ne- 
cessary recommendations. 


As a result of these and other measures, many questions of further improvement of 
the organization of prevention of law violations and increasing of the struggle 
against crime. There has been a reduction in the city of different kinds of la 
violations, while the fight against drunkenness, parasitism and speculation has be- 
come more active. Many deficiencies have been eliminated in the cooperation of la- 
protection organs and social formations, especially organs of the militia and vol- 
untary people's patrols. , 


At the same time, deputies noted that many important tasks relating to intensifica- 
tion of the struggle against crime are still not being sufficiently actively solved. 
It was emphasized in this connection that a great deal of aid should be rendered 
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militia organe by pubiic organizations at place of residence and work as well as by the 
adainistration of enterprises and organizations, housing and sunicipal-service organs 
and by the city's entire population. 


At the session, much attention was devoted to questions of prevention of law viola- 
tions amony minors. Mention was made of the need for a comprehensive approach to the 
organization of the work of upbringiag and to the struggle against any form of anti- 
social manifestations. 


It was also noted that the state of affairs relating to preservation of socialist 
property largely does not meet requirements. In this connection, complaints have 
been made to the managements of Avtoelektropribor Plant, the administration of gas- 
oline fillinp stations, the production associations of Riga Electromachine Building 
Plant, Latviyas balzame and Druva. 


Tnere were also examined new tasks for providing safety and using modern technical 
equipment for organization of road traffic. 


In regard to all these questions, deputies submitted their proposals aimed at ir- 


proving work and forms and methods of operation of law-protection organs and social 
formations. 


in the adopted decision, the City Soviet of People's Deputies ordered the gorispol- 
,om's administration of internal affairs to carry out a number of measures for the 
elimination of defects in work relating to preservation of law and order and inten- 
sification ot the struggle against law violations. 


The session also listened co information on progress in the fulfillment of the deci- 
sion of the city soviet on the development of a material-technical bases for the 
training and education of children and teenagers.

SEVENTH CONGRESS OF KIRGHIZ UNION OF WRITERS 
Pre-Congress Article Defends Aytmatov 
Frunze SOVETSKAYA KIRGIZIYA in Russian 7 Jun 81 p 3 


[Article by A. Sadykov, doctor of philosophical sciences, corresponding member of 
Academy of Sciences Kirghiz SSR: “The Weapon of the Word"] 


[Text] The decree of the CPSU Central Committee, “On further improvement of ideolo- 
gical and political~indoctrinational work," especially stresses the role of artistic 
literature as an important ideological weapon of the Communist Party. In this connec- 
tion, as the primary task of the workers on the ideological front it is recommended 
that attention be paid to the creation of new, significant works of literature and 
art which “strike our ideological adversaries." 


When the conversation turns to Soviet literature, the bourgeois ideologists attack 
first and foremost the method of socialist realism which is flourishing and alive 
with artistic practice. They present it as fabricated and imposed on Soviet litera- 
ture from above. Whereas the creative base for this method was laid even before the 
October Revolution in the works of the proletarian writers headed by Maxim Gorkiy. 
The very term of “socialist realism’ didnot arise and did not become official at 
once, but as the result of prolonged creative searches and discussions and as the 
result of the generalization of the experience in the development of Soviet multi- 
national literature. Therefore, no relation to the truth is had by the slanderous 
fabrications of the bourgeois ideologists to the effect that allegedly the term 
“socialist realism" was invented and only later did the creative practice of Soviet 
writers “fit itself" under its principles. 


Bourgeois ideologists link their slanderous fabrications concerning the method of 
socialist realism with denial of literature's party spirit. “True literature,” they 
assert, “has nothing in common with party spirits; it must remain aloof from the class 
struggle." Today's Sovietologists do not tire of repeating the old dreams of the 
bourgeois ideologists of “above-class literature." But such literature never exist- 
ed and does not exist now in one country of the world. It is well known how 
Viadimir Il‘ich Lenin at one time passionately and angrily criticized the theoreti- 
cians of “free literature.” “The freedom of the bourgeois writer, artict, and 
actress,” he said, “is only the camouflaged (or hypocritically camouflaged) depen- 
dence on the moneybag, on bribery, on pay.” In the opinion of V. I. Lenin, genuine 
free literature exists only in a socialist society because it serves “not the ‘upper 
tens of thousands’ who are bored and suffering from obesity,” but millions and tens 
of millions of workers “who comprise the flower of the country, its strength, and 
its future” ( Polnoye sobraniye sochineniy [Complete Works], Vol 12, p 194). 




















For the Soviet writer, communiat party spirit is not only a subject of special 
pride. tlt is also the lofty obligation to serve the working people loyally with 
artistic combat word, Mikhail Sholokhov spoke very aptly of the spiritual unity of 
the party and the Soviet creative intelligentsia: “The malicious enemies abroad 
speak of us, Soviet writers, as if we write on instructions of the party. The facte 
of the matter are somewhat different: each of us writes in accordance with the 
dictates of the heart, and our hearts belong to the party and our people whom ve 
serve with our art." 


The bourgeois ideologists allot a special place in the present ideological struggle 
to national literatures. They do not tire of repeating over and over again that the 
process of Russification is taking place in the national literatures of the Soviet 
Union and that their prospects are pitiful and not very promising. No!--we say in 
anewer to this. Soviet national literatures, including the literatures of the re- 
publics of Central Asia and Kazakhstan, have attained genuine flourishing during 

the years of Soviet power. The entire reading world knows, ‘or example, the works 
of the Hero of Socialist Labor and winner of the Lenin and State Prizes, Chingiz 
Aytmatov. In all countries where his works have been translated they find a ready 
response. However, it looks very @uch as though this does not please our ideologi- 
cal foes. In discussing the works of Ch. Aytmatov, bourgeois ideologists put into 
operation under the hypocritical cover of laudatory comments hostile attacks about 
Soviet multinational literature as a whole as well as about the works of Ch. Aytmatov 
himself only on facts which occur in the press of such capitalist countries as the 
United States, Great Britain, and Italy. Thus, an article with the extremely “elo- 
quent” title, “The Reflection of Suicide and Death in the Creativity of Writers of 
the East,” saw the light in Milan. The beginning of the article supports the 
initiative of the (Mursiya) Publishing House which began to publish the series, 
“Soviet Writers and the Writers of Eastern Europe." Then, after a report on the 
publication of “White Steamship,” the author comes to the sensational conclusion: 
"Murder of the mther-deer and feasting are portrayed as victory of an evil beginning 
over the spiritual, over a beautiful dream." Another newspaper, (IL' DZHERNALE 

D' ITALIYA), which is published in Rome, published an article by Wol'f), “White 
Steamship'--Between Reality and Fairy Tale." “Aytmatov's creativity,” writes its 
author, “remains aloof from ‘didactic’ literature which was an inevitable product of 
a society where one ‘ideology’ predominates for more than half a century. This is 
one of the reasons for the writer's success." (Vol'f Dzhyusti) consciously and in an 
ill-intentioned manner contrasts Ch. Aymatov with all Soviet literature, picturing 
our reality in a clearly tendentious manner. But you see, to the unprejudiced 
reader it is clear that the success of Ch. Aytmatov's creativity--is not the result 
of the writer's renunciation of Sovie: ideology, but just the opposite--the fruit of 
the organic merging of his civil and creative positions with the interests of the 
people and the party. 


In publishing the story "White Steamship," the Crown Publishing House accompanied 
it with a malicious anti-Soviet foreword. “While the majority of the writers from 
the republics which still recently did not have access to European culture create 
immature, boring works like those which the Soviet leaders require of them and which 
differ little from naked propaganda of the existing system, Aymatov, in his tales 
and stories, provides clear and living examples of people as they are." This is 
how a writer under the pen of a double-dyed anti-Soviet contrasts all our multi- 
national literature clearly for ill-intentioned purposes. 
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In another American city (in Boston) aa article, “In the Field of View of the Soviet 
Writer==Contradictions in the Syatem Iteelf," was published in the newspaper CHRIS- 
TIAN SCIENCE MONITOR, The very title of the article already reflects ite tendentious- 
ness. Should we be surprised that in this article it is asserted unambiguously that 
allegedly "Ch. Aytmatov, winner of the Lenin and State Prizes, considers literature 
outside of politics." 





There are many such examples which falsify reality directly or indirectly. 


In the newspaper TIMES LITERARY SUPPLEMENT which is published in London, the article 
"The Sorrow of the Lose of a Horse" was published. The article asserts that apparent- 
ly the main inspiration of the story, “Goodbye, Gul'sary!", ie “social criticises.” 

In reality, as is known, the author subjects to criticiem individual phenomena which 
are foreign to us and which have remained in the consciousness of people rather than 
a social system. Ch. Aytmatov creates a brilliant, vivid model of a simple kolkhoz 
farmer, communist Tanabay, who emerged the victor in a difficult struggle with 
careeriats and bureaucrats. This victory is completely proper because it is the re- 
sult of the spiritual influence of our socialist social system which has made the 
simple working man the master of his fate, the master of the Coutry of Soviets. 


As an anewer to the bourgeois falsifiers, I want to present the words of Chingiz 
Aytmatov himself from his article, “Mother Russia, Your Are Our Morning Age," which 
was published on the pages of PRAVDA. “When they speak abroad of the Russification 
of the natlonal cultures which allegedly is taking place, we answer that this is 
slander and ignorance of our life," writes Ch. Aytmatov.

world in the readers, From number tonumber, for example, we have published essays, 
stories, reports, articles, and poems about the leading representatives of the 

famous builders’ collective of the Kurpsayskaya GES with which we have organized 
long-term creative ties and about the life of the workers of the patronized order- 
bearing kolkhoz imeni V.I. Lenin, Alamedinskiy rayon. 


In the prose section, a number of important works were devoted to the subject of la- 
bor, the moral climate which is formed in the collective, and to the interrelation- 
ships between its members. These are the chapters from the novel by S. Omurbayev, 
"Telegey," for which Telegey Sagymbayev, a noble shepherdess of the republic, Hero of 
Labor, and heroine-mother became the prototype, the documentary story by S.

The 
stories by A. Ivanov, “A Tiny Miracle Beneath the Feet," tell about the difficult 
fates of journalists and party workers and about the difficulty and acuteness of the 
moral-psychological problems which they are solving while V. Zapol'skiy's "Vika 
Viktoria--Her Mother's Daughter" tells about the searches of yesterday's school 
graduates for their place in the worker formation. Significant in its international- 
patriotic sounding is the documentary story by K. Dzhusupov, “Story About the Paternal 
Kray.” The rich and varied world of modern man in its most diverse facets is reflect- 
ed in the stories by Sh.

Baydzhiyev, “We Are Men," the documentary story by L. Dyadyuchenko, “What is It, 
Victory?", the stories, essays, and tales by S. Sasykbayev, F. Samokhin, S. 
Dzhetimishev, M. Murataliyev, V. Svetlichnyy, and others. 


After the 6th Congress of Writers of Kirghizia, the journal published the works of 
important poetry forms which belong to the pen of representatives of various cre- 
ative generations of Kirghiz poets. Varied in their idea and thematic filling and

creative hand, these works are one in their enthusiasm for humanism and vitality. 
The poems of many Kirghiz poets, including A. Tokombayev, T. Adyshev, Ya. Shivaza,

The journal's department of criticiem and bibliography tried to brighten up its work, 
too. I point, for example, to the organization of the creative discussion of the 
timely problem, “Our contemporary in the Kirghiz prose of recent years," as a grati- 
fying fact. This discussion stimulated the interest of the Kirghiz writers in con- 
temporary subject matter and in the portrayal of the man of our time, especially the 
working man. 


Among the important organizational and creative measures accomplished by the editors, 
we should note first of all the conduct of literary competitions devoted to the 60th 
amiversary of the Great Oct ober and the 110th anniversary of the birth of V.I. Lenin. 


The journal constantly keeps in its field of view the creativity of the young, fur- 
thering their ideological-professional establishment and growth. On the editorial 
board, attention to the youths and girls who are testing their strengths in litera- 
ture was especially revitalized after publication of the decree of the CPSU Central 
Committee, "On work with the creative youth."

wind, first and foremost, the urgent necessity to solve the question of increasing 
the periodicity of our publication.

forced to decline large-scale things altogether because of the small periodicity 

(the publication comes out once every two months) and the limited space of 
LITERATURNYY KIRGIZSTAN (eight printed sheets) regardless of how urgent and topica! 
they are. At the threshold of the next writers' congress, it is believed appropriate 
to again pose the question of publishing a monthly journal in the Russian language 

in Kirghizia following the example of other fraternal republics. This will provide 
greater opportunities for the creative Union of Writers of Kirghizstan to make their 
press organ a genuine tribune for the artistic and publicist word,

When I read the inspiring lines of the republic's national poet, Hero of Socialist 
Labor Aala Tokombayev, and our other famous word artists who belong to the older 
generation,--lines in which the wisdom of the elders who are aged with gray and the 
fervency of the youth are intertwined in an amazing manner--I1 am proud that I am 
their contemporary. They stood at the sources of today's written Kirghiz literature. 
These artists not only preserved and multiplied the glorious traditions of folklore, 
but they also laid the bases for new traditions and gave the direction to that chan- 
nel through which the vivifying river of our literature now flows. 


The founders of the national literature began with the creation of the alphabet of 
the Kirghiz language. The fingers of the future national poets and writers of Kir- 
ghizia slid over the pages of the first ABC books. Among the readers of the national 
ABC book at one time was a boy named Chingiz--the very one who subsequently was fated 
to be the pride not only of Kirghiz Literature, but also of all Soviet literature. 
Today, the works of the USSR Lenin and State Prizes winner, Hero of Socialist Labor 
Chingiz Aytmatov, have been translated into 80 of the world's languages. Be 

blessed, the first Kirghiz alphabet, born by the victory of the forces of reason over 


the forces of thousands, which became one more achievement of the October Revolu- 
tion! 


The path of the Kirghizians to the heights of developed socialism was covered with 
the unselfish assistance of the great Russian people and the other fraternal peoples 
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of our country. It is not by chance that the immortal Toktogul, the great Kirghiz 
folk poet and singer, who felt the joy and sorrow of the people with every cellule 
of his soul, sang: 


.--Slavery and painful times 
have passed, 
There are no more rich landowners, 
cunning and cruel, 
Dawn has now lit up for the 


poor: 
Justice has come with the Russian 
people. 
Poor man, open your eyes to this 
world. 
Go after knowledge as they go into 
battle. 
Yes, you will know the world of 
science, 
As soon as you master the Russian 
language. 


Contemporary Kirghiz literature is developing as a living particle of the union-wide 
creative process; it pulsates in common rhythm with the movement of the entire ar- 
tistic culture of the Soviet people. Kirghiz writers see as their main task the 
creation of a brilliant, full-blooded model of a working man, a hero of our time who 
is capable not simply of interesting the reader in the special features of his 
character or behavior, but also of forcing him to ponder over the meaning of life and 
making h.m higher morally and ethically and instilling in him lofty citizen feelings. 
Nor are we at all inclined to forget the necessity for the graphic recreation of 

the people's historic biography. However, I want to make a reservation: not anti- 
quarian interest in the past where everything that is given by olden times can be col- 
lected in one collection, like a museum, but extracting from the depths of the 
national memory its eternally living and unfading treasures--this, in my opinion, is 
what should feed the fantasy of the writer who turns to an historic theme. 


One of our primary concerns today is strengthening and multiplying ties with the 
reader, with life. The “writer-reader" system appears to be simple only a irst 
glance. For the independent life of a work begins in essence only at the mowent 
when the author places the last period in the manuscript. Will the heroes born by 
the artist's imagination become his own, near and dear, for the reader? Will he be- 
lieve in the possibility and acceptability of the solution of the vital problems 
raised in the book and proposed by the author? Will he grasp the writer's moral 
program or remain deaf to it? These are by no means idle questions. And therefore 
the Kirghiz writers’ organization always attached great signit' cance to direct con- 
tacts between writers and readers, seeing in them not only a means to study the 
spiritual demands of people, but also a means for living influence on a person's 
artistic taste and on the molding of an active citizen's position in him. 


The Union of Writers practices an effective form of contact with people who directly 
produce material valuables such as serving as patrons of individual enterprises, 
construction projects, or kolkhozes, and “his brings its results. The literary 
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journal ALA-TOO, for example, actively serves as a patron of the kolkhoz imeni Lenin 
of Tyupskiy rayon, the journal LITERATURNYY KIRGIZSTAN--of the kolkhoz imeni Lenin of 
Alamedinskiy rayon and the construction project of the Kurpsayskiy GES, and the 
weekly KYRGYZSTAN MADANIYATY—-of the installations of the Kirovsk reservoir. In 
essence, not one small corner remains on a map of the republic where Kirghiz writers 
would not come forth with creative accounts. And this, unquestionably, is a very 
pleasing fact. 


In Soviet Kirghizstan, literature is created in several languages. This phenomenon 
which, in general, is typical of the creative life of all the fraternal republics, 
testifies to the intensity of convergence and gutual enrichment of cultures in the 
process of accumulation of new spiritual values and aesthetic qualities. In this 
process, a leading role belongs to Russian literature which has accumulated the 
highest social and artistic ideas. The interaction and mutual enrichment of )itera- 
tures orients writers toward the assimilation of everything best to be found .n the 
spiritual treasure of each of the fraternal peoples, helps to avoid repeating the 
path covered by others, serves as an effective tool for the further improvement of 
the ideological and artistic skill of the “engineers of human souls," and intensifies 
the international-patriotic upbringing of the workers. 


In surveying the development of Kirghiz Soviet literature in the period between the 
two congresses, you note with deep satisfaction that the class, party approach to 

the phenomena of life and reality always were inherent in our word artists. The best 
works of literature created in the republic are imbued with communist ideology, the 
spirit of proletarian internationalism, and loyalty to the principles of socialist 
realism. 


The 26th Congress of the Leninist party posed important tasks in communist upbringing 
of the workers for the country's creative intelligentia. Stating that the "spiritu- 
al life of Soviet society is becoming more and more varied and rich," the congress 
called upon the figures of multinational art “to live with the interests of the 
people, to share joy and sorrow with them, to affirm the truth of life and our 
humanistic ideals, and to be active participants in communist construction." It is 
namely in this, it was stressed in the summary report, “that there is also genuine 
national character, genuine party art." The writers of Soviet Kirghizstan perceive 
this task as a long-term program for their creative work and are not sparing the 
ardor of their hearts and the words of talent to justify the hopes of the party and 
the people.

[Text] Never before in the past has literature occupied such an important position 

in society, such a large role in man's spiritual improvement, in the moral improve- 

ment of his daily life, and, finally, in the rapprochement of entire peoples and | 
even continents. Even today, when on our own planet, apparently the only one of | 
the planets where a rational life exists, there is increasing mortal danger of a 

senseless nuclear catastrophe, increasing threatening prospects of destruction of | 
everything that has been discovered through centuries of torturous search and labor 

and created by the force of human genius, today, I repeat, the peoples want to see 

in the writer not only and, I emphasize, not simply, an artistic chronicler of his 

time, but a courageous fighter for the flourishing of peace and happiness on earth. 


Man has ascribed a purposive and creative nature to time, has made it starlit and 
inspired. But the world is contradictory in reality, just as the actions of people 
are sometimes contradictory. And if in one part of the world man acts as a creator 
of new time, as a bearer of justice and freedom, friendship and creativity, in a- 
nother part of the globe there are, you see, also those who try, although in vain, 

to turn back the wheel of history, retaining the terrible slavery and oppression, 
galvanizing the past obsolete world of injustice, planting hatred and evil everywhere. 


Under these conditions, the will and reason of our Leninist party, our Soviet state, 
again and again manifests itself as the main help-giving factor in the internation-~ 
al e*mosphere. The latest and clearest example of this is the speech given from 

the tribune of the just completed session of the USSR Supreme Soviet by Leonid 
Il'ich Brezhnev and the appeal to the parliaments and peoples of the world that was 
adopted at this session.

Of course, we are well aware whose hands hold the main levers of book publishing 
in the West, and we are not placated by the illusion that the passionate civil posi- 
tions of the Soviet writer find heartfelt approval everywhere there, just as do his 
books which truthfully depict our Soviet virgin soil. We understand quite well and 
for what purpose our enemies seek out so-called political dissidents or at least 
those who write on subjects that are somewhat removed from Soviet reality. But we 
also understand that no one is succeeding or will succeed in the future at diminish- 
ing the significance of truly Soviet literature. Only from it, from Soviet litera- 
ture, is it possible to extract the valuable experience of unprecedented rapid de- 
velopment of our national culture and the true friendship of our peoples--and this 
at a time when some people in the world are defending unbridled expansionism and 
racial discrimination. Only it--Soviet literature--is capable of broadly and fully 
demonstrating the entire diversity of the national coloring of creative individuals, 
and today that this exists on the background of the ever deepening unification and 
cosmopolitanization of the spiritual life of many people in the West. 


The true attraction of Soviet literature consists precisely in its constant direct- 
edness toward man, toward his conscience and reason, precisely in its striving to 
help him to recognize the irreversability and unsurpassed value of his life, and 
also to help him in solving the essential problems of his personal and social life.

The 
recent 8th congress of writers of the republic unanimously noted the significant 
and motivated turning of writers of Kazakhstan to the main themes of modernity. 

The thematic range of works here embraces almost all factors of the life activity 
of Kazakhstan people, whose creative strides were evaluated so highly by L. lL.

As you can see, even such a perfunctory glance into the new creat‘ve attempts of 
Kazakh writers convinces us that they are groping for the key po. ts at which the 
most urgent social, economic and moral-ethical problems of our da: intersect. The 
significance of the subjects that are selected, the depth of figur ive thinking, 
and the correlation of individual creative attempts with the main tendencies of the 
modern literary process distinguish the new works of the poets A. Tashibayev, Kh. 
Bekkhozhin, D. Abilev, Kh. Yergaliyev, S. Maulenov, G. Kairbekov, 0. Suleymenov, 

K. Murzaliyev, Tumanbay Moldagaliyev and F. Ungarsynova. 


Recent decades, which have been marked by qualitatively new achievements in our 
social development, have had a favorable influence on the formation of the aesthe- 
tic experience of Kazakh literature as well. Not only works on the modern theme, 
but also the novels of T. Akhtanov and A. Nurshaikhov, which truthfully discuss 
the complex metamorphosis of the human soul in wartime, the books by G. Musrepov, 
A. Alimzhanov, Dm. Snegin, M. Simashko, A. Kekil'bayev and S. Zhunusov, which are 
devoted to historical subjects, show the increased philosophical trend in Kazakh 
prose and its utilization in new and effective means of generalizing activity from 
various times. 


All these positive aspects of our literary practice confirm the faith of Kazakh 
writers in the wise council of Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev, council which is known to us 
from nis remarkable book which was written with material from our area, "Virgin 
Land": “. . .do not be self-involved, do not stand still, enrich your creativity 
with the achievements of Russian literature and the literature of other peoples, 
and also do not forget to respect the traditions of national culture." 


But we are also well aware of the pitfalls of our literature. Thuis we are not ful- 
ly satis. ied with the condition of Kazakh dramaturgy and filmmaking. We must ad- 
mit that e also have considerable complaints against our literary criticism. The 
15th Congiess of the Communist Party of Kazakhstan and the 8th congress of writers 
of the republic justifiably pointed out these and other problems that are in need 
of a solution. But nonetheless today I can state with confidence that the large 
and talented multinational detachment of Kazakh literary men have the spirit and 
the capability to solve the most serious creative problems that are facing them. 


Increesed interest in the internal world of modern man, stronger demonstration of 
his personality and a broad grasp of the multifaceted aspects of his life activity 
in -ennection with the historical creativity of the people and the epoch itself-- 
these are the presently dominant tendencies in the development of Sovie: literature, 
and they bear witness to the high creative tone of our writers’ organization. Ad- 
ditionally, the very important trend in its social-literary and organizational 
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activity in our day is all-around strengthening of ties of artists of the word both 
with our large republic, saturated with life, and with sister literatures. The 
forms of these ties are diverse enough. And I should like to note with gratitude 
the productive influence on the activization of today's creative process of our 
literature that has been provided by such large socio-political and creative mea- 
sures of the USSR Union of Writers as the All-Union Scientific and Theoretical Con- 
ferences entitled "Implementation of the CPSU Agrarian Policy and Tasks of Soviet 
Literature in Depicting Soviet Rural Workers," and "Great October and the Historic 
Fates of National Cultures," whose participants in Alma Ata included representatives 
of all sister literatures and many literatures of foreign countries. Incidentally, 
from this high tribune I can assure our 8th Congress that literary people of Kazakh- 
Stan express their complete approval of the multifaceted creative and socio-politi- 
cal activity of the board of the USSR Union of Writers and its secretariart and, 

on Our part, we are prepared to participate actively in the future in all of its 
undertakings that are directed towa.ds further strengthening of the role and signi- 
ficance of Soviet literature, whic. is one of the main foundations of the spiritual 
wealth of the people. 


Each year national literatures make a greater contribution to the treasure house of 
our common spiritual wealth. The concept “periphery” disappeared long ago, not only 
because of the economic, but also because of the spiritual geography of our home- 
land. A new tidal wave, a wave that is rising in all national literatures, in 
which Leonid Il‘ich Brezhnev expressed satisfaction at the 26th CPSU Congress, the 
ever-expanding creative contacts between sister literatures, and the theory and 
practice of cultural integration which we are carrying out in our country, require 
the most detailed and profound study.

The opening of a 
USSR scientific research institute of national literatures and a publishing house, 
say, named Druzhba, a publishing house specializing in the publication of works of 
national literatures translated into Russian and foreign languages would contribute 
to solving the problem of qualitatively improving artistic translations from lang- 
uages of the peoples of the USSR, would heip to solve problems of training and effi- 
ciently utilizing translators, and would expand the possibilities of studying and 
publicizing the achievements of the naticna* literatures. This is important because 
now work in this sphere of our activity is mainly random and haphazard.

WYONS SHOULD WAVE MORE CONTROL OVER LAND LMPROVEMENT 
Moscow SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA in Kusetean 4 ‘un 61 p 2

| Text) Lt wae with great interest that | read about « sincere discussion that had 
taken place before a SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA ‘round table,” during the course of which 
the problems of the rayon economic link were reviewed. Truly, these problems 

today excite all who are associated with agriculture. One way or another, they quest 
be reso.ved. In particular, new organizational developments must be introduced into 
land rec lamation construction in connection with the mastering of lands placed in 
operation. 


It is true that following the May (1966) Plenum of the CC CPSU, land reclamation 
construction in our rayon, just as everywhere, became more extensive in scope: we 
already have almost 6,000 hectares of improved land, including almost 7,000 hectares 
that were drained by means of closed drainage. In 1968, the form-~ <ndovo Sector 
of the machine-land reclamation station was converted into a mobile mechanized 
column of the Kalininmelioratsiya Association -- PMK-29. It commenced operations 
with 12 tractors. Today it has more than 100, including the powerful T-150 and 
Kirovets machines. It has a considerable amount of other equipment at its disposal, 
particularly 20 excavators and truck-mounted cranes. A housing settlement was built 
for the machine operators and a production base created: workshop, warehouses, 
concrete solution unit, garage. A work-loving collective has emerged, with its 
nucleus made up of experienced and highly skilled machine operators, among whom one 
out of every five is a cammunist. 


Properly speaking, Our successes have raised new problems in land reclamation. The 
time is at hand for attacking these problems in earnest. What is the nature of these 
problems! Firet of all, @ radical and decisive change mus: be achieved in the 
attitude towards the quality of land reclamation construction work: it must be 
raised to the maximum possible degree. We are still encountering the following 
situations: the work volumes all appear to have been fulfilled and yet the planned 
return is etill not being realized from the land. From the newly developed lands, 
our kolkhozes and sovkhores often obtain no more than 15-20 quintals of feed units 
per hectare -- considerably less than the figures called for in the plan. 


This is not normal and cannot be tolerated. But is it possible to achieve greater 
efficienc,’ Certainly, provided everybody concerned applies themselves to the work 
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in @ serious manner! thie ineludes those who build the land reclamation systems 
and "hose who operate them. At the presemt time, there is 4 minimum of three 
bosses at each of the land reclamation inetallations and each has his own special 
goals, indicators and plans. But no success te being achieved in harnessing them 
“to the one horse,” as Che situation was aptly described during the SOVETSKAYA 
ROSSIYA ‘round table” discussion, nobedy pursues the problem to the final result 
and nobody truly beara responsibility for the effectiveness of the land reclamation 
work. 


What then is the result’ We are developing for the most part those pastures and 
natural meadows having low natural fertility. On individual tracts, the humus 
content does not exceed 0./-1.6 percent and the soil is poor in terms of mobile 
forms of phosphorus and potassium. It ie understandable that in the development of 
a new field everything required to raise ite fertility aust necessarily be applied: 
organic materials, lime, mineral fertilisers. We are of the opinion that the 
machine Operators @ust do this and this is not happening. Our PMK | mobile 
mechanized column) narrows its responsibilities down mainly to the construction of 
land rec lamation systems and engineering-technical installations. In the case of 
Organic and mineral fe.tilizer applications, the land reclamation specialists are 
undertaking only @ portion of the work, with the largest poriion being entrusted to 
the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. The liming of the fields is being carried out by the 
Kalininsel 'khozkhimiya Association. 


Nor are the land reclamation specialists respected for the condition of the roads. 
in the region of the Lominoga Stream, which is loeated at the Leninskiy Put’ 
Kolkhoz, and also in the sector adjoining the Kolkhoz imeni Sverdlov, approximately 
500 hectares of meadow land were drained with no approach roads being installed. 

The same holds true for reclaiwed lands at the imeni Kalinin and Pamyat' Zhdanov 
Kolkhozes. How can the products be shipped from these areas’ It is accurate to 
state that we have only 86 kilometers of road for a total of 7,873 hectares of 
drained land: an average of just slightly wore than one kilometer for every 100 
hectares. For the sake of comparison, it bears mentioning that in Estonia there ere 
35 kilometers of road for every 100 hectares. The figures differ markedly: 


It cannot be said that we are not raising these problems. We posed them before the 
Kalininmelioratsiya Association, the oblvodkhoz | oblast administration of water 
management) and the planning organizations. We received the same reply from eli 
areas: “We have norms, a drainage plen and an economy regime.’ The question is 
asked as to who profits from such norms and plens and from such an “economy 
regime’ They are of value only to the degree that they promote fulfillment of the 
principal factor associated with all tasks -- raising production and lowering the 
production costs for agricultural output. It is senseless to pursue bare hectares. 
This leads only to a situation wherein the “planned” hectares remain low in 
productivity and still without roads. Resources are expended and by no means are 
the final results the same as those planned. 


Beyond any doubt, the solution here, as correctly stated during the SOVETSKAYA 
ROSSIYA “round table” discussion, involves extending greater rights to the rayon 
Or, more accurately, to the rayon executive committee. It is at the site that the 
full situation is most apparent. Centralization and specialization must not exclude 
the terricorial principle of control, but rather they must make use of it. 
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The Basic Directions are in fact aimed at solving the complex programs. The 
following direct requirement is expressed in them: “Raise the technical level and 
quality of aqudcultural construction and ensure the complex carrying out of lend 

rec \amation work and the agricultural development of such lend.” It seems to me 
that Chis gives flee to the following thought: the land reclamation specialists are 
HOt jvetitied in limiting themselves to the conetruction of land reclamation 
engineering* technical inatellations, Their responsibilities also include carrying 
out @ plan in the fullest sense, including the liming of new lands, applying 
organic and mineral fertilisers to them and building roade. 


in short, we are firmly convinced Chat @ particular project can be considered as 
turned Over for Operations only if it has already produced the yield celled for in 
the plane. The land reclamation specialists are today capable of carrying out such 
a tack. So Chat this will ot eimply be « desire but rather « lew for us, I would 
consider Lt advisable in the future to carry out the final computations with the 
land reclamation sepecialiete only after the new lends have produced the planned 
yields. 


we have many reclaimed lands which have already been turned over to the kolkhoses 
and sovkhoses for Operations cespite the fact that they have not been fully 
developed. This should be € responsibility of a special service having the proper 
equipment. We have been to ! Chat it has already been organized. This is true and 
yet only) in form, net in substance. In our sone, for example, an inter-rayon 
administration for the operation of land reclamation systems and aquicultural 
installations has been created. Although it has already been in existence for 3 
years, it hae at its disposal, in addition to administrative personnel, only two 
excavator>, eight wheeled and caterpillar tractors and two trucks with side panels. 


A radical change is required in the work and the operational service must increase 
its capabilities more rapidly. We are aware that this will not be accomplissed 
immediately, regardless of how auch we might wish this to be so. But tise does not 
wait: How could it” Under the conditions which prevail in our rayon, perhaps it 
would make sense to transfer a portion of the work of modernizing and restoring 
existing land reclamation systems to their builder -- the PMK. If the rates for 
erecting new installations slow down for a certain period of time, greater results 
may be Obtained feom those already in existence. Such « situation, it bears 
mentioning, is one in which the opinion of the rayon or rayon organizations should 
play a decisive role. 


We also consider it advisable to change the existing practice with regard to the 
distribution of the mineral tertilizer funds. At the present time, they are being 
aliocated as a rule only for crop rotation plan lends and arable land. Reclaimed 
meadows and pastures are supplied with such fertilizer only during drainage work 
periods. 


There is still one other consideration. If we seriously intend to achieve 
specialization in the tending of reclaimed lands, then the time is certainly at hand 
tor giving thought to specialized equipment: such equipment is either lacking 
entirely or it is in short supply. Requirements exist for excavators for removing 
silt from canals, for machines for flushing out drains, for lifting mechanisms for 
repairing engineering installations and finally for special mowers for mowing 
around an open network of drainage canals. 
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liere the prinetpal concern (returning once again to the main thought, which was 
mentioned repeatedly during the SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA “round table” discussion) is 
that of combining the efforts of the specialised organisations.

/Text/ The set of problems, which are connected with the overcoming of the sub- 
stantial differences between the city and the countryside, pertains to one of the 
most important themes in the study of the mature socialist society. That is why 
the publication of the new book of Docent K. Isayev, chairman of Scientif- 
ic Communism of Frunze Polytechnical Institute,* has aroused the interest of the 
scientific community and readers. 


The author of the book set himself the goal to show the development of the interre- 
lations of the city and countryside at the stage of mature socia .em, the unity and 
differences between them; to analyze the social class structure of the Kirghiz vil- 
lage; to generalize its deep-seated socio-economic and everyday cultural processes, 
a8 well as to reveal the untenability of the attempts of our ideological enemies by 
various types of faleifications to minimize the achievements in the building of so- 
cialism and communism of the Soviet countryside, especially in the republics of 
Central Asia. 


“Our enemies have made up many fabricated stories about the past and present of 

the Soviet countryside," L. I. Brezhnev notes. “But no matter what they say and 
write, the history of the 20th century, the heroic path of the Soviet peasantry, as 
well as the path of the peasantry of other eocialisi cowntries have convincingly 
proven that for the proper solution of che problem there is tic one true road of 

the building of socialism in the countryside, there is one true science--the Marxist- 
Leninist teaching on the agrarian and peasant question" (L. I. Brezhnev, “Leninskim 
kursom" /By the Leninist Course/, Vol 7, p 333).

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The book of K, laayev is also devoted to the demonstration of the creative, trana- 
forming power of this teaching. As a methodological prerequisite for it the author 
thoroughly examines the philosophical and sociological bases of the concept of a 
mature socialist society and analyses the works of V. I. Lenin, the documenta of 
the CPSU and other fraternal parties and the works of L. I. Brezhnev. 


One of the merits of the book is that the author, on the basis of Marxist-Leninist 
methodology, mt only reveals the theoretical significance of the most important 
conclusion about the mature socialist society, but also strives to define his own 
approach to the analysis of its various aspects and proposes his own system of 
arguments. 


The nature of the development of the interrelations between the city and the coun- 
tryside during the years of Soviet power both for the country as a whole and in 
Kirghizia is covered quite thoroughly on the historical level. The author cites 
convincing figures and facts which attest how with the enormous disinterested as- 
Sistance of all the peoples of the country, and firet of all the Russian people, 
socialist industrialization, collectivization and the cultural revolution were car- 
ried out in the republic on an unprecedentedly enormous scale and the material and 
cultural .evel of the Kirghiz countryside increased. 


Even greater prospects of the forward movement of the economy, culture and well- 
being are being afforded the Kirghiz village during the 1989's. The decisions of 
the 26th CPSU Congress and the 17th Congress of the Communist Party of Kirghizia 
give a thorough idea of this. And the author in many ways anticipates the picture 
of the coming profound changes. 


The specific ethnic nature of the rural population, which is more pronounced as 
compared with the city, and the peculiarities of its lifestyle have a definite in- 
fluence on many socio-economic processes--such as social transferences, the dynam- 
ics of consumption, che tormation of value orientations and so on. 


The author shows how during the urbanization and industrialization of the village 
these national specific peculiarities are gradually being eliminated, first of all 
in the sphere of labor and daily life. 


It should be noted that this question has another important socio-economic aspect 
which was touched upon in the article of T. U. Usubaliyev, “Lenin's Theory of Non- 
capitalist Development and the Formation of the National Intelligentsia," which was 
published last year in the journal VOPROSY FILOSOFII. “Under present conditions," 
T. U. Usubaliyev writes, “when the composition of the specialists of te national 
economy is becoming more and more international, the exchange of personnel among 
republ‘cs is acquiring exceptionally great importance. This process has the ten- 
dency to steadily expand. A large number of specialists, who have graduated from 
higher educational institutions and secondary specialized educational institutions, 
annually come to Kirghizia from other republics. At the same time many graduates 
of the educational institutions of Kirghizia annually set off for other republics. 
Thus, during 1960-1979 alone about 15,000 specialists with a higher and secondary 
education came to Kirghizia, while during this period nearly 4,000 were sent out of 
it. These facts are a vivid expression of the consistent and steadfast pursuit of 
the Leninist national policy of the party, the genuine equality and indissoluble 
friendship of the peoples of the Soviet Union.” 

















However, thie fact, which is conducive to the strengthening of the socio-economic 
and cultural international unity in the Soviet countryside, is not reflected fully 
enough in the work being reviewed. 


Under the conditions of mature socialiam it ia not the differences between the city 
and the countryside, but the unity between them that comes to the forefront. Mean- 
while, the features with reapect to which they differ are examined primarily in 
publications on the probleme of the city and the countryside. The monograph of 

kK. laevey is on this level an important exception. 


The foundation of the solution of social problems, as is known, lies in economics. 
Therefore it is natural, normal that the author of the work, in speaking about the 
overcoming of the differences between the city and the countryside, firet of all 
dwells on the growth of the productive forces of the village and the increase of the 
level of socialization of agricultural production and shows vividly the close inter- 
relationship of the solution of this problem with the development of the agro- 
industrial complex. 


The author devoted serious attention to the questions of the formation among the 
workers of the village of needs which are in full accord with the dignity of man 
and are conducive to the development of the individual and social progress. His 
conclusion that the possibility of meeting great cultural demands is beginning to 
play a greater and greater role in the orientation of rural workers in life is very 
important theoretically and practically. 


The book of K. Isayev attracts readers by its systematic and thoughtful analysis of 
the posed problems.

Previously backward nations have been lifted to the heights of technical and social 
progress.

In ite economic potential, the republic bas 
advanced to third place among the fraternal union republics in the last 15 to 20 
years. Kagakhetan's current ind.etrial output within just half a workday is as 

much as it produced within a year in the early period of the republic's formation. 


Kazakhstan made especially significant progress in the 10th Five-Year Plan. Planned 
goals were exceeded substantially for the individual main indicators. Integral with 
the unionwide economy, the republic's multisector industry has made a significant 
contribution to the development of the whole country's economy. 


While speaking of the increase in Kazakhstan's economic potential, mention should be 
made of the successes by the miners and metallurgists, machine builders and chemists, 
oil workere and other branches of the republic's working class. 


Lenin's nationality policy and the implementation of it are bringing outstanding re- 
sults in the development of the country's agrarian sector too; again Kazakhstan's 
example indicates this. Just in the 10th Five-Year Plan, the state graneries were 
filled with 81 million tons of grain, or an annual average of almost a billion poods 
of Kazvakhstan grain. Together with the grain from the Russian Federation and the 
Ukraine, Kazakhstan's billion forms the basis of the country's food stocks. 


During the years of the Soviet regime, striking socioeconomic changes have taken 
place in the Central Asian republics too. Here too the economy, science and culture 
are developing rapidly and the welfare of the people is growing steadily. Develop- 
ing at high rates are the industrial sectors determining scientific and technical 
progress, primarily power engineering, machine building, ferrous metallurgy, 
chemicals, oil and gas. 


As is known, cotton growing is the leading agricultural sector in tie Central Asian 
republics. In 1980, these republics had a record cotton crop and the country re- 
ceived about 10 million tons of raw materials. In the continuing increase in cotton 
production, the Central Asien republic agricultural workers see their patriotic and 
international duty to all fraternal people in the country. 


Uzbekistan by right is the flagship of cotton growing. For the first time in the 
republic's history, the six million mark was passed. The socioeconomic changes in 
socialist Turkmenistan, an equal republic of the land of the soviets, are striking 
too. Just in the 10th Five-Year Plan, 443 billion cubic meters of gas and tens of 
millions of tons of oil were extracted from the depths of the once lifeless desert. 
To get an idea of the scope of development of this republic's cconomy, one must note 
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that compared to the beginning of the seventies, gas production increased almost 
26-fold, while power generation for the 10th Five-Year Plan grew 1.5-fold. 


Cotton growing, ‘urkmenistan's leading agricultural sector, is growing at relatively 
high rates. In cotton preduction, the republic firmly holds second place in the 
country. For the LOth Five-Year Plan, the state received 5,717,000 tons of the 

most valuable raw material from Turkmen cotton producers. Cotton production has 
grown 35-fold since the year of the republic's formation. 


The ways to further prosperity and drawing the socialist nations and nationalities 
closer together were outlined by the 26th CPSU Congress. Specific plans for their 
material and spiritual growth were defined. For the Central Asian republics and 
Kazakhstan, a vitally important problem is the water supply. Constructed by the 
common efforts of all Soviet people in this rich land during recent decades were 

such unique water works as the Karakumskiy Canal in Turkmenistan, the Irtysh- 
Karaganda Canal and the network of canals and waterways in Uzbekistan and Tajikistan, 
and huge reservoirs were built. 


For a cardinal solution to the water supply problem in Kazakhstan and the Central 
Asian republics and for steady development of their economy, preliminary work on 
bringing Siberian river flows here will be completed in the near future. Construc- 
tion of the Volga-Ural Canal will also be accelerated. Solving this problem will 
allow creating a new, unique, highly productive region of irrigateJ land and have a 
positive effect on fulfilling the food program. 


The congress demonstrated the firmness of the unity of Soviet socialist nations. 

At the same time, it was noted that the dynamics of development of a large multi- 
national st.te gives rise to many problems requiring the party's careful attention. 
Under the conditions of developed socialism and the implementation of the economic 
strategy of the party developed at the 25th and 26th congresses, the multinational 
makeup of the populatior of Soviet republics is increasing. This process has an ob- 
jective basis. it is linked to the growth in productive forces, the expansion of 
the scale of building communism, the deepening and specialization of the economy of 
various regions and the multifaceted links among republics. Population migration 
promotes the internationalization of all aspects of the Soviet way of life, expands 
the mutual intercourse of people and strengthens friendship among them, or as V. I.

There is now 
no nation that lives in just one republic. Living in other republics are avout 4 
percent of the Georgians, approximately up to 7 percent of the Letts, Turkmens and 
Estonians, 10 percent of the Lithuanians, 11 percent of the Kirghiz, 14 percent each 
of the "Ukrainians and Azerbai janis, 15 percent each of the Moldavians and Uzbeks, 
more than 17 percent of the Russians, more than 19 percent of the Kazakhs, 20 per- 
cent of the Belorussians, about 23 percent of the Tajiks, and more than 34 percent 
of the Armenians. 


These facts have great importance for the patriotic and international education of 
workers and strengthening friendship between people. The multinational character of 
the population promotes a fundamental break in national isolation, brings people 
closer together and enriches them in the process of material and spiritual activity. 
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Problems of language development hold a major place in the nationality relations of 
the developed socialist society. In our country, Lenin's program of full freedom and 
equality of languages is being implemented and the specific needs in terms of 
language, culture and everyday life are taken into account. 


In addition to the development of the old literary nationel languages, during the 
years of the Soviet regime, 50 nationalities and ethnic groups received a written 
language for the first time. A broad network of schools, tekhnikums and VUZ's has 
been formed where instruction is done in tl... languages of the various nat.onalities 
and ethnic groups. In our country correspondence is matiiained, business correspon- 
dence is conducted at local organs, works of literature and art are published, 
sclentifiec works, newspapers and journals are published and televison and radio broad- 
caste are made in native languages. Books are published in 89 lenguages of USSR 
people and foreign countries. The USSR Constitution guarantees -11 citizens of the 
country the opportunity “to use their native language and the languages of the other 
USSR people, ... and the opportunity to study in school in their native language." 


The experience of ou country shows that the functions of the national languages are 
expanding in every possible wa, he international significance of the Russian 
language is growing swiftly and it has become one of the generally accepted world 
languages. And for the USSR peoples and for the non-Russian population of the coun- 
try, the Russian language has become in essence a second native language and a means 
of their international intercourse and cooperation. The Russian language is objec- 
tively playing the leading role in the development of socialist nations and drawing 
them closer together. It allows each nation and ethnic group .uccess to the culture 
of all Soviet peoples and to world culture. 


According to 1979 census data, the Russian language is handled fluently by 25 per- 
cent of the Turkmens, 30 percent of the Azerbaijanis, Georgians, Kirghiz and 
Tajiks, 40 percent of the Armenians and Estonians, and 50 percent of the Kazakhs, 
Letts, Lithuanians, Moldavians and Uzbeks. 


Party organizations of the union republics, krays and oblasts, considering the multi- 
nationality of the work collectives, pay great attention to the development of bi- 
lingualism. In all republics, much attention is paid to the Russian language. The 
question is raised thus, that i> addition to his native language, each inhabitant 
of the republic must mester to perfection the Russian language--the language of the 
fraternity of all USSR peoples, the language of October, and the language of Lenin.

STUDY OF BELIEVERS IN KARAGANDA GIVES CAUSE FOR ALARM

[Text] Work to promote atheism among the population is a constituent part of the 
comprehensive approach to education. V. I. Lenin: "We insist that religion be a 
private affair with respect to the state, but we can in no way consider religion 

to be a private affair with respect to our own party.” Following Lenin's teachings, 
party committees are conducting work to proaote atheism on a strictly scientific 
basis, considering it to be one of the important components in the formation of a 
Marxist-Leninist materialist worldview. 


But there are still shortcomings in atheistic education. At the 15th Congress of 
the Communist Party of Kazakhstan, while taking note of the positive experience, 

D. A. Kunayev, a member of the Politbureau of the CPSU Central Committee ana first 
secretary of the Central Committee of the Comminirt Party of Kazakhstan, also empha- 
sized that ". . . still not all of our aktiv is well aware of the theory of scien- 
tific atheism or the methodology of scientific-atheistic propaganda, naively sup- 
posing that once there is no God,religion will die out of its own accord." 


In the decree of the CPSU Central Committee, "On Further Improvement of Ideological 
and Political-Educational Work," especial: strong emphasis was placed on the need 
to improve atheistic education and to increase the responsibility of communists for 
meeting the prescribed requirement--to wage a decisive battle against religious 
prejudices. 


In order to educate the people in the spirit of a scientific-materialistic world- 
view, it is necessary to take into account and skillfully wtilize the peculiarities 
of the economic, social and demographic development of one region or another. If 
one is to speak of our oblast from the standpoint of these requirements, it is 
necessary to note thet we have created favorable conditions for overcoming remnants 
of religion. Our area has become a large industrial center which has a large de- 
tachment of the working class who have been tempered in labor as well as a scienti- 
fic and technical intelligentsia. The most important objective besis for overcoming 
religiosity is not only the development of productive forces and creative, free 
labor, but also constant growth of the spiritual culture of the population. The 
oblast has all necessary conditions for all-around and harmonious development of the 
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individual. There are six higher inatitutions, 22 «pecialized training institu- 
tions, S* vocational and technical schools participac.ing in educational work as 
well as a large and highly skilled detachment of scientific-pedagogical personnel, 
including acadamicians, almost 60 doctors of sciences, and more than a thousand 
candidates of sciences. There are three drama theaters in operation--Kazakh, Rus- 
sian and, for the tirst time in the country, German; a musical comedy theater, an 
oblast philharmonic orchestra, 1,078 libraries, 313 palaces of culture and clubs, 
and many other cultural facilities. 


A peculiarity of our oblast is its high level of urbanization and the constant 
growth of cities, in which 85 percent of the population lives. Under these condi- 
tions, a positive role in increasing the effectiveness of educational work is played 
by the unification of efforts and improvement of the coordination of the activity 

of party, state and social organizations. The essence of coordinated interaction 
consists in a correct determination of the position, role and functions of each in- 
stitution and organization in the development and improvement of forms and methods 
of atoeistic activity. Sociological research is regularly conducted in the oblast 
to study the spiritual world of the population, particularly religious associations. 
it helps to reveal the effectiveness of methods of atheistic work, to earmark ways 
cf improving it, and to determine the category of people that require a differenti- 
ated approach. 


A number of party committees have accumulated pos ‘ive experience in this area. 

For example, the Shakhtinsk party gorkom has a two «+: school for atheistic agita- 
tors. In addition to compulsory lectures and seminar studies, its program includes 
scientific-practical conferences, the presentation of papers, and the exchange of 
experience. There are 29 atheist agitators and lecturers of the Znaniye society 
who are conducting scientific atheistic work in the labor collectives. At the mine 
imeni Lenin the council of atheists has studied the level of religiosity in the 
collective and the nature of the belief of individual people. An atheist agitator 
is assigned to each believer. He studies their productive activity, their inter- 
relations in the collective and in the family, their interests and their diversions, 
in other words, the entire totality of his personal and social relations. An athe- 
ist club is operating effectively at the Karaganda metallurgical combine. 


Labor collective has now become the main unit in the system of comprehensive educa- 
tion. It is precisely through this unit that one can affect the individual, the 
formation of man's socio-ideological points of reference. The large industrial 
enterprises--the Karaganda metallu.gical combine, the heating equipment plants, the 
plant for industrial rubber items, the hosiery and confectionary factories and a 
number of mines--are interested in and efficiently deal with the needs and demands 
of the workers, paying constant attention to the organization of labor, life and 
recreation of the people. This can not but be reflected in the moral and psycholo- 
gical climate of the collective as well. 





But the labor collectives have not yet become a real school everywhere, one which 
educates and forms a real iabor family joined together by a community of goals and 
desires. As a result of the sociological research that has been conducted on be- 
lievers, we have revealed facts that require the constant attention of party organi- 
zations. Of those questioned in Oktyabr'skiy, Kirovskiy and Leninskiy rayons of 
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Karaganda, 12 pereent noted that labor collectives have not joined together in the 
place where they work and that they do not have friendly attitudes, Of these 
people queetioned, 11 percent pointed out the lack of criticiem and self-criticiea, 
and 3/ percent emphasized that the managers of the enterprises do not show enough 
concern for the people, This research showed that the majority »f believers are 
inclined toward individualiem and are socially passive: 34 percent of those ques- 
tioned were not inclined to participate in collective affairs, 68.2 percent do not 
go to workers’ meetings, and 91.5 percent prefer to spend their free time at home, 
among their close friends. Party organizations must accept these facts as alarm 
signale: the secially passive person falls in the sone of rejecting collective in- 
tereste and thie means that his consciousness begins to be strongly influenced by 
a foreign environment, forming the psychology of individualiem and--espectally dan- 
gerous--religious fanaticiem. 


in such a situation the conclusion is obvious: believers must be worked with indi- 
vidually. Te convince everyone of the harmful intluence of religion means not to 
convinee anyone. Lt is necessary to convince each one, based on the psychological 
peculiarities of the individual. Individual work requires knowledge, culture, tact 
and great personal conviction, the purposiveness of the atheist agitator. This is 
precisely the kind of work that is being done at city hospital No. 1 and secondary 
school No. 60 in the city of Karaganda, and in secondary school No. 4 in Temertau. 
The atheist agitator G. D. Vin‘cheskaya is working at the Karaganda metallurgical 
combine. She works with believers skillfully, thoughtfully and painstakingly. 

Many have cut their ties to religion under her influence and returned to socially 
active life. During the past two years 60 people in the oblast have been Liberated 
from religious fetters and entered the path of a consciously active life in their 
labor collectives. 


More than 2,000 atheist agitators are working individually with believers. But it 
is still to early to speak of sufficiently appreciable success. Our atheist agi- 
tators sometimes still do not have enough experience in actual communication with 
this category of people and do not sufficiently take into account the specific con- 
ditions of the Lives of believers, their educational and cultural level, or the 
degree and nature of their religiosity. It is especially important to study the 
motives for the religiosity of young believers. One must say that in general we 
have not organized the atheistic education of boys and girls very well: very fre- 
quently we still proceed from the old premise that since they are young they are 
not believers. Atheistic work has been neglected at the Dinamo factory in Kara- 
ganda, at the Abayskaya sewing factory and the Sovkhoz imeni Engel s. Abay and 
Saransk gorkoms and the Ul'yanovskiy, Osakarovekiy and Tel'manskiy raykoms are not 
aware of the situation at the enterprises and do not have information on the number 
of believers among students and working youths. This causes no small amount of 
harm to the general cause of ideological-political and moral education of youth in 
cities and rayons. 


A differentiated approach means well-thought-out work with various groups of the 
population. The atheist agitator must always remember that religion most frequently 
intrudes into the life of the young person through the family. A large amount of 
attention is devoted to work with pensioners, housewives and adolescents in 

Oktyeor'skiy rayon of Karaganda and in Shakhtinsk. Special concern is shown for

families of believers. Teachers come to them and have long and convincing conver- 
sations with the parents, defending the souls of the children from the narcotice of 
religion. but do we take advantage of the entire arsonal of ideological means in 
the struggle against the religiosity of individual groups of the population in their 
places of residence’? For instance, do cultural insitutions deal with this part of 
their cultural-educational and ideological work? Hiding nothing, unfortunately, we 
must say that our clubs conduct atheistic work randomly and unsystematicaily. For 
example, the work plan of the cultural division in Temertau last year included no 
questions at all that were related to atheistic education. Of the 0 cultural 
workers in the city there is not a single lecturer who specializes in atheistic 
propaganda. This work has also been neglected in clube of Yegindybulakekiy, Michur- 
iaskiy and Tei'manskiy rayons. And yet a club is a powerful means of ideological 
work, particularly for atheistic education. Its possibilities must be utilized more 
efficiently. 


Today party committees have something to think about. In solving the problem of a 
comprehensive approach to the education of workers one can not but take into account 
such an important sphere of activity as the etruggle for a materialistic worldview. 
There is not and can not be a socially active individual if the man's spirit is cor- 
roded by religious blight. Therefore one of the main tasks in party leadership of 
atheistic education is to provide for ite close interaction with all other sections 
of ideological work. For, as was emphasized in the decree of the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee, "On Further Improvement of Ideological and Politico-Educational Work," all 
ideological and educational work is a primary task of all party organizations. 
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LEISURE ACTIVITIES POR YOUNG EKIBASTUZ WORKERS LACKING

/Tex Ekibastuz in the near future will be the largest power 
complex in the world with a capacity of 20 million kW. The con- 
tours of the immense territorial production complex are now al- 
ready being outlined. Thousands of people are taking part in 
ite development. The majority of them are young people. Our 
story is about how the young people of Ekibastuz use their 
leisure hours. 


In the collection published by the Pavlodarskaya Oblast Committee of Komsomol we 
read: Ekibastuz is “a city for 200,000 inhabitants, which is surrounded by a 
landscaped ring of the park zone, with palaces of culture, theaters, libraries... ." 
It is all correct, but it is necessary to consider what the picture of the future 
has in mind. The present of the city is its rapid growth. In 1978 60,000 people 
lived here, while today 80,000 already do. All of today's problems of the city 
stem from its rapid growth. Ekibastuz resembles a young bean sprout who has out- 
grown hie clothes. The clothes are tight, tear and split at the seams. They sew 
new ones, but while they are sewing, he can no longer fit into them. 





The construction of housing is the main concern of the growing city. There are not 
yet enough forces and assets for the construction of movie theaters, palaces of cul- 
ture, eoortes facilities, libraries. 


And when that is the case, the use of free time turns into a quite serious problen. 
"There is nowhere to go after work"~-all the people who talked with me began their 
account of leisure time with these words. 


"In order to lead the lads," says Batagoz Beisembayeva, secretary of the Komsomol 
organization of the Energootdelpromstroy Construction Administration, “you must 
unite and organize the collective. But how? Where? There is nowhere.... We work 
together, but then after work we wander off in different directions, and each per- 
gon in fact is left to his ow devices.” 


The construction workers by no means place last the questions connected with lei- 
sure, with the use of their free time. And, I believe, that is correct. For the 
construction projects need the backbone of the workers. For the present it does 
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not existewin many ways they rely here on assigned workers. People are leaving.... 
but the choice of labor specialties here is enormous, and it is possible to pass 
through the usual system of the advancement of a specialist not in 10 years, as is 
customary, but in 3 years, And the pay is not at all bad. 


They are leaving because they have to wait a long time for housing. Because they 
want to work all out, and not sit at home with the children. Because there is no- 
where to go after work=--boredom begins to overcome them. 


So it turns out that it is economically disadvantageous to devote inadequate atten- 
tion to “nonproduction” questions and to place them last, The content, the filling 
of free time can in no way not make a difference to us. 


There was the following case. At the dawn of the industrial development of Eki- 
bastuz--in the middle of the 1950's--a group of lads from Karaganda factory train- 
ing schools came to the city. But, after being here for just a short while, they 
loaded onto the train and headed back. When they caught up to them and began to 
try to find out why, they explained: "They deceived us, they said that you can re- 
lax well here after work--the Irtysh is close by!" 


Ekibastuz is surrounded by steppe-—-a barren plain which onlv the stunted steppe 
vegetation--sagebrush, saltwort, elm--diversifies. 


Just do not think that everyone is leaving here. No, the majority are enthusiasts i 
who have a high opinion of themselves and of the cause, for the sake of which they | 
came to the steppe. Tomaz Babakishvili, who after serving in the army graduated 
from a tekhnikum, came to Ekibastuz as the head of a group of volunteers from 
Georgia. 


"Il wanted to live independently," he says, "without the help of my parents. I wanted 
to see what I was worth, to test myself at a new place under difficult conditions. 

I thought I would be living in a tent or a barracks. It turned out that I live 
quite normally--in a dormitory. At first my parents didnot believe that I could 
settle down independently, they sent money, but I sent it back. I brought my 
brother here, and then two more—my cousins. I am in the third year at the Pavlo- 
dar Industrial Institute. I am married. I am not afraid of difficulties, I will 
be here until the completion of the construction project." 


It is for the sake of such people as Babakishvili that the “principle”: first the 
construction project, then leisure, must also be altered. How does it need to be 
done and what needs to be done? Let us listen to the lads themselves. 


Vasiliy Aleksandrovich Sizintsev is an installer, the leader of the Komsomol youth 
brigade and winner of the Kazakhstan State Prize. 


"Our lads like to go to the discotheque. I myself enjoy going to concerts, but, un- 
fortunately, few performers come here, well-known specialists in international af- 
fairs, lecturers and well-known athletes do not come at all. But in general we 

try to relax as an entire brigade. This summer we have twice gone to Dzhasybay. 
But it is 130 km away, we must ‘eave on Saturday morning in order to return on Sun- 
day. But we do have reservoirs, and recreation areas must be built precisely 
there." 
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| Liked the tone of votce of the brigade leader--calm, confident, optimiatic., The 
city's future will come about, since such people are building it. 


Of course, the lith Pive-Year Plan will solve many problems of Ekibastuz. A wide- 
screen movie theater seating 600 is being built. The construction of the Palace of 
Culture of the power workers, which accomodates 1,000 people, has begun. A sports 
complex with three gymnasiums and two swimming pools and a stadium seating 15,000 
have been started; a Palace of Pioneers and a citywide trade center with a depart- 
ment store and a self-service department store are being planned. 


However, people want to live an interesting life right now. And because of that 
people are not standing still in patient expectation--until prosperity rains upon 
them=-they are trying to do what they can themselves. 


I want to single this out specially--examples of independence. Ekibastuz is not 
the only young city im the country. Though there are not that many displays of in- 
itiative of this type. It is necessary to look close at them especially as, it 
seems, this is for the present the most practicable means to improve matters with 
the organization of daily Life and leisure both at Ekibastuz itself and at other 
shock construction projects. So.... 


There is not enough housing in the city? The Komsomol members themselves are also 
building houses for themselves. This is already the third house which is being 

built by the efforte--and this is 4 hours of daily labor after the main job. But 
who would not like the prospect of moving into one's own apartment in half a year? 


There is no museum of history and regional ethnography in the city? On che con- 
trary, there is. It has been located for 8 years now in School No 6. The children 
themselves set it up--they carried out excavations, gathered documents and mate- 
rials. They established contacts with famous people who are natives of the city, 
acquired originals of documents, deeds, orders, newspaper materials and photo- 
graphs. The Institute of Marxism-Leninism attached to the CPSU Central Committee, 
the Alma-Ata Institute of Party History and other institutions and organizations 
send photographs and documents. In this crowded little room the entire history of 
Ekibastuz--from the first find of coal to today's immense construction project-- 
passes before you. 





In Ekibastuz the situation with the gymnasiums is bad? But here is how they have 
fitted out and equipped here the ordinary school physical culture hall. Here it is 
possible to practice the throwing of a grenade, a ball, a javelin, to do the broad 
jump and high jump, to play volleyball and basketball, to jump on a trampoline. 
There are sirrors here for freestyle gymnastics and apparatus for athletic gymnas- 
tics. Music is played during the exercises. There is even a television in the 
hall. The model of this school gymnasium took third place at the Exhibition of 
National Economic Achievements. 


Of cours’, without the assistance of the Bogatyr' open-pit mine, which sponsors the 
school, it would have been rather difficult to do all this, as it would have been 
without such an enthusiast as Aleksandr Ivanovich Alekhin, the physical culture 
instructor. 
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The patronage assistance, which has been augmented by enthusiasm, is yielding good 
results, Every echool and every city vocational and technical school have been at- 
tached to patrons. From the first grades and to the end of studies the children 
are linked with one of the enterprises. School repair and construction brigades, 
joint subbotnike of the Komsomol members of enterprises and schools, excursions to 
a works and meetings with labor veterans are organized with its assistance. The 
close contact .f students with the patrons is having the result that annually more 
than half of the graduates of the school go to work at the works. 


At the entrance to Ekibastuz on one of the buildings there stand out vividly the 
enormous letters: "“Ekibastuz is working for communism."

TARTU OFFICIAL DISCUSSES WORKERS' LETTERS 
Tallinn SOVETSKAYA ESTONIYA in Russian 24 May 81 p 2

([Text//Recently the CPSU Central Committee adopted a decree en- 
titled “On Measures for Further Improving Work with Letters and 
Suggestions from Workers in the Light of the Decisions of the 
26th CPSU Congress." The Party pays sensitive heed and has an 
attentive attitude toward the workers’ letters and complaints 
and adopts operational measures with regard to the probleas 
raised in them. As stated in the decree, letters comprise an 
extremely important channel of live connection with the masses, 
one of the most trustworthy and valuable sources of information. 





Under the heading “Behind Every Letter Is a Person” the editors 
will publish materials on the practical work of Party and Soviet 
organs, ministries and departments, as well as the adainistra- 
tions of ente ses and institutions with letters and appeals 
from workers. 


Passing through the works of V. I. Lenin devoted to the ties between the Party and 
the people iike a red thread is the thought that workers’ letters must be regarded 
not only and not so much as a signal about some sort of shortcomings or requests 
to resolve any sort of personal problems. /Workers' letters constitute a reliable 
barometer, signalling their attitudes and concerns, one of the most important 
forms of participation in administering the life of their own city, region, and 
the country as a whole./ 


I am speaking now about the written form of workers’ appeals to the authorities, 
but I certainly want to add to them and give equal rights to oral declarations and 
appeals. Because, of course, for us their roles and functions are the same. 


But what place is allocated to working with letters in the city of Tartu, and what 
are the ways we intend to follow in increasing its effectiveness? 


The basic principle for which we are striving here is the principle of systematic 
regularity. What does it consist of? 
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In the Party gorkom all letters must be examined by the first secretary, who, in 
turn, indicates to whom the solution of the problems raised in the latters is en- 
trusted. Also taken into account are the oral appeals made during the receptions 
of the authorities. This allows us to consider every suggestion, complaint, or 
request. Special registration and check-ups are conducted on repeat letters in 
which dissatisfaction with a previous solution is expressed. 


During the course of a quarter the Party gorkom receives about 50 letters and al- 
most aS many oral appeals, The gorispolkom receives, on an average, 2,500 written 
and about 700 oral appeals from citizens and institutions. In 1 the Gorkom of 
People's Control examined 115 letters and received 165 citizens. During 1980 the 
newspaper EDAZI received 6,456 letters. Two-thirds of them were published in the 


newspaper's pages, 


The workers’ letters reflect all aspects of the city's life, our difficulties and 
problems. For a long time now we have paid insu ficient attention to the spheres 
of housing and municipal services. The results are obvious: more than half of all 
the letters and 70 percent of the oral questions deal with precisely these spheres. 
In second place are the shortcomings in the work of industrial enterprises, con- 
struction, and transport. 


As we can see, for a city with a population of 100,000 that is quite a few letters. 
Nevertheless, we are not satisfied with just a “spontaneous” flow; it seems to us 
extremely important to mobilize workers to manifest social activity precisely in 
tne form of written (or oral) appeals to the city's authorities. This is important 
both to perfect feedback and to further expand democratic principles in the work of 
Party and Soviet organs. 


All our officials in the gorkom and gorispolkoms have the same time for receptions 
--Monday from 1500 to 1900 hours. This eliminates excessive red tape and in a nua- 
ber of instances facilitates the operational solution of the problem. With this 
same purpose in mind the Party gorkom also engages in the practice of having sec- 
retaries make trips out to hold receptions directly at enterprises. 


Another important principle which, in our view, is very essential is to respond to 
/everyletter without exception./ And not simply to respond but to do so in a time- 
ly manner. Does this need to be emphasized, considering that the time periods re- 
quired for answering are set by law? I think that it does because some officials 
attempt to “slide out” of a concrete and operational solution to the problems men- 
tioned in the letters. For example, the gorispolkom department for registering 
and distributing housing space has begun sending out so-called intermediate replies 
wherein workers are informed one or two days prior to the expiration of the time 
allotted for answering merely that their problems are at the stage of being re- 
solved. Not a word is said herein regarding the course of the matter's investiga- 
tion nor, furthermore, about when an answer will be provided in more substantial 
terms. The Party gorkom and the Committee of People's Control have put a stop to 
such “work” with letters. A specific and timely answer must be received by the 
writer of every letter, including those who request or demand something for which 
they have no appropriate rights. Substantial aid can be rendered here by propagan- 
da about rights, for there exists a genuine need not only to explain rights or pri- 
vileges which are granted to certain categories of the population, but also to 

show in specific examples why in specific instances they ought to be granted to 
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individual citizens in order to satisfy certain demands. The newspaper EDAZI is 
conducting such work on a city-wide level. It is thought that the republic-level 
newspapers could also have something substantial to say in this regard, 


In short, the duty of every employee concerned with workers’ letters is /to facili- 
tate the solution/ of the problems raised in these letters, But we cannot limit 
ourselves to this. The Party teaches us to examine workers’ letters through an 
/all-Party, state/ prism, to see what 1s concealed behind this or that suggestion, 
complaint, or request. 


Let's take, for example, such a complex sphere of life in the city of Tartu as dai- 
ly life and housing. A considerable number of city-dwellers' letters to the Party 
gorkom and the newspaper editors have touched upon the problem of the quality of 
the construction operations and the facilities of the new residential district of 
Anne. Parallel with the specific solutions for each of the complaints coming in 

to us, we have discussed the problem as a whole at a session of the gorkom burvau. 
Here it was a matter already not about individual shortcomings but about to what ex- 
tent the apartment-house-building combine has succeeded in carrying out its initiu 
task in the given district and throughout the city as a whole. 


Analysis of the workers’ letters and oral appeals to the authorities allows us to 
judge, to a large extent, concerning the effectiveness of our work. Nevertheless, 
this form of feedback is somewhat one-sided; of course, we receive information on- 
ly about who is addressing us and why, and we do not receive information on who is 
not appealing to us and why not. In order to obtain objective data, we decided to 
conduct, with the aid of scientists from Tartu University, a sociological study. 


A program of investigation was worked out for the purpose of discovering the opi- 
nions of basic groups of workers concerning the effectiveness of appeals to the 
city's authorities. to Supreme Soviet deputies, to the republic-level and all-Union 
authorities, and to newspaper editors. The methods were worked out and the re- 
search conducted by staff members of the university's laboratory of communist 
education. 


According to the scientists’ recommendations it was considered feasible to encom- 
pass by means of a survey approximately one percent of the city's working popula- 
tion. Taking into consideration the characteristics of Tartu's economic and cul- 
tural life, the city's workers were divided into several sectorial groups as fol- 
lows: instrument manufacture, light industry, construction, transport, services, 
education, science, medicine, and culture. Then from each sector they selected 
from one to four enterprises or institutions which could be considered most typi- 
cal. The survey itself was conducted by staff members of the laboratory in * - 
ary 1980, and they also prepared the questionnaires for processing in the TGU 

tu State University/ computer center. 


And what did we discover thanks to the survey? In the first place, it was calcula- 
ted that in 1979 approximately one out of every six workers addressed himself in 
writing or orally to the municipal authorities and the press. The gorispolkom re- 
ceived more letters than anybody else. One out of every 20 workers living in this 
city appealed to the departments or to the secretariats of the Party gorkom. 
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we often call Tartu a city of young people. Nevertheless, the survey showed that 
appeals were made very seldom to the Komsomol gorkom, If we take into considera- 
tion the fact that many of the city's urgent problems--ranging from housing and 
everyday services to the spending of free time--affect young people, only one con- 
clusion can be drawn: the authority of the Komsomo] organs is still insufficient. 
For us this is a serious signal: it is necessary to improve Party guidance of the 
Komsomol and to increase the Party's role in solving the problems of young people. 


As a result of the survey it was also revealed that 40 percent of those who di- 
rected any kinds of questions to the authorities were satisf{led with the answers 
which they had received. One out of every three offic‘al answers did not bring sa- 
tisfaction, and it was considered necessary to appeal once again. The remainder 
did not address any more appeals on their matters. 


One out of every three who participated in the questionnaire considers that the 
question in regard to which he made the appeal has been resolved. Another fourth 
are convinced that the problem has been partially solved. And so, 60 percent of 
those who appealed to higher authorities felt a positive momentum in their cases. 
One out of three finds that his problem was not solved by the city authorities, 
while one out of ten arrived at the conclusion that his problem was not solved 
for reasons which did not depend on the city authorities. Of course, not all the 
questions were posed by the city-dwellers with a knowledge of the case or suffi- 
client grounds; nevertheless, such a large number of dissatisfied persons requires 
more active measures from us as well] as more effective explanatory work. 


What do people write about? The survey data were in precise agreement with the 
results of the statistical analysis. Fifty-four percent of the letters deal with 
the receipt, exchange, or improvements in housing. And so the Party gorkom ac- 
ted completely correctly in constantly monitoring theactivities of the appropriate 
departments of the gorispolkom. We are guiding them in particular with regard to 
maintaining the publicity necessary to inform every citizen of his specific pros- 
pects and to combat any kinds of pro forma only answers. Furthermore, we are re- 
quiring enterprises to precisely observe all instructions with regard to housing 
problems. 





Moreover, the workers’ letters also treat the work of the city's organizations, in- 
stitutions, and enterprises. Criticism is then addressed at officials, the search 
for work, and labor disputes. In analyzing these materials of the survey, the Par- 
ty gorkom has become convinced once again of how important it is to improve the 
Style of leadership, to expand the democratic principles, and also how important 

it is to combat an unnecessarily bureaucratic approach. 


The questionnaire's authors requested that an evaluation be given of the possible 
methods of addressing appeals to the authorities. It was pleasant to learn that 
receptions at enterprises rank first (in this connection we should note the import- 
ance of standardized political days). Mentioned in second place was reception by 
authorities in the Party gorkom and gorispolkom. Almost equally evaluated by those 
surveyed were an appeal to the deputy to the republic's Supreme Soviet and a letter 
either to the city authorities or to a newspaper. Serious thought must be given to 
the low appraisal accorded to reception by the authorities or deputies of the City 
Soviet within the housing administration. Here we must think over whether this 
form is actually lagging behind life or whether we are simply incapable of 
arranging the work at the residential site. 
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As we have seen, the Tartu Party Gorkom has accumulated a certain amount of experi- 
ence in working with workers’ letters and suggestions. It would be incorrect, ho- 
wever, to overestimate it. For we have still not rooted out manifestations of for- 
malism, red tape, an inattentive, and, at times, an uncaring attitude toward pec- 
ple's written or oral requests. Ahead lie the reinforcement, renovation, and ia- 
provement of the experience which we have accuaulated.
